PREFACE. 

IF my abilities, as 9 writer, had been equal 
to the opportunities which have been af- 
forded me in the profecution of this work, the 
world would have received, in the following 
iheets, a complete hiftory of Glafgow: but 
while I thus publicly confefs my inability to 
execute this work, in fuch a manner as I could 
have wiflied to have done, it is with pleafure, 
that I acknowledge the obligations which I lye 
binder to feveral gentlemen of the magiftracy, 
who, in the mofl obliging manner, fuj^lied 
me with a number of very neceflary and im- 
portant materials; to the gentlemen of the uni- 
verfity, who, with their acpuftomed politenefs, 
gave me free accefs to their chartulary of ori- 
ginal papers, and to all the books and manu- 
scripts m their valuable library; and to many 
others of my fellow-citizens, who chearfuUy 
furnifhed mc with much ufeful information. 
I intreat aU of them to be aflured of the grate- 
ful fenfe I entertain of the favours which they 
have done me. 

In compiling of this work I have proceeded 
io the fgltowing manner. The lives of the 
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bifhops I have extraded chiefly from Mr. 
Keith's catalogue of Scots blfliops, whofe ac- 
curacy, as far as I know, has never been cal- 
led in queftion. In the hiftory of the city, I 
have endeavoured to fix the aeras, dnd to a- 
fcertain the caufes, from which the rife, pro- 
grcfs, and prcfent ftate of the city have flowed; 
and I have narrated fuch public tranfadions as 
the community has been engaged in.- In the 
defcription of the prefent ftate of Glafgow, I 
have related things impartially as they are. In 
the account of commerce, I have made choice 
of the year 177 1> as this Wi:s thelaft year in 
which the exports were confiderable: The 
reader will obferve, by the imports and exports, 
that the greateft part of the trade of the inhabi- 
tants of Glafgow is with the people of Ame- 
rica; and it is almoft unneceffary for me to in- 
form him, that the unhappy difpute with A-r 
lilerica began foon after this period of 177 1 ; fo 
that this was the only year I could fix upon to 
convey to him a proper idea of the foreign trade 
of Glafgow. In treating'of the manufaftures, 
I have made choice of the year 1 77 1 alfo, in'or-^ 
der that the reader might have it in his power 
to fee, at one view, both the commerce and ma- 
fiufadures of th^e city of Glafgow; though I 
am confcious, that, if I had made choice of the 
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manufadures of 1776, they would have ex- 
ceeded in value thofe of .177 !*• Perhaps no 
circumftance could have occurred more fortu- 
nate for the manufadlures of Glafgow, thaa 
the ftop which has, for fome time, been put to , 
the commerce with America. Prior to this e- 
vent, the chief aim of the manufadurers was 
to procure a fale of their commodities to this 
market; and, as the returns for thefe were not 
made in lefs than eighteen months, the capi- 
tal neceflary to carry on any manufadiuring 
branch of bufinefs, even to a tolerable extent, 
was confiderable; by the fhutting of the Ame- 
rican market, neceflity has led them to make 
trial of others; and they now find that markets 
for their manufactures can be procured, which 
will make them returns in fix months; fo that 
three times the quantity of bufinefs may be 
done on the fame capital as formerly. 

The original papers, with the conftitution 
of the burgh, I have thrown into the appen- 
dix ; as there are many of them in Latin, and 
I do not expe£t that this work will be read by 
the learned, they art therefore tranflated, and 
the tranflations publifhed along with the ori-

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ginals; fome of thefe papers are neccffarjr W 
illuftrate, and afcertain particular fadts; others 
of them are infertcd merely as matters of curi- 
ofity. 

Throughout the whole of this performance 
I have ftudied, as far as lay in my power, to 
be accurate; if I have erred, I Ihall deem it a 
favour in any perfon to fet me right. The 
good-natured reader, will, I hope, pardon fuch 
imperfe£tions as he meets with in the perufal 
of this work*

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C H A P. L 

OF THE BISHOPS ^OF GLASGOW. 

THE origin of Glafgow is generally at- 
tributed to Saint Kentigern; who is (aid 
to have founded a bifhopric here in the year 
of our Lord 560: but as we are much in the 
dark with rcfpe£t \o ancient aflFairs, for want 
of authentic records, I {hall endeavour to en- 
quire what the people were who at this. time 
inhabited the neighbourhood of Glafgow; and| 
thefe being once afcertained, we fhall be bet- 
ter enabled to judge of the probability that a 
bilhopric cotild be founded fo early as the 
year of oiir Lord 560. 

A ■ 
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We are certain, from the teftimony of the 
Rotaan hiftorians, that the fpot upon which 
Glafgow is built yr^s included in the province 
of Valentia, erefted by Theodofius, A. D. 370; 
and that the Romans, though often harraiTed 
by the frequent incurfions of the Caledoni- 
ans, did not entirely defert this province un- 
til the year 426, that they took their final 
leave of this iflaod. The inhabitants of this 
province were denominated Maeatae^ or mid- 
land Britons, from their fituation between the 
fouthern wall, which was built by the Ro- 
mans in Northumberland, arid extended from 
the eaft fea to the weft, and the northren wall, 
which was hegnnat a place called Penual, on 
the frith of Forth on the eaft, and reached to 
Ak^hiydf or Dohbrtton, on the £rith of Qyde, 
to the wieft. 

As-^n as'tbf^ lUnnwis had left the ifland, 
tibc Galedoataw crofled the Forth, and broke in 
npoa the midland Britons^ drove them away, 
and poflieired their country, cm the eaftem (ide, 
fts far &$ the Northumbrian wall, 
, The Britons lupon this fl«d, Tome of tbeioi 
to the fiMith for refuge; others of them came 
and joined their c<^untrymen in the weft, where 
they founded a fmall kingdom of their owOf 
called Regnum Cambrenfeox Cumbrcnfc^ extead- 
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tng^'on the weftern fide, from Dunbriton and 
the northern wall, to the fouthern wall in 
Northumberland : the chief feat of their go- 
vernment was called Alcluyd, Areclud^ or 
Petra Chiihe; the fame that is now called^ 
from them, Dunbriton: that fuch a kingdom 
as this, of the Britons, certainly exiftcd, is evi- 
dent from the inquifition of David prince of 
Cumberland, which was made in the year 
1 1 16; \yide .^endix N** L] and we are far- 
ther informed, by hiflorians, that it was not 
overturned, till Egbert, king of the Bernician 
Saxons, and Oengus king of the Pi^ts, took 
it from them on conditions, A. D. 756.* 

Two events, which happened about this time, 
contributed undoubtedly to the prcfcrvation of 
this kingdom of the Britons; the arrival of 
the Saxons on the eaft coaft, to the fouthward 
of iForth, under Ochta and Abifa, about the 
•year 450, found full employment for the Ca- 
ledonians or Pidis on tlut fide, and the Scots, 
from Irel^d, under the condu<3r of Fergus 
MacErch, in 503, having poflefled themfelves 
;Of the weftern iflands and Argyle, and having 
penetrated as far as Braid Albin, took up their 
whole llrength on thp other fide; ib that the

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Britons were left at liberty to purfue the art« 
of peace: as they had lived for a confiderable 
fpace of time under the dominion of . the 
Romans, it is evident, that they muft have 
been, by them, civilized, and that the doc- 
trines of Chriftianity muft not only have 
been^taught among them, but even well un- 
derftood long before the aera in which the 
hifhopric of Glafgow was founded by Saint 
Kentigern; for we find, that Saint Patrick, 
who was born in the neighbourhood of Al- 
cluyd, let out in order to convert the Irifh, 
A. D. 49 1 ; and th^t Saint G)lumba, who con« 
verted the northern Pidls, and Saint NiniaUt 
who was the apoftle to the fouthern ones, were 
Britons of the Regnum Cambrenfe; that they 
undertook their miffions about this time, aixd 
were even contcn^porary with Saint Kentii- 
gern. 

Having thus endeavoyred to afcertain the 
pitobability, that the people of the Regnum 
Cambrenfe were fo far civilized, and fo well acr 
quainted with the dodrines of Chriftianity, as 
that a bifliopric might be ereded among them, 
the next inquiry is, who this Kentigern was in 
whofe favour this bifliopric was ereded? And 
here, from the deficiency of ancient records, 
yi^ are as much in the dark as ever; I ihall 
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therefore giye, from Spottifwood, and others^ 
what they relate concerning him: They inform 
us, ^^ that he was the fon of Thametes, daugh<* 
** ter of Loth, king of the Pifts; but that it was 
*' never certainly known who was his father; 
^^ that his mother, endeavouring, in 5 16, to 
" fly into the country of the Britonsrin order 
•* to conceal her ihame, was delivered of him 
" near Culros^" That this ftory of his birth 
feems tp have been univerfally believed, ap- 
pears from the ruins of a chapel which are 
ftill to be feen on that fpot: this chapel was 
dedicated to Saint Kentigern, and, though in 
the diocefe of Saint Andrews, was under the 
government and direction of the bifhop of 
Glafgow ; " that the care of his education was 
**entrufl:ed to Servanus, biftiop of Orkney; 
" that he gave very early tokens of extraordi- 
** nary piety; for he was more frequent in 
*« prayer than young people generally are, of 
^' a fpare diet, and fo compaflionate to the 
*' poor, that he gave them all that came into 
" his hands; that his mafter, Servanus^ loving 
^' him beyond others, was wont to call him 
*^ Mongah^v7hich^in the Norwegian language, 
^* fignifies dear friend; that, upon the death 
t* of Servanus, he went to the country of 
^^ Wales, wh^re, living a fplitary life, he fouiid^ 
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" cd a monafteryf between the rivers Elwide 
^^ and Edway; and that, after having lived 
" there a few years, he refigned his place to 
^< Afaph, a godly and virtuous man, and re- 
*< turning to Scotland, made his abode at Glaf- 
" gow, where he laid the foundation of a ftate- 
^' ly church, and was therein, at his death, in- 
' ** terred : they alfo fs^y, that it was affirmed of 
^^ Saint Kentigern, that, after he came to the 
^' years of underftanding, he never eat flefh^ 
•* nor tafted wine or ftrong drink; that he 
fleeped on the ground, having a ftotie for 
his pillow, and that he fafted frequently for 
" three days together, wearing goat-ikins> with 
" fackcloth next him.'* 

The above is all that I have been able to 
colledt, refpedting the birth, education, and 
tranfadions of Saint Kentigern; and the read- 
er may give what degree of credit he thinks 
proper to the relation. It appears certain, that 
fuch a perfon as Kentigern exifted during the 
end of the fixth and the beginning of the fe- 
venth century ; and that he came and built him- 
felf a hut upon the fpot where the cathedral, or 
high kirki now ftands, is very probable: it is 
alfo confident with probability, that the inno- 
cency of his life, and the aufterity of his man- 
ners, but above all the miracle^ which he ei- 
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ther wrought) or which it was believed he 
wrought, would foon gain him a reputation 
among the people in his neighbourhood: the 
diftance between Alcluyd and Glafgow is not 
great, the fame of his miracles would ibon 
reach the ear of the prince, and he, like his 
fubjefls, giving faith to thefe miracles of the 
holy man, we may fuppcfe, made him bifhop 
of Glafgow, and endowed his church with the 
many lands which we find^ by the inquiiition 
of David, prince of Cumberland, had former- ' 
ly belonged to it. 

Hiftory has not informed us of the name of 
this prince, who founded and endowed the 
bifliopric of Glafgow, in favour of Saint Ken- 
tigern; by an abftradt from the fife of Kenti« 
gem, (contained in Mr. Innes's Critical Effay 
on the ancient inhabitants pf Scotland) which 
was written in the twelfth century, we learn, 
that being ill ufed by Marken, or Marcus, 
one of the kings of the Britons, he retired in- 
to Wales, but that he afterwards returned back 
to Glafgow, being invited by the pious king 
Rederic, or Roderic, one of Marken's fuccef- 
ibrs. 

He poffeffcd the fee of Glafgow until the 
year 601, that he died upon the 13th of Janu- 
ary, and was buried in the church of Glafgow, 
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where his monument is ftill to be feen: we 
find him marked among the Saints in the Ro- 
man Calendar, 13th of January, 578. 

Baldrede and Conwall were his difciples: 
Baldrede fucceeded him in the bifhopric, and 
founded a religious houfe at Inchinnan : Con- 
wall was his archdeacon, and went into Lothi- 
an to preach to the Saxons : we find them both 
ranked as Saints, Baldrede on the 6th of 
March, 608, and Conwall on the x 8tl^ of May, 
612;^ 

By all the refearches which I have made, I 
have never been able to learn who fiicceeded to 
Baldrede; it is probable, that, foon after his 
time, the frequent wars made mention of [in 
Appendix^ N° L] began, and that the fee of 
Glafgow was alternately a prey to the Pid:s, 
Scots, Saxons, Britons, and Danes; and that 
the mixture of fo many nations, differing in 
their language and manners, with their daily 
wars one againft another, reduced them to that 
ftate of barbarity, which we find them living 
in at the time that David, prince of Cumber- 
land, refoundcd this fee, A. D. 1 1 1 5 : from this 
time to the Reformation, the records of the 
bifliopric are tolerably compleat, and from 
them we learn, that prince David appointed 
his chaplain, John, commonly called Achaius, 
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tobeUflvopofthe fee: thU Joha vra8ftper«* 
fen of good learnings and greac probky^ who 
had tvaTeiled both into Fraoce and Italy, for 
his improvement, and had been faoaoured with 
the chaise of the edticatioa of prince David 

Wbea die bifhop onderflood the barbarity 
of the people over whom he wat appointed, he 
refolved to make a journey to Jeruialem, but 
being, contrary to his inclination, confecrated 
by pope Pafchal the iecond, he entered chear-^ 
fblly upon the dtuies of his office. 

When princie David came^to the crown, by 
the name of David the firft, he beflxiwed manj 
donations both on the fee and b^op of Gla& 
gow, and Itkewife appointed the bifhop chan*^ 
pdlor of the kingdom; but a fecular employ** 
ment not fuiting the temper of the goodman^ 
he refigned that honourable office, and gave 
himfelf entirely to the duties of his ecekfiafiia 
fundion.. • , 

He rebuikand adorned a part of the cstthe- 
dral churchy which he folemnly confecrated 
upon the gdi of July, 1 136, at whkh folem- 
nity the king was prcfcnt, and gave to this 
churcb the lands of Perdeyc, now Partkk. 

This prelate divided the diocefe into the two 
archdeaconries of Glafgow and Teviotrfal% 
and eftablifted the offices of dean, fubdean,

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chancellori treafurer» (acrift, chantor» and fiic- 
cenfor, and fettled a prebendarjr upon each of 
them, out of the donadves he had received 
from the king. 

He died the 28th of May, ii47» *^^ ^^ 
huded at Jedburgh: He wrote two book, viz. 
de SoUtudims Encomio^ and de Amicitia Spirit 
tualu 

1 1 47. Herbert, fcarmerly abbot of Kelfo, 
and chancellor of the kingdonit was confe* 
crated bifhop here, on Saint Bartholomew's 
day, the lame year, 1147, by JPope Eu- 
genius the third: in 11 50, he beftowed the 
church of Govan upon his chaplain. Help, 
aad eredted it into a prebendary: in his 
time, fentence was given againft Roger, 
bifhop of York, and the church of Scotland 
declared to be exempt from all jurifdiAion ex- 
cept that of the fee of Rome. 

During Herbert's poffeffion of this fee, we 
have a convincing proof that a part of the an«- 
cient WeKh inhabitants ftillfubiiftedfomewhere 
within the diocefe of Glafgow ; there is, in the 
chartulary of the bifliopric of Glafgow, a char- 
ter of king Malcolm the fourth, addrefled to 
the inhabitants of the diocefe of Glafgow, con- 
cerning the payment of their tithes, in which, 
from the number of diflFerent people there 
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made mention of^ as parifhioners of the church 
of Saint Kentigern, we have reafon to believe 
that all thefe people, of fo many different na« 
tions, at that time fpoke their own language^ 
and were diftin£t from one another, though 
united under the fame goverment For this 
charter vide Appendix^ N® II. 

1 164. Ingelram Newbigging, brother to 
Elias laird of Dunfyre, in the fhire of La- 
nerk, fucceeded to Herbert : He had been rec- 
tor of Peebles, and, of confequence, arch- 
deacon of the church of Glafgow; while in 
this ftation, he was made chancellor of the 
kingdom, by king David, in ii5i> and con- 
tinued in the fame office by king Malcolm. 

Roger, archbifhop of York, having, in the 
year 1 159, revived his claim of fuperiority o- 
ver the church in Scotland, and having called 
a provincial council to meet at Norham, in 
Northumberland, thither did Ingelram the 
archdeacon repair, and both there, and after- 
wards at Rome, defended fo ftrenuoufly the 
caufe of the Scottifh church, that he was im^ 
mediately, upon the death of Herbert, eleded 
bifhop of Glafgow, and confecrated by pope 
Alexander the third, cm St. Simon and St. 
• Jude*s day, the very fame year his predeceffor 
had died, ip fpite of the oppofition that was 
B 2 
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made by the agent of the bilhop of York; he 
died on the 2d of February^ 1 174. He was aii« 
thor of three books, ijl^ Epiftolac ad^erfos. 
.2^) In Evaugelia Dtmumcalia* ^d. Ratimcs 
Rtgni admini/lrandu 

We have a proof, that, in Ingehram^s time, 
the ancient Welih names of the lands belong*- 
jng to the church of Glafgow were beginning 
^ be changed: The biihop feus out to Rich- 
ard de Moreyill the lands of'Gillmorrifton, 
(quae alim vocabatur Pcntiacob^) which of old 
/were called Pentiaoob* 

1174. joceline, abbot (^ Melrofe, was e«* 
lefiked the fame year that Ingelram diedy viz« 
X I74» and w^s confecrated by Eikilus, arch^ 
hifliop of Lunden in Denmark, the pope's 
legate for that kingdom, on the ift day of 
June, 1175. 

This biihop rebuilt the cathedral, or rather 
made an addition to the church that was built ^ 
by John Achaius, and dedicated it the 9th of 
July, 11 97 : he gives to the monks of Melrofe 
the church of Haftendean in pure and perpe^ 
tual films} and to the abbey of Paifley, the 
dhurches of Mairns, Katkert, Euglen* &€, 
He appears to have had the intercft of the 
town of Glafgow much at heart; for he pro- 
cured, from king WilUftmt a cb^r^er eredking 
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it into a reyal burgh, and a charter for a fair 
C9 Ifc held anaually at Glafgow £g^ eight days. 
Uc died at MelroiCb i6th of April, 1199. 

The law refpefting patronage ibems to 
have been much the fame in the time of Jocelia 
aB it ia at preient j ther^ is in the chartularji a 
bull from the pope, addrefled to JoceUne, 
commaoding him to fvefeat to vacant churches, 
if the patrons negleded to do it within three 
moQths: for this bull vide Jfpcndix. N* UL ; 

1 1 99. Hugo de Roxburgh was promoted 
to this fee: He was reOor of TullU)od7in Cladb- 
mannan, and clerk to Nicolaus the chancellor 
of Scotland, who died in 1171; he wasafterr 
wards one of the CUrici Regis, and archdeacon 
of Saint Andrews. In the year 1 189 he wag 
made chancellor, and preferred to this fee ten 
years thereafter; but before he had lat a few 
months, he died upon the 6th of July, 1 199. 

1 200. William Malvicine, alias IV^voifin, 
is by fome, faid to have been a Frenchman; 
by others, that he only went and (ludied in 
Franccj from whence he returned and took or- 
ders: He was foon after made archdeacon of 
Saint Andrews, and one of the CUrici Regisi 
he was preferred to be chancellor of the king- 
dom, and had the great leal delivered to him 
the 6th of September^ 1199* He was con* 
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. fecrated bifliop of this fee in the year 1200, 
but before he had fat two full years here, he 
was tranflated to Saint Andrews : He brought 
feveral fe£ts of fiiars out of France, and fettled 
them in Scotland. 

1202. Florentius, a fon of the earl of 
Holland, and, by the mother, a relation of 
the king of Scotland, had applied himfelf to 
the fervice of the church, and was preferred, 
by king William, to be lord chancellor of 
this kingdom, in the year 1200; and upon 
bifhop Malvicine's tranflation to the fee of 
Saint Andrews, he was eleded bifhop of Glas- 
gow; immediately thereafter, he, by the ad- 
vice and with the confent of the chapter of 
Glafgow, and the clergy of the diocefe, con- 
firms, to the clergy and church of the holy 
Mary of Melrofe, the church of Haflendean ; 
and moreover obliges himfelf, that he fhall ra- 
tify and confirm it anew, as foon as he fhall be 
confecratcd; but whatever impediment might 
have delayed his confecration, it is certain, that 
while he was only eleft of the fee, in the year 
1207, he, with the pope's allowance, refigned 
his epifcopal function, and fome fpace thereaf- 
ter went to Rome, where he died, 

l2o8. Walter, chaplain to King William^ 

^was elected into this fee in 1207, the fame 
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year in which the former eled had died, and 
was confecrated at Glafgow the 2d of No- 
vember, i2o8. It appears by the chartulary 
of Glafgow, that Walter fucceeded to Flor- 
ence, and that Florence had never been con- 
fecrated. 

This biihop was fent to treat about peace 
with John, king of England, and went to a 
general council at Rome, in the year 12 15, to- 
gether, with Brice, biihop of Moray, and 
Adam, biihop of Caithnefs, and returned the 
third year after: He is witnefs^to a charter of 
Walter IL Steward of Scotland, granting, to 
the monks of Paifley, free liberty to e\c& a 
prior and abbot to themfelves, about the year 
1220. He died in the year 1232. 

1233* William de Bondington, of an an-» 
cient family in the fhire of Berwick, was 
redor of Edelftone, a prebend of GlafgoWy 
one of the Clerici CanceUarih and afterwards 
archdeacon of St. Andrews, within the bounds 
of Lothian, and a privy counfellor to king 
Alexander the fecond, who advanced him, 
in the year 123 1, to the chancellor's office; 
and the next year he was eleded biihop of 
Glafgow and confecrated, in the cathedral 
church, by Andrew biihop of Moray, on the 
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Soadaj after the nativit7 df tbe bleflU Many, 

* la the year 1240^ pope Gregory tbe ninth 
having called a general council iqxm pretmt of 
sciitf to the holy laxtd, andtheempeooct Frede* 
rick the fecond, who was On ill terms with the 
pope, apprehending the defign to be againft - 
himfelf^ cauied (lop fereral prelafies, and bifhop ' 
BondingtoB among tbe reft, in their way thro' 
Germany towards Rome; but difmiffed them 
upon their promifc being given that they were 
not tp proceed in tbor journey* 

It woi^d appear that be continued ia the 
chancellor's office till the death of king Alex^ 
aoder the fecand. 

This bifhop made fome additions to tbe cai- 
tfaedral out of his own liberality; and, in the 
kft year of his life, he. introduced into his di-» 
pcde the ufe odF the Ht^rgical form of tbe 
church of Sarum or Salifbury in England* He 
died November lodi, 125S, and on tbe ijtb 
was interred in the abbey-church of Melrofcy . 
near the high altar. 

X260. John de CSieyamf an EngKfhman, 
archdeacon o£ Bath, and chaplain to pope 
Alexander the fourth, was, by ^ that pope, 
eonfecrated the next bifhop to this fee^.br the 
year 1260, through the plenitude of his apo- 
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ilolic power, as he himfelf relates, after he 
had annulled the poftulation which had paf- 
ied in favour of Nicholas MofFet, archdeacon 
of Teviotdale, to be confecrated biftiop here: 
The occaiion of which conduct of the pope is 
faid to have been this; Mr. MoflFet having 
gone to Rome for confecra^tion, the pope, upon 
his refufing to advance him money, and by 
the intrigues of Robert, eleft of Dunblane, 
who hoped to get into the fee of Glafgow, 
would not coiifecrate him, but promoted John 
de Cheyam to this fee. 

\ The pope it feems was fenfible how diia- 
greeable this ftep would prove to our king, 
and therefore took care to foKcit the king of 
England to employ his intereft with the king 
of Scotland, (for be was father-in-law to our 
king) that he might gracioufly receive Cheyam, 
and grant his temporalities to be pundually paid 
to him: it appears alfo, that the king of Scot- 
land was by no means fatisfied ; for upon Chey- 
am*s coming into this kingdom, he became ve- 
ry difagreeable both to the king and to his own 
clergy, fo that he made choice to live in fo- 
reign parts, and at the court of Rome'; at laft 
he died in France, in the year 1268. 

1268. Nicholaus de MofFet, archdeacon 
of Teviotdale, above-mentioned, was again 

■c t 
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elfided biihopt immediately upoa the death 
of bifhop Cheyam) in 1268 : He coatumed 
eled of this fee above two yearst and diedf 
in 12709 of an a popIexy» at Tinningham in 
Eaft Lothian, without ever being confecratedf 
which was owing to the firong oppofitioQ 
made againft him by fome of his own canons» 
ipirited up by others of the clergy. 

1270. William Wifeheart, archdeacon of 
St. Andrews, and lord high chancellor, was 
elected into this fee in the year 1270, after 
the death of biftiop Mpffet; 'but, before his 
confecration, he was likewife eliefted. into the 
fee of St. Andrews, then vacant by the death 
of bifhop Gameline: He enjoyed the fee of 
St. Andrews for nine years, and died, with 
the reputation of being a truly good and virtu- 
ousman. 

1272. Robert Wifeheart^ archdeacon of 
St* Andrews in Lothian, and nephew or cou- 
fin to the preceeding William Wifeheart, was 
next eleded, and conlecrated bifhop of this fee 
at Aberdeen, by the bifhops of Aberdeen, Mo- 
ray, and Dunblane. 

This tvorthy patriot was appointed one of 
the lords of the regency, upon the death of 
king Alexander the third, in 1286, which office 
he difcharged with great reputation and inte« 
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grity. When the conteft between Bruce and 
Baliol happened, and king Edward, as unipire» 
had ordered the competitws to meet him 9t 
Norham, biihop Wifeheart alfo attended; and 
the king of England, after making a long and 
premeditated fpeech, in which he told the prc^ 
lates and nobles prefent, that although he might 
ji|ftly claim the fuperiority of the kingdom of 
Scotland, as belonging to him, by right, yet, as 
a friend and arUter^ eleded by themfdvest he 
would labour to compofe the prefent contra 
verfy in the beft manner he could; for the 
right, faid he, although there are different pre-^ 
tenders, belongeth only to one, and^ for my-« 
ielf^ I determine to wrong no man, but to do 
that which is juft, afluring myfdf you will all 
acquiefce, and take him for king who fliall be 
pronounced fo to be. 

The king having finifhed, Robert biihopof 
Glafgow arofe, and gave him hearty thanks, in 
the name of the reft, for the good affedion he 
bore to their country, and the pains he had ta» 
ken to come and remove their debates; aflur- 
ing him, at the fame time, that it was from the 
good opinion they entertaii:ied of his wifdom 
and equity, that they had fubmitted to him, as 
fole arbiter, the judgment and decifion of this 
weighty affair; but where it bad pleafed him 
C 2 
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to fpeak of a right of fupcriority over the king- 
dom, it was fufficiently known that Scotland, 
from the foundation of the ftate, had been a free 
and independent kingdom, and not fubjedl to 
any other power whatfoever : That thetr ancei^ 
tors had valiantly defended themfelves againft 
the Romans, Pi£ts, Britons, Saxons, and 
X)anes, and all others who fought to ufurp up- 
on them; and although, faid he, the prefent 
occaiion hath bred fome diftraftion in mens 
minds, all true-hearted Scotimen will fland for 
the liberty of their country to their deaths; for 
they efteem their liberty to be more precious 
than their lives, and in that quarrel will neither 
feparate nor divide; but as he had profefTed, a« 
a friend, and as jin arbiter ele£ted by them-^ 
felves, to judge of and decide the present con-^ 
troverfy, they were therefore all, in moft hum- 
ble manner, to intreat him, that he would pro- 
ceed to determine the queftion, which they and 
their pofterity (hould remember with their beft 
afFedlions and fervices. 

When afterwards the war broke out, by rea- 
fon of the encroachments made by king Ed- 
ward upon the honour and independency of 
Scotland, no man more vigoroufly withftood 
the tyranny than this prelate; for which he 
was thrown into prifon b^ king Edward, who 
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wrote to the pope to have him deprived of 
his bifhopric, on account of his being his 
enemy; and had it not been out of fear of the 
pope, it is not to be doubted but that the bi«- 
£hop, being the king^s prifonery would have 
been put to death, as were many of the Scottifb 
nobility. 

After the battle cif Bannockburn, he was 
exchanged for another perfbn of qualityy in 
1 3 14. This excellent prelate, having had the 
happinefs to fee king Robert Bruce fully feat* 
ed on the throne, to which he had not a little 
contributed, died in the month of November, 

1 3 17. Stephen de Dundemore was chan* 
cellor of the church of Glafgow, and was 
elefted bifhop in. 1317; but being an ene^ 
my to the Englifti intereft» king Edward 
the fecond wrote to the pope, defiring that 
he would not admit Stephanus de Dunde- 
more, who was ele<a of this church, to the 
bifliopric; and indeed it appear^ that he ne- 
ver was confecrated, having died on his way 
to Rome. 

13 19. John Wifeheart came into this fee 
in the year 1319; he had been formerly 
archdeficon of this fcime church. This pre- 
late wa? alfo ?tn.ewmy to the Englifh intcreft 
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m thi« country: there is an order bj king Ed- 
ward, after he had fallen into this monarches 
handSf while he was yet archdeaconi to convey 
John Wifeheart, qumdam arcbtdiactmitm Glaf^ 
gutn. then a prifono: in the caftie of Cone* 
weye, to the city of CSieftert and from thence 
to the Tower of London, 6ih of April, 1 3 lo. 
It is very probable, that he has been releafed 
after the battle of Bannockburn, when biihop 
Robert Wifeheart and others were exchanged 
for^glifli {Mrifoners. 

In the year 13229 John* by the grace of 
God biihop of Glafgow, with the unanimous 
confent of his chapter, gives to the church of 
the holy crofst Edinburgh, and to the canons 
thereof, the ehurch of Dalgarnock, 2ifi: of 
March, 1322: He died in the year 1325. 

13^5* J^h^ lindlay was the following 
bifhop of this fee; he is witnefs, in the year 
1 326, to a charter granted by king Robert the 
firft, to the monks of Melrofe, dated March 
22d, the twentieth year of the king; in which 
charter he is exprefsly defighed John lind- 
fay, bifhop of Glasgow. 

When Edward Baliol had fet himfelf up to 
be king, this bifiiop entered into his meafures, 
and hC) together with the bifhops of Aberdeei^ 
and Dimkeld) is witnefs to a grant made by 
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king Edward Balic4, to Edward ^g of £11^ 
land, of dute the X2th of February^ 1334. 

This prelate, in i33i>returaii]^ ftom Fka- 
ders to Scotkuid, with two ihipsi aboard o£ 
which were twohimdred and fifty ScotSf was 
atta<;ked at fea by a fuperior fleet of £i]^li(ht 
commanded by the earls of Sarum and Hun* 
tington; the Scots veiTels, being OTerpowered 
by numbers, were taken after an obftinate en* 
gagement, in which many of both fides were 
kilL^l and the biflioj^ being mortnUywoimd- 
e4 in the head, immoiiately expired. 

1335* William, whofc fumame, (accord-* 
ing to thedocument pubtifiied by the Scots 
coillegeatP4ris)wasRae: They call him Wil- 
liam the fourth^and fay that he came into this 
&e in 1335) ^^ ^^ ^ ^^ io 1367. 

From feveral rcxrords it is evident, that he 
fucceeded to John Lindfay,; whom he particu« 
larly defigas his predecefibr. There are feveral 
origimtl writs in this bifliop's name, lying a^ 
mong the archives of the fee of Gla%ow, pre- ' 
ferved in the Scots college, and in the monafie--^ 
ry of the Carthufians; particularly two au- 
thentic acquittances, for the contribution <^ 
the diocefe of Glafgow (so the pope, in the. 
years 1340 and 1341, 
It wa^ by order of this bifbop, . as being the

pope's delegate, that Robert, lord high fteward 
of Scotland,, and earl of Stratherne, (after- 
wards king of Scotland, by the name of Robert 
the fecond) did ere£l and endow a chaplainry 
in the church of Glafgow, upon, account of 
a difpcnfatidn, by the apoftolic fee, for con- 
trading of marriage between the faid lord high 
Steward and Elizabeth More, notwithflanding 
the irapeditiient of confanguinity and aflSnity 
between them, 

• This biftiop built the ftone bridge over 
Clyde at Glafgow, 

"' 1368. Walter Wardlaw, of the family of 
Torie in Fife, was a canon of Aberdeen in 
1362 ; he was afterwards preferred to be arch- 
deacon of Lothian, and fecretary to king Da- 
vid the fecond, and was confecrated biftiop of 
Glafgow in 1368 ; he was, this fame year, no- 
minated One of the ambaitadors to England. 

As he was in a high degree of favour with 
king David, fo he was no lefs the favourite of 
the fucceeding monarch Robert, after whofe 
acceflioh to the crown, he was, with Dou- 
glas lord of Galloway, fent to France, in order 
to renew the ancient league between the two 
crowns; while employed in this negotiation, 
he fo much acquired the favour of the French 
court, that, at thcdefire of the king of France, 
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he was created a cardinal by pope Qcmeht the 
feventh, in the year 1381 ; he died in 1387. 

1387. Matthew Glendoning, fon to Glen- 
doning of that ilk in Efkdale, wa^ firft one 
of the canons of Glafgow, and fucceeded into 
the fee immediately upon the death of bifhop 
Wardlaw: he died in the year 1408. 

,In his time the great fpire of the -church, 
which had been only built of timber, was burn- 
ed by lightening; in place whereof he intend- 
ed to have built one of ftone, for which he had 
made great preparation, but was prevented by 
death. 

1408. William Lauder, fon to Sir Allan 
Lauder of Hatton, in the fhirc of Mid*-Lothi- 
an, was firft archdeacon of Lothian: when 
the fee of Glafgow became vacant, in 1408, ' 
he was preferred merely by the provifion of 
pope Benedia the thirteenth, who fet up for 
pope at Avignon, in oppofition to Gregory 
the twelfth at Rome, and not by the eledion 
of the chapter. 

Murdo, duke of Albany, regent of the king- 
dom, made him lord chancellor in 1423, in 
the room of the bifhop of Aberdeen; and the 
fame year, upon the ninth of Auguft, he was 
nominated firft commiffioner,' for treating a- 
bout the redemption of king James the firft, 

D t 
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which was at laft eflFcdhialed the next year, 
1424. 

This biftiop laid the foundation of the veftry 
of the cathedral church, and built the great 
tower of ftone as far as the firft battlement : 
be died 14th of June, I425, 

1426. Jolm Cameron, of the family of 
Lochiel, was firft oflScial of Lothian in the 
year 1422; he became afterwards confeffor 
and fecretary to the earl of Douglas, who pre-^ 
fented him to the re<aory of Qimbuflang; he 
was made provoft of Lincluden, and fecretary 
to the king in 1424; keeper of the great feal 
in 1425; andbifliop of Glafgow in 1426. 

In the year 1429, he eredked fix churches 
within his diocefe into prebendaries, by confent 
and at the defire of their refpedtive patrons, 
viz. Cambuflang, at the defire of Archibald 
earl of Douglas ; Kirkmaho, at the defire of 
John Forft de Caftorfyne, and Maria Steward 
de Dalfwyntonne, his wife; the other four 
were Torbolton, Eglifham, Lufs, and Killearn. 

I find by the chartulary of Glafgow, that in 
his time the ofiice of the dean was to correft 
the manners of the other churchmen, and to 
affign them their proper ftalls and places ia 
the church; the chanter was to regulate the 
facred mufic, to have the choice of the finging 
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boys, &c. the chancellor had the gOTemment 
of the fchooh, the care of the books of the ca- 
thedrali and the keeping of the feal : to the 
treafurer was committed the care of the orna^ 
ments a^nd treafures of the church, the wax 
and the lights; he vas to provide bread, 
wine, water, and candles, for the different al- 
tars, and fo on: The bifhop alfo fixed particu- 
lar offices to particular churches, fuch as the 
redor of Cambuflang, to be perpetual chan- 
cellor of the church of Glafgow; the rcAor 
of Carnwath to be treafiirer; the tc&or of 
Kilbride to be chantor, &c. 

In the year 1433 bifhop Cameron wascho- 
fen one of the delegates from the church of 
Scotland to the council of Bafil; and accord- 
ingly he fet out with a fafe-condu£t from the 
king of England, and with a retinue of no lefs 
than thirty perfons ; and as the truce with 
England was near to a clofe on the 30th of No- 
vember 1437* Mr. Rymer has publifhed ano- 
ther fafe-condu<5t for ambafladors from Scot- 
land to come into England about prorogation 
of the peace, and the firfl of thefe that is 
named, is John bifhop of Glafgow. 

After his removal from the chancellor's of- 
fice, he began to build the great tower at the 
epifcopal palace, and laid out a great deal of 
D 2 
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money in carrying on the building of the veC* 
try; notwithftanding of which, he is reprci* 
fented by oiir hiftorians, to have been a very 
wrorldly kind of a man, and a great oppreffOF, 
efpecially of hia vaflals within the biftiopric; 
We are informed that he piade a very fearful 
exit, at his country feat of Lochwood, about 
fix miles to the north-eaft of Glafgow, upoa 
Chriftmas eve in the year 1446. 

1446. James Bruce, fon of Sir Robert 
Bruce of Clackmannan, was the next bifliop of 
this fee : his firft oflSice in the church was recr 
tor of Kilmenie in Fife, about the year 1438; 
he was confecrated biftiop of Dunkeld, at Dun- 
fermline, the 4th of February, 1441: In the 
year 1444 ^^ became lord chancellor of Scot- 
land ; and as he had been greatly infulted in his 
bi(hopric of Dunkeld, by one Robert Reoch 
Macdoqachy, he is faid to have been weary of 
that fee, for which reafon he made intereft, up- 
on the death of biflipp Gimeron, to procure the 
fee of Glafgow, and was accordingly tranflated 
hither; but before the neceflary forms were 
difpatqhed, he died on the 4th of Odtober^ 
1447. 

1447. William Turnbull, a fon of the fa- 
mily of Bedrule in the ihire of Roxburgh, was 
firft a prebend of Glafgow, and afterward^ 
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do^or of laws and archdeacon of St. Andrews* 
within the bounds of Lothian, a privy counfcl- 
lor, and keeper of the privy feal: he obtained 
from king James the fecond, a charter, erecting 
the town, and the patrimony of the bifhops, 
into a regality, in 1450 ; he alfo procured a bull, 
from pope Nicholas the fifth, for ereding an u- 
niverfity within the city of Glafgow ; and he en- 
dowed the fame, and beftowed many privileges 
upon it ; after the compleat fettlemont of which 
noble monument of his care for the cultivation 
of learning, he took a journey to Rome, where 
he died on the 3d of September, 1454, leaving 
behind him a moft excellent character. 

There appears to have been a jubilee in the 
phurch of Glafgow, in the time of bifhop 
TurnbuU ; for he iffues a precept to the dean, 
chantor, and chancellor, to deliver to Mr. Si- 
mon Dalgleifh his official, the money which 
had been offered to the relics in the time of the 
jubilee. Vide Appendix N^ IV. 

1455. Andrew Muirhead, a fon of the fa- 
mily of Lachop in the fhire of Lanerfc, a man 
noted for learning and piety, was firfl redor 
of Cadzow, (now Hamilton) and then was pre- 
ferred unto this fee. 

Upon the death of king James the fecond, in 
1460, this bifhop was named one of the lords

of the regency, during the young king's non- 
age : He was one of the commiflioners who 
went to England in the year 1462, in order to 
negotiate a truce between the two nations, 
which was accordingly eflFeftuatcd at the city 
of York, the 19th of December, the fame year. 
Again, in the year 1468, this biftiop, with 
fome others, was fent into Denmark, to treat 
about a marriage between our king, and a 
daughter of that crown, which commiffion had 
likewife a good efFe£t; afed in the year 1472 
he went with others in commiflion, to cultivate 
a farther prorogation of the truce with the 
kingdom of England, which they alfo fettled. 

This bifliop founded the vicars of the choir, 
a fettlement which had not been in the church 
before; he alfo adorned and beautified the ca- 
thedral; and in the year 1471 he founded, 
near his epifcopal palace, an hofpital, which 
he dedicated to the honour of St. Nicholas, 
upon the front of which his arms are ftill to be 
feen : this hofpital had endowments for twelve 
old men, and a pricft to perform divine fervicef, 
at the hours of canonical devotion: he died 
upon the 20th of November, 1473. 

1474. John Laing, of the family of Red- 
boufe in the fhire of Edinburgh, was firft redor 
of Tannadice in the Ihire of Angus, and vicar 
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of Linlithgow; he was next preferred to the 
office of high treafurer in the year 1465; 
which office he held till the year 1468, at 
which time he was made lord regifter; and a- 
bont this period, he alfo enjoyed the reSories 
of iSuthet and Newlands. In the year 147 1 
he was replaced in the treafury, which high 
office he kept till the year 14749 when he was, 
by the king's fpecial recommendation, promot- 
ed to the epifcopal fee of Glafgow: His ac- 
counts as treafurer are taken off his hands the, 
ad of December, 1474; for the entertainment 
of the curious, I have inferted a copy of thefe 
accounts in the appendix, [vide N^ V.] from 
Mr, Borthwick's ingenious remarks on Britiih 
antiquities. 

In the year 1473, this bifhop fhewed him- 
felf {o good an inftrument in reconciling the 
king and his brother the duke of Albany; and 
the king, it leems, was fo well pleafed with, 
and mindful of that piece of fervice, that, when 
the office of lord high chancellor came to be va- 
cant, he promoted him to it in the end of the 
year 1482; but before he had enjoyed that of- 
fice full fix months, he died on the nth of 
January, 1483. 

1483. George Carmichael, a fon of the fa- 
mily of CarmichaeL in the fhire of Lanerk, 
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was eledted biftiop of Glafgow, being then 
treafurer of this fee, as redtor of Carnwath; 
but he died before his confecration, in the year 

1483- 

1 484. Robert Blacader, the fon of Sir Patrick 
Blacader of TuUieallan, was firft a prebendary 
of Glafgow, and reftor of Cardros ; he was af- 
terwards biftiop of Aberdeen, and from that 
fee was tranflated to the bifhopric of Glafgow. 
This gentleman had fo much favour at Rome, 
that he obtained from tl^e pope, the fee of 
Glafgow to be ere£ted into an archbifhopric. 
The Scots fecm to have been violent enemies 
to the very name of an archbifhop : Patrick 
Graham,' the firft archbifhop of St Andrews, 
was fo much calumniated and perfecuted for 
accepting of that title by both clergy and laity, 
that he ended his days in a prifon, although 
he was univerfally acknowledged to have been 
a man in virtue and learning inferior to none 
of his time. Bifhop Blacader, though more 
fortunate than bifhop Graham, yet met with 
much oppofition in his archbifhopric, particu- 
larly from Shevez, archbifhop of St. Andrews, 
and from the clergy of his own diocefe. 

He was frequently employed in the public 
tranfadions with the Englifh, and particularly 
in the year 1505, he, together with the earl of 
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Bothwel, and Andrew Forman, prior of Pit- 
tenweem, did negotiate the marriage between 
king James the fourth, and Margaret, eldeft 
daughter of Henry the feventh of England, 
which has proved the foundation of the union 
of thefe two kingdoms. During the time of 
archbifliop Blacader, feveral people of Kyle 
and Cunningham, in the fhire of Air, having 
obtained fome faint ideas of the doctrines of 
the reformation, they began to publifli them j 
upon which he cited about thirty of them be- 
fore the council, the chief of whom were 
George Campbell of Ceflhock, Adam Read of 
Bar&imming, and John Campbell of New 
Milns; thefe people appeared with fuch con- 
fidence in defence of their dodttinea, that it 
was thought fafeft to difmifs them, with an ad- 
monition to take heed of new do£trines, and 
to content themfelves with the faith of the 
church. 

This bifliop founded feveral alterages in the 
cathedral church; he alfo began the great aile 
to the fouth, and carried it up the height in 
which it now ftands : He died while on a jour- 
ney to the holy land, upon the 28th of July, 
1508. 

1508. James Beaton, fon of John Beaton 
of Balfour in Fife, was firft provoft of the col- 

E t 
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legiate church of Bothwel, then inrior of 
Whitehern, abbot of Dumfermline in 1 5041 and 
treafurer of the kingdom in 1 505, In the year 
1508 he became eled of Gallowayy but before 
he had fat one year in that fee, he was tranflated 
td Glafgow, at which time he religned the of^ 
fice of lord treafurer. In the year 15159 this 
bifliop was made lord chancellors and as he was 
in great favour with John duke of Albany, re- 
gent of the kingdom, he pofleffed likewife the 
abacies of Arbroath and Kilwinning in com- 
mendam. 

When the governor went over into France, 
in 1517, the archbifbop of Glafgow was made 
one of the lords of the regency; but difcords 
ariilng among them, they all thought it conve- 
nient to deyolve the whole power on the earl 
of Arran, who fummoned a convention of the 
nobility to meet at Edinburgh on the 29th of 
April, which accordingly met in the houfe of 
archbifhop Beaton, at the foot of Black Friars 
Wynd, on the eaft fide: It had been refolved, 
previous to this meeting, that the earl of Angus 
fliould be apprehended, and he, fufpe<Sling the 
defign, fcnt his uncle, the famous Gavin Dou- 
glas, biftiop of Dunkeld, to the chancellor, arch- 
bifhop Beaton, to endeavour to get all diffe- 
rences compofed. Though the chancellor was 
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deeply engaged againft the earl of Angus, yet 
, he would willingly 'have excufed himfelf to 
bifhop Douglas, and laid all the blame upon 
the earl of Arran; and, in the end, he conclud- 
ed his difcourfe with faying, " there is no reme- 
^ dy, upon my confcience I cannot help it ;'* and 
at the fame inftant beating on his breaft with 
his hand, and not rcfledling what would be the 
confequence, a coat of mail which he had un- 
der his ecclefiaflical habit, returned by the blow 
a rattling found; which bifhop Douglas per- 
ceiving, gave his brother bifhop this fevere re- 
primand; " How now, my lord, lays he, I 
** think your c6nfcience clatters ; we are priefts, 
** and to put on armour, or to bear arms, is not 
** altogether confiftent with our character." 

After this enfued a very hot fkirmifti be- 
tween the two parties, in which the earl of 
Angus chanced to get the better, and the arch- 
bifliop feeing the day loft, fled for fahduary to 
the church of the Black Friars, and was there 
taken out from behind the altar, and would 
certainly have been flain, had not bifhop Dou- 
glas interceeded for him, and faved his life. 

He pofTefl^d the fee of Glafgow, until the 
year 1522, and was then traiiflated to the pri- 
macy of St. Andrews : During his refidence at 
Glafgow, he inclofed the epifcopal palace with 
E 2 
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a magnificent ftone wall pf aifler work, to-^; 
wards the eaft, fouth, and weft, with a bafti- 
on over the one corner, and a tower over the 
other, fronting to the high ftreet, upon which 
are fixed in difi^erent places his coat of arms. 

He augmented the alterages in the choir of 
the cathedral, and he likewife built or repaired 
fe^veral bridges within the regality and about 
the city of Glafgow, many of which ftill re- 
main, as lafting monuments of his public be«- 
neficence. He died in the year 1539. 

1524. Gavin Dunbar of the family of 
Mochrum, and nephew to Gavin Dunbar, 
bifhop of Aberdeen, was preferred to the 
priory of Whitehern in Galloway: Being' 
a perfon of polite letters, he was pitched 
upon to have the education of James the 
fifth entrufted to him; and he managed that 
province fo well, that after the vacancy of 
the fee of Glafgow, which followed the tranf- 
lation of archbifliop Beaton to the fee of St* 
Andrews, the regents of the kingdom did, 
by letters patent of the 27th of September, 
1524, prefent him to this fee "with full 
" power and faculty to prefent whatfoever 
" qualified perfon or perfons to all benefices 
*' that fhall happen to vaik within the kirk 
t* and dioccfe of Glafgow, enduring the time 
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** of the vacancy of the fee, which were pcr- 
«* taining to the king's prefentation/* 

During the time that archbiihop Dunbar 
was poffeffcd of this fee, the dodrincs of the 
reformation came to be univerfally ftudied) 
and generally underftood. I have taken notice 
in the life of bilhdp Blacader, that fome gen- 
tlemen in the diocefe of Glafgow had been cal- 
led before the council, for profeffing the doc- 
trines of the reformation; but as thefe men 
were not formidable to the clergy, either on 
account of their quality or numbers, they had 
been difmifTed with an admonition to take 
heed of new dodlrines; but the numbers who 
pjrofeffed thefe dodtrines increafing every day, 
the clergy were refolved to make an example 
of fome one perfon, in order to ftrike terror 
into the whole nation ; the man they pitched 
upon was Patrick Hamilton, fon to Patrick 
Hamilton of Kinkavil, fometime captain of 
the caftle of Blacknefs, who having (when ve- 
ry young) been created abbot of Ferme in Rofs- 
ihire, he obtained, even then, fome hints of the 
dodrines propogated by Luther; and being 
afterwards fent abroad for his education, he 
fell into company with feveral of the reform- 
ers; fo that he returned into his own country, 
very ill difpofed towards that church, in which, 
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from his merit and connexions, he had ' rea- 
fon toexped that he. would attain to the high- 
eft honours. The fervour and imprudence 
that naturally attend youth, made it impoffi- 
ble for him to conceal his fentiments; he ad- 
ventured in his difcourfes to lay open the cor- 
ruptions of the church, and to difcover the er- 
rors that were crept into the Chriftian doc- 
trine and worfhip; and friar Campbell, who 
was prior of the Dominicans, having, under 
colour of friendfhip, infinuated himfelf into 
his confidence, bafely accufed him to Beaton, 
archbifhop of St. Andrews. 

Mr. Hamilton was invited to St Andrews, 
in order to maintain, with fome of the clergy, 
a difpute concerning the controverted points; 
and after much reafoning with regard to juf- 
tification, free-will, original fin, and other to- 
pics of that nature, the conference ended with 
their condemning Hamilton to be burnt. At . 
this conference archbifhop Dunbar affifted. 
For a copy of his fentence, vide Appendix^ 
N<> VL 

This gentleman, who had been deaf to the 
infinuations of ambition, was lefs likely to be 
fliaken with the fears of death, while he pro- 
pofed to himfelf both the glory of bearing tef- 
timony to the truth, and the immediate re- 
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ward attending his martyrdom: He was, that 
very afternoon, being the laft day of Fe- 
bruary, 1528, burnt before the gate of St. Sal-» 
vator's college in St, Andrews. The people* 
who compaffionated his youth and virtue, were 
much moved with the conftancy with which 
he endured his torments; and an accident 
which fooD followed, ftill more confirmed 
them in their favourable fentiments towards 
him: While he was {landing at^the ftake, he 
was infulted by the firiars, who defired him 
to pray to our lady, and fay, Salve Regma^ 
amopg the friars prefent, no one was more 
troubl^fome than friar Campbell; often did 
Mr. Hamilton defire him to depart and not 
vex him, but when he would not ceafc his 
crying, Hamilton ftid to him, « Wicked man, 
** thou knoweft that I am not an heretic, 
** and that it is the truth of God for which I 
" now fuffer; fo much thou didft confefs un*. 
" to me in private, and thereupon I appeal 
" thee to anfwer before the judgment feat of 
" Chrift." Soon after Campbell, either aftoni- 
fhed with thefe events, or overcome with re- 
morfe, or perhaps feized with a diftemper, loft 
his fenfes and died. The people regarded Ha- 
milton as a prophet, as well as a martyr. 
Mankind were anxious to know what thefe 
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dodrines could be which had occafioned the 
death of Mn Hamilton; and many of the 
clergy themfelves becoming converts to them, 
and preaching them openly, they came foon to 
be almoft univerfally underftood. To banilh 
thefe dodtrines, fo repugnant to the then efta- 
blifhed church, numbers were put to death at 
St. Andrews and Edinburgh; at laft, in 1538, 
it was refolved to make fome examples at 
Glafgow, in order to intimidate the heretics in 
the weft; but as archbiftiop Dunbar was a matt 
of humanity, and exceedingly averfe to pro- 
ceedings of this kind, John Lawder, Andrew 
Oliphant, and firiar Maltman, were fent from 
Edinburgh to affift him. The men devoted to 
deftru£kion were Jeremiah Ruffel, one of the 
Gray Friars in Glafgow, a man learned for 
the age in which he lived, and John Kenne- 
dy, a young gentleman of Air, not above eigh- 
teen years of age: when brought before their 
judges, Kennedy difcovered fome weaknefs, 
and would gladly have faved his life by de- 
nying the points laid to his charge; but en- 
couraged by Ruffel, he fell upon his knees, 
and faid, " Wonderful! O God, is thy love 
*' and mercy towards me a miferable wretch ; 
" for even now, when I would have dehied 
" thee, and thy Son the Lord Jefus Chrift, 
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•* my only Saviour, and fo have thrown jny- 
*^ felf into everlafting condemnation, thou, by 
*' thine owti hand, haft pulled me back from 
" the bottom of hell, and given me to fed 
•* moft heavenly eomfort, which hath remov- 
*• ed the ungodly feif that before opprefled 
" my mind; now I defy death; do what you 
^^ pleafe,! praife God I am ready/' 

Friar Ruflel reafoned long and learnedly 
againft his accufers; but being anfwered by 
Maltman and Oliphant only with railing 
dnd abufe, he cried out, ^ This is your 
^^ hour and power of darknefs; now yoa 
^^ fit as judges, and we ftand wrongfully 
*' condemned; but the day cometh which 
^^ Will (hew our innocency, and you (hall fee 
^^ your own blindnefs to your everlaftiag con«- 
^^ fufion; go on and fulfil the meafure of 
•* your iniquity.*' At which words the bifliop 
being greatly moved, and perhaps dreading the 
fate of friar Campbel, infifted, that thefe ex« 
ecutions hurt the caufe of the church, and 
that it would be better to iave the lives of the 
men, and take fome other courfe with them$ 
but thofe who were fent from Edinburgh to 
alfift him, told him exprefsly, that if he fbl* 
lowed any milder courfe, than that which had 
been taken at Edinburgh, they could not e- 

F t 
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fleem him the church's friend; upon which 
he confented to their condemnation, and they 
were dcliyercd over to the fecular power to be 
e^eoited. 

^1 the time they were preparing the fire, 
Kuffel comforted mightily the young man, fay- 
ing, " Fear not, brother, for he is more mighty 
" that is in us, than he who is in the world: 
** the pain which we fhall fuffer is Ihort and 
** light, but our joy and confolation (hall ne- 
** ver hate an end: death cannot deftroy us, 
** for it is dcftroyed already by him for whofe 
"fake we fuflPer: therefore let us ftrive to en- 
♦* ter by the fame ftraight way, which our 
** Saviour hath taken before us," When they 
were brought to the place of execution, they 
ufcd n<^ many words, but commending their 
fouls to God after they were tied to the ftake, 
they endured the fire patiently, without any 
exprcffions of fear or amazement. 

Thefe two men were all that fuffered in the 
dioceie of Glafgow; their execution, though 
it intimidated the people for fome time, yet 
in fpite of the fear of fuch dreadful punifti- 
ments, and in contempt of the a(3:s of parlia- 
ment paffedagainfl heretics in the year 1540, 
the reformed dodtrines gained many profe- 
lytes every day, till at lafl, in bifliop Beaton's 
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time^ they proceeded to open ads of violence^ 
and, with a ferocity peculiar to the Scots nati- 
on, overturned in a very few years, that form 
of church-government, and that fyftem of 
church-policy, and opinions, which had coft 
the labour of many ages to build up. 

But to return to archbifhop Dunbar; he was 
made chancellor in 1528, and when the king 
went to France in the year 1536, to folemnize 
his marriage with Magdalene the daughter of 
that crown, he left the archbifhop one of the 
lords of the regency during his abfence, and a<« 
bout this time gave to him the cammendam of 
the abbey of InchafFray. 

In the parliament which fat in the month 
of March, 1542, after the unfortunate death 
of the king, a bill having been offered by the 
lord Maxwell for a liberty of reading the Bible 
in the vulgar tongue, and the lords of the ar- 
ticles having found the propofal to be reafon- 
able, and allowed it to be read in full parlia- 
ment, the archbifhop protefled againft it \yide 
Appendix^ N*^ VII.] in his own name, and in 
the name of all the prelates of the realm; yet, 
notwithftanding of this oppolition, the bill 
was paffed into a law. 

In the end of year 1543, this prelate was 
turnedout of the chancellor's office; and then 
F 2 
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it wa:s that he built a ftately gate-hqufe at the 
epifcopal palace> on which his arms are en^ 
graved. He died the 30th. of April, 1547, and 
was; interred in the chancel of his cathedraU 
within a toinb he had caufed to be built for 
himfclf, but which is now fo quite demoliftiedt 
that there is not the leaft vcftige of it remain- 
ing, nor caq fp Qiuch as the plac$ be fbbwn 
where it (lopd. • . 

1551, James Bcatop, fon to Beaton of Bal-r 
farg, and nephew to ISeatpn, archbifliop of St. 
Andrews, wa§ firft chantor gf the church of 
Glafgow, and afterwards, in the year 1543, 
he got the abbey of Aberbrofthock, which he 
held until the year X551, when he was pre- 
ferred to. the fee of Glafgow, after ?i difpute 
between him and Alexander Gordoii, brother 
to the earl of Huntly, whom the chapter had 
elected; but the matter being compromifed at 
Rome, the pope mi^de Mr. Gordon titular arch- 
biihop of Athens, and the earl of Arran, ret 
gent of the kingdom, conferred on him the 
bifliopric of the Ifles, as being the firft which 
fell vacant, together with the fibbacy pf Inchafr 
fray. 

When archbishop Beaton took pofleffion of 
the fee of Glafgow, he found the minds of 
fneq fq i^iuch agitated by religious ^[latt^rsi j 
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^ndhis i^hok dioceie fo fplit intofaaions up^ 
on that account, that it was impofliblc for lum 
to do any thing of moment ; whatft)CV€r was in 
the power of a prudent man to do, he did; he 
removed whatever was valuable from the 
church into the caftle, he conveened die gen* 
tlemen of the neighbourhood who were at- 
tached to the old way of worQiip, and they 
and their fervants guarded the church and pa- 
lace from any fudden attacks which the rcfor^ 
mers (?ould make: and when Argyle, Glen- 
cairn, and others, had, in 1557, figncd their 
firft covenant, [vide Jppendix N^ VIH] he 
appUed to the duke of Oiattelrault, the man of 
the greateft power in his neighbourhood, and 
he, by his bond of date the 6th of February, 
1558, {vide Appendix 't^^'lSi.l engaged his. 
faith and truth for the defence of the bifhop- 
j'ic. At laft, the archbiOiop, perceiving the 
wild fury of the reformers, in pulling down 
of churches and monafteries, deemed it the 
pioft prudent courfe he could take, to withdraw 
from the kingdom; and accordingly he went 
Into France with the forces of that nation in 
1 560, taking with him all the writs pertaining 
%o the fee of Glafgow, with every thing elfe that 
was valuable, which he could carry along with 
\k\n\y belonging to the archbifliopric; andfoon 
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after the reformed religion wa9 efiabiifhed by 
law. 

He was afterwards appointed amlbafTador at 
the court of France hj queen Mary, and he 
was continued in the fame office by her fon, 
James the fixth, who reftored him to the tem- 
poralities of the fee of Glafgow in the year 

1588- 
This bUhop feems to have been a man both 

of abilities and goodnefs; many of his letters 
to queen Mary are to be found in Mr. Keith's 
* hiftory of the affairs of church and ftate in 
Scotland; they arc written with the affedHon 
of a parent, and the fubmiffion of a fubjeA. 
He died at Paris, upon the 24th of April, 1603, 
and, left every thing he had to the Scots col- 
lege at Paris, and to the monaftery of the 
Carthufians,

CHAP. IL 

OF THE P£AN AN|> CHAPTERi FR£« 
BBN0S OR CAMOKS» IN THE SEE OF 
GLASGOW, &C. 

WHAT the number of thefe gentlemen 
was, I cai>not pretend to determine with 
uny degree of accuracy. I have annexed a lift of 
the nam^ of fuch of the prebendaries as are to 
be found in the chartulary of Glaigow. They 
had the power of electing the biihop upon a 
vacancy, though this feem^ pretty often to have 
been fet afide by the pope's authority; what 
.other powers or privile^s they were poflefled 
of^ I muft acknowledge myfelf ignorant of 
them. They have a bull from pope Alexander 
the third for the prefervation of their privir 
leges, fo early as the year 1 16 1 ; [vide Appen- 
dix N"" X. 1 and, indeed, whatever their powers 
or privileges were, they feem to have been up- 
on every occafion exceedingly tenacious ofi 
them ; feldom does a bifliop come into the fee, 
but the firft thing that is done by the dean and 
chapter, is to proteft againft him for the pre- 
fervation of their privileges; and when bifliop 
Blacader was foUiciting the ere<Skion of the fee 
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into an archbifliopric, their fears for their be- 
loved privileges feem to have increafed ; they 
write to the pope, to the king, and to Blacader 
himfelf, and the anfwers to thefe letters they 
regiilrate in the books of the bifliopiic [wda 
Appendix N^ XL] I find them taxing them- 
felves, (by the chartulary) at a meeting of the 
chapter held at Glafgow upon the 2 ift of May, 
1 40 1, in order to purchafe veftmcnts for the 
ufe of the church; the higheft fum in which 
any of, them is taxed is 5 1. Sdots^ the lowed 
2 merks. 

Bifhop Gimeron compelled them to build 
houfes for themfelves, to refide in Glafgow; 
and to appoint curates to officiate for them at 
their refpeftive pariflies. They feem alfo to 
have had vicars to officiate for them in the 
choir, for I find them agreeing to raife the fti- 
pends of the vicars officiating in the choir, 
from five to ten pounds Scots per annum in 
1480. Ftdt Appendix N"" XIL 

Several of the hotifes which belonged to 
the prebends are ftill remaining; they give us 
no contemptible idea of the architedhire of 
thefe times.

Thefe are the names of the different preben- 
daries, which are to be found in the chartulary ; 
whether there were any more of them or not I 
cannot pretend to fay. The revenues neceffary 
to fupport the dignity of an archbiihop, with 
fuch a number of priefts, vicars, fervants, &c. 
muft have been amazingly great; the lands 
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given them by kings and by others are indeed 
numerous; and if we confider that the diocefe 
of Glafgow, independent of its fuffxagans, ex- 
tended over no lefs than two hundred and 
forty parifheSf it will evidently appear, that a 
confiderable part of the wealth of the fouth 
and weft of Scotland muft have flowed into the 
fee of Glafgow. 

The altars founded in the cathedral, and the 
endowments for chaplains to officiate at them, 
were alfo numerous; to make mention of the 
nanie$ of thefe altars would be in vain, almoft 
every faint in the catalogue had an altar. Re- 
lics, fo neccffary an article in a Romin Catho- 
lic cathedral, were not wanting in Glafgow; 
for a lift of thefe vide Appendix N^ XIII. 

Befides the cathedral, there was a collegiate 
church in Glafgow, governed by a provoft and 
eight prebends; it was founded by the citizens 
about the year 1487, and was dedicated to the 
blefled Virgin Mary: it is now the Tron or 
Laigh Church, There were alfo feveral cha- 
pels at that time in the neighbourhood of the 
city; not the fmalleft veftige of any of them 
remains at this day, though we are acquainted 
with the difFeient fpots of ground upon which 
they were built: there was one of them on 
Dow-Hill, which was dedicated to St. Mungo; 
G 2 
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a fecotid one was in the Corbels, near thb 
bridge, which had for its patron St Ninianj a 
tJiird one was fituated in Argyle-ftreet, and waa 
dedicated to St. Enoch; and a fovirthy ibme-r 
\y^here ih the neighbourhood of the Stable-?, 
green-port, was built to the honour of St. Rol-? 
loch; a fifth, in the Rattonraw, to John the 
Baptift; and a fixth, which flood a little above^ 
the crpfs, on the ?ight-hand, to the holy Tha- 
new, the mother of St. Mungo. 

The hofpitals, which I find recorded in the 
chartulary,are Polmadie near Rutherglen; this 
feems to have been a very confiderable one, and 
was intended for both men and women; Mat- 
thew, bifliop of Glafgow, in 13911 prefents 
Gillian Wauch to this hofpital ; [vide Appendix^ 
N^ XIV.] there was alfo an hofpital in Glaf- 
gow for fame waiting maids to attend the fick; 
bifhop Muirhead's hofpital has been taken nor 
tice of in his life ; there was a fmall one for le- 
pers in the Gorbels, which was founded and 
endowed by a lady of the name of Campbell, 
about the year 1350; and one at the Stable-? 
green-port, endowed by RolUndi Blac?ider \v^ 
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OF THE BLACK FRIARS. 

THE Dominicans, or Black Friars, called al- 
fo Fratres Praedicatores^htozxxit oJF their 
frequent preaching, were inftituted by St. Do- 
minic, firft contriver of the Inquifition, who 
was defcended of the noble family of the Guf- 
inans in Spain; he was a canon regular of the 
cathedral of Ofma, and archdean of that church ; 
he became renowned by his fermons againft the 
Albigenfes, and founded a congregation of 
preachers, who devoted themfelves entirely to 
die converfion of heretics. He died in the year 
122 1, after his order had been approved of by 
pope Innocent the third in the year 12 15, and 
by Honorius the third, his fuccelTor, in 12 16. 

This order w^s afterwards divided into 
forty-five provinces; of which Scotlan4 was 
^he eighteenth; the firft of them that came into 
Scotland, were brought over from France, (by 
William Malvoifin, who was firft a bifliop of 
Glafgow, theq of Saint Apdrews) foon after the 
year 1220. 

Their convent in this place was founded by 
the biftiQp and chapter in the year 1270; king 
Robert the firft grants to the Black Friars of 
pla%Qw, t^renty merks Sterling, out of the 
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lands of Cadzow, the 28th of April, 1327. 
Margaret Stewart grants them two merks Ster- 
ling, out of her eftate of Craigie, 1329; Allan 
Cathcart of that ilk gives them twenty fhillings 
Sterling, out of his Iznds of Bogtown, 14th 
of Auguft, 1336; John Stewart, dominus de 
Darnleyy mortified to the convent and brethren 
of the Black Friars an annuity of two bolls of 
oats, and two bolls of barley, out of his lands 
ofCruxton, 2iftofSeptember, 141 9; Alexan- 
der de Cunningham, dominus de Ktlmaurs^ 
makes over to John Govan, prior of the Black 
Friars, four and one half merks of ufual mo- 
ney, to be paid out of the lands of Finlayfton, 
Stainly, and Rawforly, on condition that the 
prior and brethren (hall fay mafs on every Sun- 
day, Tuefday, and Friday, for the fouls of fe- 
veral of his relations, 20th of March, 1450; 
Matthew Stewart, dominus de CaJile^Milky 
grants them an annuity of ten merks, to fay a 
mafs for ever for the fouls of the faid Matthew 
and others, 8th of June, 1473, befides many o- 
ther gifts which might be made mention of: 
fo that, notwithftanding; their profeflion of po- 
verty, yet, when their convent was demoliflied, 
they were found to be too rich for mendicants. 
This order is one of the moft confiderable 
of the church of Rome; for there have been 
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three or four popes, feveral cardinals, and a 
great many bishops, and learned men, of this 
inftitute : their fUperiors are chofen by the plu- 
rality of votes, according to the ftatutes of 
. Vincentius de Bandel de Chateau Neuf, an Itar 
lian, and general of the order. 

They ought to abftain from eating of flesh 
for feven months together, that is from Sep- 
tember to.Eafter ; they ought not to lie in fea- 
ther-beds, nor in flieets, but on a mattrefs; they 
ought to {ay every Saturday, in cafe there falls 
neither fjai&, nor feaft upon that day, the office 
of the Virgin- Mary: their patron, St* Domi- 
nic, by pope Honorius the third, was made 
mailer of the facred palace, which place, to 
this day, is pofleffcd by a Dominican, to whoni 
belongs the interpretation of the fcripturc, and 
the cenfure of all books: they may preach e- 
very where without the permiffion of the bi- 
fhops, and are allowed to confefs all noblemen 
and their ladies, without the confent of their 
curates: they give the facraments everywhere; 
and are exempted from all eccledaftical cen- 
fures. 

The emperor, Henry the feventh, is thought 
to have been poifoned with a hoftie given him 
by a Dominican; and ever lince that time, 
they are obliged, by way of puniftiment, to 
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give the hoftie with the left hand, which they 
obferve to this day. 

Their habit is a white gown and fcapular, 
which they pretend was prefcribed to them by 
the Virgin Mary. r 

The convent of the Dominicans ftood whete 
the college-church is now built. 

OF THE GRAY FRIARS. 

THE fecond order of the mendicants arc the 
Francifcans, fo called from their patriarch 
St. Francis, a merchant of Affife in Italy; they 
were alfo called Minorites, {Fratres Minores) 
or Gray Friars from their habits, and were e- 
ftabliflied by that Saint in the year 1206, and 
confirmed by pope Innocent the third in 1209. . 
Their fuperiors are called wardens; they 
follow a particular rule prefcribed to them by 
their founder, and are divided into Conven- 
tuals and Obfervantines; thefe laft were re- 
formed by Bernardine of Sienna, in the year 
141 9, and were called Obfervantines, becauie 
they pretend to obferve the rule of St. Francis 
more ftridtly, by going bare-footed, and wear- 
ing no fhirts. The convent of Gray Friars in 
Glafgow belonged to the Obfervantines: The 
manner in which thefe friars came into Scot- 
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land was as follows; king James the firft 
having wrote to the Francifcans of G)logn^ 
defiring them to fend him fome of their bre- 
thren of the Obfervantines, to fettle in his 
kingdom, the vicar-genefal accordingly fent 
him brother Cornelius of Zirickzen, a Dutch- 
man of great reputation, with feveral others 
of his brethren; and after he had fettled 
them in diflFcrent places of the country, he 
returned back to Flanders, and died at Ant- 
werp. 

Their convent here was founded in the year 
1476, by John Laing, bifhop of Glafgow, and 
Thomas Forfyth, redorof Glafgow; and was 
4emoliflied, in the year 1560, by the duke of 
Chattelraut, and the earl of Argy Ic : It was fi- 
tuated in the narrow ftreet called from them 
the Gray Friars Wynd. 

Thefe friars pofleffed nothing, the ground 
upon which their houfes flood only excepted: 
They were allowed to go conftantly about with 
wallets on their flioulders, to beg their fubfif- 
tence from well-difpofed people, from whence 
they were called Mendicants, and from the 
colour of their wearing cloaths. Gray Friars; 
their habit being a gray gown, with a cowl, 
and a rope about their middle; they went al- 
ways bare-footcd.

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It is fbmewhat furprifing, I do not find that 
ever there was a nunnery in the city of Glaf^ 
gow. ' 



CHAP. III. 

OF THE ARCHBISHOPS OF GLASGOW, 
AFTER THE REFORMATION. 

THE ancient religion, with the form of 
church^government, being aboliflied by the 
people, with the affiftance of the nobility, and 
the reformation eftablifhed by law in 1560. 

John Willocks, one of the moft popular of 
the preachers, was appointed fuperintendent 
of the Weft, by the commiffioners of burrows, 
with fome of the nobility and barons, who 
were met at Edinburgh : This man had been a 
Francifcan friar in the town of Air, and hav- 
ing embraced the doftrines of the reformati- 
on, had fled into England, to fave himfelf 
from the perfecution carrying on, at that time, 
in Scotland : He had not remained long in 
England, when a perfecution of the reformed 
broke out under queen Mary, fo that he was 
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obliged to leave that country alfo; he fled over 
to Friefland, and there profcffed medicine; 
and becoming acquainted with the countefs of 
Friefland, he was by, her fent over with a 
commiffion to the queen-regent of Scotland, 
and remaining in this country, he had proved 
very inftrumental in bringing about the refor- 
mation of religion; and being accounted a ve- 
ry proper man, he was named fuperintendent 
of the weft. 

1 57 1. John Porterfield feems to have been 
made archbiihop of Glafgow, in order that he 
might convey away the revenues of the church, 
with fome appearance of law; this year he 
confents to the alienation of the manfe of the 
TtGtory of Glafgow, by the reftor, Mr. Archi- 
bald Douglas, to Thomas Crawfurd of Jor- 
danhill: This gentleman continued in office 
only to the year 1572 ; in this year, during the 
earl of Marr's regency, a new kind of epifco- 
pacy having been fet up. 

James Boyd of Trochrig, a very worthy 
perfon, received the title of the fee of Glafgow, 
and he exercifed the office of particular paftor 
at the cathedral church, the Baronv of Glaf- 
gow being then the parifh that pertained to 
that church. ^ 

This archbifhop Boyd was the fccond fon of 
H 2 
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Adam Boyd of Pinkhill, t>rQther fo the lord 
Boyd, and had, before his proipotlon, been 
fettled as a minifter 4t Kirkofwald in Carrick, 
Whea the legality of the epifcopal fundUoa . 
came to be firft called in queftion by the af-» 
-fembly, in the year 1578, he learnedly and 
folidly, bpth from fcripture and antiquity, de-** 
fendpd the lawfulnefs of his pflftce; yet the a-* 
nimofities which he then perceived to be iq 
the hearts of a great many, fo far impaired his 
health, that he died in the month of Juiie, 
1 58 1 : he feued the lands of Bedlay to the lord 
Boyd, and the lands of Corbels tp George 
Elphinfton, merchant in Glalgow. 

1 58 1. After bifhop Boyd's death, king 
James the fixth g?tve Robert Montgomery, 
minifter at Stirliqg, the bifhopric, upon the 
recommendation of the duke pf Lennox, on 
purpofe that fhe <jlnke might get difponed tq 
him the benefice, by this titular archbifliop. 

Mr. Montgomery being frightened with the 
thf eatenings of the cenfures pf the church, if 
he did not purge himfelf of the unlawful of-^ 
fice of a bifliqp in his own perfon, he furren- 
dered the archbjQiopric, and afterwards became 
piinifter at Symontppn in Kyle, iji 1587. 

Mr. Montgomery gave bond to the duke of 
Leiinox, that he ihould difppne to him and hig. 
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higirs, all the incomes of this fee, how iooa he 
ihotild be admitted bi(bop, for the yearly pay-» 
ment of one thouiand pounds Scots, with fome 
horfe-corn and poultry; and the agents of the 
duke of Lennox, having poflefled themfelves 
pf the bifhopric, Mr. Montgomery lefigned his 
title in favours of Mr. William £rfkine,parfon 
pf Campfie, a follower of the earl of Marr. 

This gentleman obtained the confent of the 
prelbytery, and was admitted, though a laic, 
upon his bond to renounce the fame, in cafe 
the general aiTembly did not allow of his admif- 
fion. 

1585. After archbifliop Montgomery's fur- 
render, the king gave the revenue and the title 
to Mr. William Erfldne parfon of Campfie, and 
commendator of Paifley, which he had gotttn 
after the forfeiture of lord Claud Hamilton, 
in 1585* This Mr. Erlklne was never in or- 
ders, and a titular bifhoponly: in two years 
the king took away the archbifhopric, and gave 
it to Walter, commendator of Blantyre, with 
power to feu oijt the lands, who did according- 
ly, in the year 1588, feu out the whole barony 
of Glafgow, moftly to the old rentallers, con- 
verting the real rent into a feu duty, 

1588. .After all thefe various changes, thef 
Ifjng (Jid, by ad of parliament, reftore the for- 



•r 
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feited archbt{hop Beaton to the temporalitj of 
the fee of Glafgow, which he enjoyed until hia 
death, which happened in April, 1603. 

1603. John Spotifwood was fon of John 
Spotifwood the fuperintendent of Lothian; he 
was firft parfon of Calder, in Mid-Lothian, in 
the year 1586; in which ftation he continued 
with fo good reputation, that he was chofen to 
accompany the duke of Lennox, as his grace's 
chaplain in his embaffy to France, in 1602. 

Upon the report of the death of archbiihop 
Beaton at Paris, of which the king had an ac- 
count while he was at Burleigh-houfe near to 
the town of Stamford, on his journey, to take 
poffeffion of the crown of England, his majefty 
did immediately nominate Mr. Spotifwood 
tf«n m his retinue, to the fee of Glafgow; made 
him a privy counfelbr. and fent him down to 
Scot and to attend her majefty the queen into 
iinglandi and he was by her appointed her al- 
moner. V 

In the year i6io, Mr. Spotifwood, together

Archbiihop Spotifwood fat in the fee of Glaf- 
gow till the year 16 1 5, when he was tranflated 
to that of St Andrews: he repaired both the 
cathedral and the epifcopal palace of the fee 
of Glafgow, and he firft began the leaden roof 
of the cathedral. 

He wrote a fmall treatife in Latin, De regv^ 
mine tccleftae Scotticanaej which was printed at 
London in 1620: he wrote likewife a hiflory 
of the church of Scotland, which is in every 
perfbn's hands. He was forced to fly into 
England after the affembly, 1638, where he 
died next year, and was folemnly buried by 
the king's order in Weftminfter-Abbey. 

16 1 5. James Law was firft miftifter at 
Kirklifton, in the year 1 582 ; he was afterward 
bifhop of Orkney, and was confecratcd by 
archbifliop Spotifwood in 16 10; from that fee 
he was tranflated to Glafgow in the year 16 15, 
where he fpent the remainder of his days, and 
died on the 12th of November, 1632. 

He was efteemed a man of good learning, 
and had a grave and venerable afpcft: he left 
behind him a commentary upon feveral places 
of fcripture, which gives m a good fpecimen of 
his knowledge, both in the fathers, and the hif- 
tory of the church: he compleated the leaden 
roof of the cathedral of Glafgow. 
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1633. Patrick lindfay, of the family o£ 
Edzel, was minifter of St. Vigeans, the parilh 
church of the abbey of Aberbrothockj on the 
asd of Oftober, 161 3, he was preferred to the 
epifcopal fee of Rofs, upon the de^th of bifhop 
Lindfay, his uncle; he was confecrated the 1.5th 
of December following, and from this hew;as 
tranflated to the fee of Glafgow, upon the i6th 
of April, 1633. 

In both thefe fees, he exercifed his office 
with a great deal of lenity, and was univerfally 
efteemed, as a good man, and a fervent preach- 
er; yet all his eminent good qualities did not 
incline the affembly in 1638 to treat him with 
moderation; for he, together with his bre- 
thren, was deprived and excommunicated, and, * 
though he was now aged and valetudinary, he 
found it his fafeft courfe to retire into England, 
and ficknefs advancing upon him by degrees, - 
he died at Newcaftle in 1641. 

Ever fince the affembly in 1578, the very 
name of a bifhop feems to have been odious to 
the far greater part of the people in Scotland ; 
and though the bifhops at this time poffeffed 
no powers which could be prejudicial to the 
people, yet it was with difficulty, that, in com- 
pliance with the court, they were brought to 
bear with them; but when, by the advice of

Jarchbilhop Laud, the liturgy of the church of 
England was preffcd upon them, it raifed fuch 
a flame in th6 countryi as occafioncd the de- 
privation and excommunication of the whole 
order in Scotland, and they were not rcftor* 
cd until the reftoration of the royal family; 
when, in 

1 66 1 , Andrew Fairfowl, fon to John Fair-^ 
fowl of the town of Anftruther, who was firft 
chaplain to the earl of Rothes, then minifler at 
North Leith, and afterwards at Dunfe> was 
promoted to this fee. 

It is reported, that king Charles the fecond^ 
having heard him preach feveral Umes while 
he was in Scotland in the year 1650, was 
pleafed, upon his reftoration, to enquire after 
Mn Fairfowl, and of his own motion prefer- 
red him to this fee, on the 14th of Novem* 
ber, 1 66 1; he was confecrated in June next 
year, hut he did not long enjoy his new office; 
for he fickened the very day of riding the par- 
liament in November, 1663, *^^ dyi^g in a 
few days, he was interred on the nth of the 
fame month, in the abbey-church of Holy- 
rood-Houfe. 

1664. Alexander Burnet was fon of Mr. 
John Burnet, minifter; he was born in the 
I t

year 1614, and was chaplain to the great earl 
of Traquair. 

After the troubles began, in 1638, he retired 
into England, and being there put into holy 
orders, he had a redlory in the county of 
Kent; but was turned out of it, on account of 
his loyalty, in the year 1650; after this he 
went beyond fea, and was employed by Charles 
the fecond, in procuring intelligence for him 
from England and other places. 

Upon the reftoration he became chaplain to 
general Rutherford, and when the government 
of Dunkirk was conferred on the general, after- 
wards earl of Teviot, Mn Burnet had an En- 
glifli congregation there; he was thereafter 
made bifhop of Aberdeen; and, upon the death 
of archbifhop Fairfowl, was tranflated from 
Aberdeen to Glafgow. 

Bifhop Burnet was turned out of his office in 
December, 1669; upon which bifliop Leighton 
was made firft commendator, and then arch- 
bifhop of Glafgow; but Mr. Leighton refign- 
ing again in the year 1674, Dr. Burnet was 
reflored to his fee, by the king's letter of the 
7th of September, 1674, which he peaceably 
pofTefTed until he was tranflated to the primacy 
of St. Andrews, where he died on the 24th of 
Augufl, 1684. 
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i67i./*-Robert Leighton was the fon of 
Alexandef Leighton, D. D. in England, tho* 
a Scotfman of the family. of Ufan in Angus. 
This prelate was born in England; upon the 
fevere treatment which his father met with 
from the courts for publi(hing a book, called 
Zion's Plea, for which he was condemned in 
the Star-chamber to have his ears cut oflF, and 
his nofe flit, the fon, either then, or foon after, 
came into Scotland, where, applying himfelf 
to theology, he became preacher at Newbottlc 
in Mid-Lothian. 

He was promoted to the iee of Dunblane, 
and confecrated bifliop in 166 1, and after eight 
years faithful difcharge of his epifcopal func- 
tion in that fee, bifliop Leighton was, by the 
king's pure choice, made firft commendator 
and foon after archbifhop of Glafgow, upon 
the ceffion of Dr. Alexander Burnet, in the year 
1669. 

Dn Leighton refigning his epifcopal func- 
tion, in 1674, retired himfelf from the world, 
and followed a life of contemplation and pie- 
ty; for fome time he lived within the college 
of Edinburgh, and then withdrew into Eng* 
land, where he died in the year 1684. 

1679. Arthur Rofs was tranflated from 
the fee of Argyle to this of Glafgow in the year 

I 2 
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t6j()y when archbifhop Burnet was tranflated 
to St. Andrews. He was the fon o£ Alexan-* 
der Rofs> parfon of Birfe in the (hire of Aber-» 
deen; l\c had his education at the univerfity 
of St. Andrews, and was minifter firft at Kin- 
prny, next at Old Deer, both in the (hire of 
Aberdeen ; he was then made parfon of Glaf- 
gow in 1665, in which ftation he continued 
until the year 1676, when he was, upon the 
death of bifhop Scrogie of Argyle, promoted 
to that fee, and from thence was tranflated to 
Glafgow: here he remained until the 31ft of 
0<a:Qber, 1684, when he was, by the king's 
letters patent, tranflated to St. Andrews, 
where hp continued until the Revolution, in 
J 68 8, deprived him and the refl: of his bre- 
thren, fjc died upqn tjie ?3th pf June, 

1704- 

1684. Alexander Cairncrofs, w^.s parfoq 
of Dumfries until the year 1684, at which 
time, by the recommendatiop of the duke of 
Queeplberry, he was promoted to the fee of 
priphen, and foon thereafter to that of Glaf- 
gow, which was ratified by the king*s letters 
patent, the 3d of Pccember, ^684; here he 
continued until the year j686, that having 
Incurred the djfpleafure of the lord chancellor, 
^be earl of f erth, the kin^ lent a lettef tq \l^q 
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privy counciU removing him from the arch- 
bifliopric of Glafgow, January the 13th, 1687. 
He lived privately for fome time after this, 
and being afterwards taken notice of, he was 
made bifhop of Raphoe in Ireland, upon the 
1 6th of May, 1693; and in that fee he con- 
tinued to his death in 1701 • 

1687. John Paterfon, the foa of John Pa- 
terfon,bifliop of Rofs, was formerly dean of E- 
dinburgh, and foon after preferred to the fee of 
Galloway; from thence he was tranflated to the' 
fee of Edinburgh in 1679, and, upon archbi- 
Jhop Cairncrofs's deprivation, to the fee of Glaf- 
gow, to which he was recommended by the 
king's letter, of January the 21ft, 1687; ^^^ 
here he continued to the Revolution in 1688, 
when the Prefbyterian form of church go- 
vernment was eftablilhed by law. He died in 
the city of Edinburgh, the 9th of December, 
lypSj \n the feventy-fixth year of his age. 
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C H A P. IV, 

OP THE CITY OF GLASGOW. 

GLASGOW,in the WcMb language, as well 
as in the Gaelic, fignifies a gray finith; 
the only inference that can be drawn from this, 
is, that feme fpot in the moft ancient part of 
the city, was, in former times, before the efta^ 
blifhment of the bifliopric, the place of re- 
fidence of fome black fmith, who had obtain- 
ed a name in his profellion, and from him it 
got the appellation of Glafgow, or the habita- 
tion of the gray fmith. 

In treating of the antiquity of Glafgow, pro- 
bability or conjefture-muft fupply the place 
6f evidence, as authentic records, with regard 
to its foundation, are not to be procured. 

It may confidently be affirmed, that at the 
time of the eftablifhment of the bifhopric in 
560, Glafgow muft have been a town, con- 
fifting probably of only a very few houfesj 
the number of which would, no doubt, be 
confiderably increafed by the priefts and dit- 
ciples who attended St. Kentigerh. 

Thofe people in the neighbourhood, whom 
age or accident had rendered unfit for the 
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more adive purpofes of hunting, of fifhing, or 
of war, would come and build for tbemfelvcs 
huts around the dwelling place of the faint, 
in order that they might be at hand, to re- 
ceive the counfel and afliftancc of the holy 
man. 

The fame of St. Kentigern ended not with 
his life; the veneration that was due to the 
fandity of the man, was transferred to the 
place where he was hurried, and the tomb of 
the faint became well known, from the many 
miracles that were believed to have been 
wrought upon it; the number of thefe mira- 
cles his difciples and fucceffors would take care 
to increafe, fo that Glafgow would be confi- 
dered univerfally as a holy place. 

The fame events, which contributed to the 
deflxudion of the bifhopric, would alfo tend to 
the ruin of the town ; and in the fame manner, 
the re-eftablifhment of the bifhopric, would 
prove the reftoration of the town. 

By the bull of pope Alexander the third, in 
1 175, [vide Appendix^ N^ XV.] commanding 
all thofe, who refided within the extenfive dio- 
cefe of Glafgow, to vifit the cathedral annually, 
the town muft have been confiderably increaf- 
cd; we have great reafon to believe, that im- 
plicit obedience would be paid to this bull; 
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this would occafion an influx of ftf angers, atid 
houfes would neceflarily be built, for their 
lodging and entertainment. 

That the town of Glafgow was tolerably 
well inhabited even in Joceline's time, appears, 
not only from its being ereded into a royal 
burg^i, by a charter from king Williaiti, A. D. 
1 174, [vide Appendi^^ N° XVL] but from 
a charter for free ingrefs and egrefs to the 
weekly markets in Glafgow in 1176, [vide 
Appendix^ N° XVIL] ; and alfo from the grant 
of a fair, by the faid monarch, to continue 
for the fpace of eight days in 11 90, [vide 
Appendixj N° XVIII.] it muft even at that 
time have been confidered as a town of ibmc 
note. 

By the fale of land made by Robert de My- 
thyngby, to Mr. Reginald de Irewyne, A. D* 
1268, [vide Appendix^ N° XIX.] it is evident, 
that the town was then governed by provofts^ 
aldermen, or wardens, and baillies, who feera 
to have been independent of the blftiop, and 
we/e pofleffed of a common feal, diftindt from 
the one made ufe of by the bifhop and chap-^ 
ten 

In the year 1350, the dioeefe of Glafgow 
appears to have been afflidted with a plague; 
in a fmall table of memorable events inferted 
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in the chartxilary) I find this year marked ^ri- 
ma mortatitasy and the year 1 3.80, Jkcunda et 
tertia mortalitas. 

From the building of the bridge over the 
river Clyde, by bifhop Rae, about the year 
1350, the town in its progrefs, feems to have 
extended gradually from the high jground, on 
which the cathedral and the moft ancient 
part of the city ftands, towards this bridge; 
and yet fo flow has the increafe of the city 
been at that time, that for one hundred years, 
the advances in building do not exceed in 
length one hundred and fifty yards. 

Bifliop Cameron, by compelling his pre- 
bends to build houfes for themfelves about 
the year 1435* and to refide always in the 
town, (officiating at their parifhes by vicars) 
no doubt contributed much to the increafe a« 
bove taken notice of; buf'what chiefly gave 
rife to the extenfion of the town towards this 
bridge, was the eftablifhment of the college 
by bifliop TurnbuU in the year 1450. 

If we take a view of the town at this time> 
we fliall find that it was by no means fo large, as 
we would have reafon to expeft, confider ing that 
it was the refidence of a wealthy bifliop, with 
a numerous clergy, and their attendants; the 
bounds in which they lived were certainly 

K t 
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narrow; if I might pretend to give even a 
conjedure at the number of inhabitants, which 
were comprehended within the city of Glaf* 
gow at this time, I would fay that they might 
perhaps amount to fifteen hundred: with re- 
gard to their manners, we may fuppofe that 
they were the fame as they are found to be 
in many Roman catholic countries at this 
day; their connedtions with the priefts would 
render them credulous and fuperftitious, con- 
fequently they would be exceedingly igno- 
rant ; having few wants, they would therefore 
be indolent; their wealth confided in a few 
burrow-roods very ill cultivated, and in fome 
fmall cattle which fed- on their commons. 

The eftablifhment of the univerfity, while 
it added much to the populoufnefs of the 
town, it in fa£k deftroyed its freedom. Bifhop 
TurnbuU feems to have made a point of it with 
king James the fecond, that the city of Glaf- 
gow with the bifliop's Foreft, fliould be eredked 
into a regality in his favour; it was accord- 
ingly done fo upon the 20th of April, 1450, 
[vide Appendix^ N^XX,] and this ait once 
took away all power from the citizens, and 
transferred it to the bifhop. 
' .Great and numerous as the powers are, 
which are yielded to the bifhop, yet he feems 
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not to have thought them fufficient, to convey 
to the members of his univerfity, all that free- 
dom which he wifhed to beftow upon them; 
he therefore obtains the king's royal letters, 
containing a number of privileges granted to 
them; and afterwards he, with the confent of 
his chapter, gives them many more. 

Biihop TurnbuU, throughout the whole of 
his condud: refpeding the eftablifliment of 
the univerfity, appears to have been afraid, 
. that the citizens would exert fuch powers, as 
they had been poflefled of before the erection 
of the regality; and that thefe powers would be 
prejudicial to the college; for we obfervc, by 
the privileges granted by the bishop to the 
members of the univerfity, that the greateft care 
is taken to render them altogether free and in- 
dependent of the citizens; and indeed the ci- 
tizens do not feem to have tamely given up 
their privileges; the power of elefting their 
magiftrates they certainly difputed with the bi- 
shop; for in a charter of confirmation of the 
regality in 1476, befides the powers formerly 
granted, the following are added; (Cum potef- 
fate infra eandem c'witateni^ per ipftim epifco-- 
pum^ €t fuccejfores fuos^ praepofttum^ balliw)Sy 
ferjandos^ et caeteros officiarios^ quotiensjibi ^i*- 
dehitur expediens^ pro regimine et gubernatmi€ 
K 2 
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ejujdem civitatis^ faciendi^ et conflituendi^ ac in 
et ab eifdem officiis^ imponendi, ct removendi^ 
quqfcumque perfonasy quoties Jibi placuerit.) 
** With full power to the bishop and his fucr- 
** ceffors, of conftituting and appointing pro- 
•^ voft, baillies, fergeants, and other officers 
" within the faid city, for the management and 
" government of the fame, as often as it shall 
** feem good unto him, and of putting in, and 
^ removing from thefe offices, whatever perr 
*' fons he shall think proper/' 

The efFedts of the eftablishment of the coW 
lege were very foon obvious in Glafgow; the 
increafe of inhabitants was great, nor could it 
be other wife; the various mechanics and fer- 
vants, that would be ncceffary to attend the 
number of profeffors and ftudents, muft have . 
been confiderable; the High-ftreet, from the^ 
convent of the Black Friars, to where the crofs 
is now placed, was very fooa filled up; the an- 
cient road which led to the common being too 
diftant for the conveniency of the new inhabi- 
tants, the Gallowsgate-ftreet was begun to be 
built; and foon after this time, the collegiate 
church of the blcflfed Mary, (now the Tron- 
Church) being founded by the citizens, occaii- 
pned the Trongate-ftreet to be carried as far to 
^be wfftws^rd, a? the fituation of this churcti,, 
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The reft of the city, in its increafe, tended gra- 
dually towards the bridge, by the building of 
the Saltmarket-ftreet, 

The burrough-roods and the cattle that 
grazed on the commons, being found infuffi- 
cient to maintain the increafed number of in-- 
habitants, a greater degree of attention than 
formerly was paid to the fifhing in the river; 
many poor people fublifted themfelves by this 
occupation; they were incorporated into a fo* 
ciety, and, in order that they might be at hand 
to profecute their bulinefs, they built a confi- 
derable part of the fireet now called the Bridge- 
gate, but at that time the Fiflierfgate. 

The royal -burghs being taxed by order of 
Queen Mary in 1556, Glafgow appears, in 
point of wealth, at this time, to have been only 
the eleventh town in Scotland, as will appear 
from the annexed table of the fums paid by 
each royal burgh.

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This tax was raifed upon the inhabitants by 
an afleffment, in which each corporation raifed 
the particular fum, which 'the magiftrates and 
council ordained them to pay from among 
their refpeftive members, as appears by the 
following ftatute. 

1556. " The ordinance and ftatute made 
be the baillie Jhone Muire and the remanent 
counfell of the town and ceite of Glafgow for 
the ingathering of the tax, laitlie devifit to be 
tane of the burrowes.

While the greateft part of the inhabitants, 
in the weftern counties of Scotland, were 
feized with an enthufiaftic zeal for carrying 
on the reformation of religion, the citizens of 
Glafgow were by no means fo adive as the 
people who refided in their neighbourhood; 
the refpedt and veneration which they would 
naturally have for their bifhop, and the ad- 
vantages which refulted ta the community, 
from the wealth that flowed into the town, by 
means of the bifhop and clergy, would have a 
wonderful eiFe£t in lulling their confciences 
afleep, and would render them lefs alert than 
others, in the deftrudtion of the ancient reli- 
gion, from which they derived fo many tem- 
poral benefits; amidfl the numerous riots^ 
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which happened about this time, I do not find 
that they were ever engaged in any of them. 

The introdu6tion of the reformed religion 
proved, for a time, prejudicial to the interefts 
of the city; the money which formerly was 
expended among the citizens, by the bifliop 
and clergy, was diverted into other channels ; 
the advantages which refulted from the num-* 
ber of Undents, who attended the univerfity, 
were for fome time loft; for the college wad 
in a manner deferted; extemporary cflFufions 
of zeal were fubftituted in place of theologi- 
cal leAures, and human learning was in gene-« 
ral defpifed by the reformers. 

With the change of religion, an alteration 
in the manners of the people would alfo gra-^ 
dually be introduced; but the latter would be 
much flower in taking efFedt than the former: 
the reformation was carried on with a preci- 
pitancy, not to be equalled in the hiftory of any 
country: the feverity of manners afcribed to 
the ancient prefbyterians would require a 
length of time, before they could be brought 
to be univerfal. 

For the manner in which the magiftratcs 
were appointed by the bifhop, vide Appendix^ 
N" XXL 

No fooner has the bifhop left the town, on 
L -I- 
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account of the diftra&ions which reigned in 
his diocefe with regard to religious matters, 
than the citizens immediately begin to eledt 
their own magiftrates; the duke of Chattelr 
raut, forgetting his faith and truth, which he 
had pledged to the bifhop for the defence of 
his privileges^ and perhaps aiming at fbme- 
thing higher than the benefits which would 
arife to him from the government of the city 
of Glafgow, leaves them at full liberty to SiCt 
as they think proper. Accordingly » in 

1559. Magiilrates chofen in Glafgow, and 
the council nominated by the provoft and baiU 
lies. 

1560, 30th of September, " Statute by ma- 
giftrates and CQunfil, yat yair be naync darrer 
ale fauld nor iiii. pennys ye pynt, under ye 
pane of aught fhilling. 

. " Andordainit, be ye provoft, bsuUies, and 
hail counfil, yat ye four penny laif wee thret- 
ty twa ounces; and ye twa penny laif farteen 
ounces; and yat ye famyn be gud and fufiici- 
cnt ftuffe. 

" And ordainit, yat ye ftane of tallowne be 
na darrer iauld nor aught fliilling. 

" And ordainit, yat ye punde of candel be na 
darrer fauld nor fax pennys ye punde* 
- " And ordainit, yat ye peck of horfe-corn be 
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na darrer fauld, for yis prcfent zcir, nor aught 
pennies ye peck." 

1563. *' There was a grit dearth approaching 
to a tannine ; ye bow of quheit gave fax pundis ; 
ye bow of beir fax merks and anc half; ye 
bow of meill four merks; ye bow of aits fif- 
ty {hillings; an ox to draw in the pleuche 
twenty merks; a woddcr thretty {hillings; fo 
yat all things appertaining to the fuftentati- 
oune of man, in tripel and more exceedit yair 
accu{tomed pryccs." 

1568, While the earl of Murray, regent of 
the kingdom, was employed in holding a juf^ 
tice court at Glafgow, the unfortunate queen 
Mary made her efcape from Lochlevin, where 
(he had been confined; and repsuring to Ha- 
mHton, {he was there joined by the carls of 
Argyle, Caffillis, Eglinton, and Rothes, and a 
great many others, who refolved, with their 
forces, to march to Glafgow to de{lroy the re- 
gent. 

Murray, whofe courage never forfookhim, 
though abandoned by the lord Boyd, and a 
number of others, was determined to meet 
them in the field; and having received a fup- 
ply of men, headed by the earl of Glencairin 
and lord Semple, and being joined by the earte 
of Morton, Marr, and Menteith, with the lords 
L 2 
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Home and Lindfay, he, with thefe, and the 
citizens of Glafgow, encamped upon the bur-i' 
rowfield^in order to wait the approach of the 
enemy; but receiving information that the 
queen's party were on their march to Dunbar-^ 
ton-caftle, by the fquth fide of the river Clyde, 
Jie croffed the bridge with his troops, and flood 
in or4er of battle ^t the village of Langfide ; 
the oppofue lofds were foon up with him and 
engaged; the victory was gained by the re- 
gent, though his army v^s inferior in num- 
ber to the eneiTiy. Upop his return to Glaf- 
gow, immediately after the battle, he made ^ 
prefent to the corpoi'ation of bajcers of the 
ground upon ivhich their milns 2^t Partick are 
built, a^ a recompence for their diligence in 
preparing |>read for the ufe of his armyt 

1569. " Statute and ordajnit, be ye magi- 
^r^ts an^ counfil, yat ye pynt of wine be 
fauld na darreryan eighteen pe^iny^ ye pynt 

1573. The claim of the bifliop toappoint th^ 
raagiftrates is revived by archbifhop Boyd, a- 
gainft which the council proteft, ?ind for thi^ 
year choofe their own magiftrate§. But, in 

1574. Archbifhop James Bpyd of Trochr 
rig did nominate Robert, lord Boyd, to be 
prQvpft of Glafgow, during the faid archbiT 
|hop'? life^ 
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1578, 30th of September, Robert, carl of 
Lennox, provoft. 

" The quhilk day, (n'otdlit Thomas Craw- 
furd of Jordailhill, ante provoft, yat ye liberte 
and privilege of ye town be obfcrvit and 
Jsieepit. 

" The quhilk day, Robert, earl of Lennox, 
was made burgefs of the ceite of Glafgow.'* 

1579. ^^ *^ having been pafled by the 
eftates, at the defire of the affembly, for demo- 
lifliing whatfoever churches had been left un- 
deftroyed, the eflFedts irf which Mr, Spotifwood 
fays were, that ** Thereupon enfued a pitiful 
vaftation of churches and church-buildings, 
throughout all the parts of the realm ; for e- 
very one made bold to put to their hands, the 
meaner fort imitating the example of the 
greater, and thofe who were in authority; no 
difference was made, but all the churches ei- 
ther defaced, or pulled to the ground; the ho- 
ly veflels, and whatfoever elfe men could make 
gain of, as timber, lead and bells, were put 
to fale; the very fepulchres of the dead were 
not fpared} tl^e regifters of the church, and 
bibliothecs caft iiito the fire; in a word, all was 
iruined; and what had efcaped in the time of 
the firft tumult, did now undergo the com- 
jnon calaipity ; ^nd the preaqhers animated. the 
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people to foUow thefe barbarous proceedings, 
by crying out, that the places where idols had 
been worlhipped ought, by the law of God, to 
be deftroyed, aiid that the fparing of them was 
the refcrvi'ng of things execrable." 

The execution of this ad for the weft, was 
committed to the earls of Arran, Argyle, and 
Glcncairn; and they, at the interceflion of the 
inhabitants of Glafgow, had fpared the cathe- 
dral; but in this year Mr. Melvil, principal 
of the college, having, for a great while, fol- 
licitedthe magiftrates to have it pulled down, 
they at laft granted him liberty to do fo; but 
when he, by beat of drum, was aflcmbling the 
workmen for that purpofe, the crafts (who 
juftly looked upon the cathedral as one of the 
greatcft ornaments of their town,) ran imme- 
diately to arms, and informed Mr. Melvil, that 
if any perfon prefumed to pull down a fingle 
ftone of the church, he fhould, that moment, 
be buried under it; and fo much were they 
incenfed at this attempt to deftroy this ancient 
building, that if the magiftrates had not come 
and appeafed them, they would have put to 
death Melvil, with all his adherents. A com- 
plaint was hereupon made by the minifters, 
and the leaders of the infurreftion were fum- 
moned to appear before the council at Edin- 
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burghj where the king, at that time not thir- 
teen years of age, approved of what the crafts 
had done, and commanded the minifters to 
proceed no farther in that affair; laying, that 
too many churches had been already deftroyed, 
and that he would not tolerate afiy more abii&s 
of that kind. 

1 580. ^^ Efme, earl of Lennox, lord Darn- 
ley, provoft. 

19th of Oaober, 1580. ** The quhilk day 
compeirit Mathew Stewart of Mynto, and pro- 
ducit an st6t of fecrit cpunfil, fubicrivit be 
Johne Andro, clerk th^eof; bearing, yat 
George Elphinfton, William Conyngham» 
and Robert Rowat, had dcmittit yair o£Bce of 
baillierie for this zeir, at the king's requeift, 
Jbut prejudice qf £le£tion of ye magiftrats in 
tymes cumin, of date the 15th day of October 
inftant ; and ticklike, petitionane Robert Stew-* 
arde, HcGtor Stewarde, and John Grahame, ta 
be placit in their rooms as baillies for the zeir 
to cum, until Mychellmafs next; alfo petit!- 
oune, fubferivit be James, archbifhop of Glaf- 
gow, dated at Edinburgh, the i6thday of Oc- 
tober inftant: quhilk twa petitiounes were ac- 
ceptit> and commifiions given to the faidis 
three to officiates and the faidis Hedkor and 
Johne inftantly acceptit, and gave yair aiths. 
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for their leil and true adminiftratiounc tlntil 
Mychellmafs next.*' 

1582. Archbifhop Montgomerjr, by his 
contrad; with the duke of Lennox, having ren- 
dered himfelf difagreable to the prelbytery of 
Glafgow, they brought a procefs againft him 
before themfelves, in order that they might 
-expel him from the church ; but his majefty, 
who favoured Montgomery, fent an order 
commanding them to defift from proceeding 
againft him ; Matthew Stewart of Mynto^ pro- 
voft of the city, went to the prefbytery to inti- 
niate this order; Mr. John Howefon, minifter 
of Cambuflang, being moderator, had the au- 
dacity to tell him, that, in fpite of the king's 
warrant, they ^ould proceed againft him; 
high words enfued, upon which Mr. Stewart 
pulled him from his feat by the beard, and 
fent him to prifon for his contumacy^; imme- 
diately every pulpit throughout the country 
refounded with the cry of the church being op- 
preffed. 

The clergy, at this time, were certainly 
aiming at procuring to. thcmfelves greater 
power than ever was poffeflcd by the Roman 
Catholics J for they began a procefs diredly a- 
^ainft provoft Stewart, for this treatment of 
their brother, and though the king himfelf de- 
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fired them to delay the procefs againft Mr. 
Stewart, and thofe who affifted him in com- 
mitting Howefon to prifon, yet they, difregard- 
ing the royal mandate, went on, and decerned 
them to be excommunicated, and caft forth of 
the fociety of the church. 

1594. Magiftrates of Claigow nominated 
by Walter, lord commendator of Banltyre: 
there were^our baillies this year, 

1 596. " Lytis lytit be the provoft, baillieS) 
and counfil, to be baillies for yis prelent zeir; 
requeiftane, and defyrane my lord duke to 
cheis and nominat three of thame to be baillieSf 
for yis prefent zeir to cum allenarly, thinkane 
three to be ane fufficient number to that ef-* 
fed.'' 

" Lord duke of Lennox, having power frae 
the king, did nominate Mathew Stewart of 
Mynto provoft, &c. 

1 599. Magiftrates nominate by Lodovick> 
duke of Lennox. 

1600. Magiftrates elcdit in Glafgow. 
1606. 30th of September. The magi-^ 

ftrates and counfil of Glafgow were continued 
by his raajefty^s order, in a letter, to the third 
day of November; " whilk day my lord arch- 
biftiop of Glafgow did nominate Robert Rouat» 
Thomaa Mure, and Mathew Trumble, baillies} 
M t' 
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which the counfil took to confideration, to the 
1 3th of November, when prefent my lord of 
Glafgow^ with the deaconis of the craftis, 
where for peace fake it was agreed, that in 
tyme cuming,- the lyte of the baillies l)e pre- 
fentit to the archbifliop as of auld, that he mlay 
make choife of three for baillies, which was 
delayed till his majeftie's pleafure be known, 
when the archbifhop named as follows, &c/' 
, i6 1 2. Magiftrates chofen in Glafgow ; and, 
po the 23d of Oaober, the letter of gildry was 
confirmed^ at Edinburgh, by king and parlia- 
ment. 

i633^ This year, upon the i6tb of Ofto- 
ber , die town of Glafgow was confirmed by 
the parliament, to be a royal free burgh. 

1641* Enadted, *• That nane hereafter be 
reflavcit bailtic, whill twa years after they have 
been baillie." 

. 1645* While the nation was divided into 
royalifts and covenanters, the city of Glafgow 
contained within itfelf one of each of thefe par- 
tics, z^ will appear from the following tranf- 
adlionsi. 

3othL of September. " CcMiveinit in the 
counfell houfe, James Bell, provoft> John An- 
derlbn, Mathcw HanHrkon, William Neilfon, 
baiUifS} Henry Glen, dean of gild, ManafTes 
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Lyiil, con veener, John Fleymin, treafurer, Joha 
Barnes, Colin Campbell, Walter Stirling, Ga- 
vin Niflbet, John Anderfoune, Thomas Mor- 
foune, James Tran, Robert Darroche, John 
Anderfoune, mailer of wark, William Hynd-

grtmted to his lordfhip be the lords and others 
of the committee of eftates of Parliament, dif- 
chargeit Gilbert Merechell, Daniel Wallace, 
and Thomas Pollock, who war joined in com- 
miflion with the commiffioners to capitulate 
with James Grahame, of any public charge 
within the faid burghe, and thereafter did dif- 
charge James Bell, proved, of his office of 
proveftrie, his time being expyrit, and the time 

^ come of the eledion of ane new proveft, un- 
till farder triall be taken be the faid committee 
of eftates." 

*' The faid day, the faid noble earl, being au- 
thorifed with a commiffion from the ftate, to 
fee all fuch magiftrates within this burgh fuf-* 
M 2 
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permit, and difchargeit of their offices, wha 
have been adtoris in the capitulation with 
James Grahame, or acceffoire thereto, aiid their 
places filled with men well afFeftedsto the caufc 
and country, did alfo defirc to knawe, from the 
three baillies in charge, and town counfiU of 
this burghe, gif they will for the prefervatioa 
of the liberties of the burghe, (quhilk he de-- 
firit may be inteirlie and inviolablie be prefer- 
vit) prefently proceed to the lyting of their ma» 
giftrates, out of ane other lyte than that of the 
prefent counfiUors. The faid baillies and 
counfiU having at length confiderit the above-?- 
written demand, and taking to their confidera- 
tions the oath given be them all at their admif- 
lions as burgefles, to defend the haiU liberteis 
and privileges of this burghe, and knawing the . 
eledion of the magiftrates to be the cheife, did 
find that they could not therefore yield to the 
forefaid demand; it not being in ony fort agre-f 
able to the accuftqmed forqa obferved be them, 
^nd their predeceflbris, in the lyk p^ft the mer 
moire qf man, quhilk is agreable to the laws of 
biirrows, yr^rrjinted be ad^ of Parliament; and 
therefore they all, in ane voice, did cgndefcend 
tq (land firm to the ordour they have been in 
ufe, tq <;hoife their magiftrates out of the prcw 
fcjxt 9ouafil|, 2jnd no u^herways, espept they 
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could bring perjury upon themfelyes: quhilk 
anfwer they did ordain to be publiihed, and 
ient to the faid noble earl, who after reading 
of the forefaid demand, had removed himfelf : 
thereafter compeired the f^id earl, and gave in 
fubfcribat with his hand, ane paper, whereof 
the tenor follows, 

" The earl of Lanrick, finding that the 
baillies and town counfil of Glafgow have de- 
clared, that they will only chufe their magi- 
Urates out of the prefent counfil and no other- 
ways, as by their declaration given him, and 
figned by their dark; and confidering, that by 
the commiilion granted to him, be the eftates, 
all fuch as liave been a<^oris, or accefTorie to 
their capitulation with James Grahame, are to 
be fufpendeit and difchargeit of their offices; 
and finding by their depofitions of twenty- 
ninth of September, that the proveft, baillies, 
and hail town counfill, (except George Porter- 
field) were acceflbrie to the waiting upon, and 
capitulating with James Grahame, therefore 
finding, that he cannot be anfwerable to the 
eftates, i^ any of the faid counfill (hall be 
chofen, or admitted to the charge of being pro- 
veft or baillies within this brughe, and, by vir- 
tue of his commiflion, difchargit them to pro- 
(reed to the ele^ion of any perfon of their

counfilU or any others within their town, who 
had been accefforie to their capitulation with 
James Grahamc, to any public office within 
burghe, untill they knawe the eftatcs further 
pleafure, which, with all poflibk diligence, he 
will labour to have returned unto them; 
wherein they are not to fail, as they will be 
anfwcrable upon their heigheft perrill. At 
Glafgow 30th of September, 1645. Where- 
upon John Anderfon, baillie, for himfelf, and 
in name and behalf of the remainent baillies, 
councill, and haill communitie of the faidc 
burghe, proteftit, that the fameti fhould be nae 
wayes prejudiciall to the liberteis and privi- 
leges of the fame, anent the eledion of the 
magiftrates, not being lyted this day/' 

The James Graham here made mention of, 
was the great, the accomplifhed marquis of 
Moritrofe; impartial hiftory has done jufticc 
to his merit, though his contemporaries feem 
to have been ignorant of it. He had, not long 
before this event, encamped with his army 
in the neighbourhood of the town, and had 
fent a meflage to the magiftrates, demanding 
a certain number of bonnets, (hoes, and other 
neceffaries, with fome money for the ufe of 
his army;, the magiftrates and town council 
had waited upon him, to endeavour to get 
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him to abate tfomewhat in his demands; the 
marquis had detained them to dinner, and had 
granted them the abatement they demanded; 
upon taking leave of him, fome of them kif- 
fed his hand, and out of the abundance of 
their zeal wiftied him fuccefs; an account of 
this was foon fent to the covenanters; it exr- 
cited their jealoufy, and occafioned this vifit 
from the earl of Lanerk; and the anfwer giv- 
en to him by the magiftrates and council was 
certainly fjririted and proper* 

1645. *' Odober i ith, Conveinit James 
Bell, John Anderfon, &c. The iaid day com- 
peired pcrfonally, Sir William Baillre of La- 
mington, Sir James Lockhart of -Leye, Sir 
William Carmichacll, and others of the com- 
mittee of Clydifdale, and produceit a letter 
diredt to them, be the conjimittee of cftatcs, 
willing them to meet in Glafgow, and fie the 
magiftrates thereof accept their charges, and 
in their names to take their oaths, for their 
faithful difcharge of their duties therein; and 
. thereafter produceit ane other letter, diredt be 
the committee of' eftates, to the burgeffes of 
Glafgow, herein there was containit ane lift, 
fubfcribet be the earl of Crawfiird Lindfay, 
containing the names of fuch as were to be

provoft, baillies, and councillof this burgh, 
viz. George Porterfield, provoft, &c/* 

Henry Gibfon, town dark, was depofed, as 
being concerned in the capitulation with James 
Grahame, againft which he protefted. Againft 
the above nomination of magiftrates and coun- 
cil, a proteftation was entered, that it fhould 
no ways be prejudicial to the liberties and pri- 
vileges of the burgh. 

1648. " June 1 3th, Gonveinit in the coi^n- 
cill houfe of Glafgow, James Bell, kit provoft, 
John Anderfon, William Nielfon, lait baillies, 
John Barnes, James HamiItone,Walter Stirling, 
James Tran, Robert Darroche, Thomas Pol- 
lock, John Anderfon, youngeft, James Col- 
quhoune, Thomas Scott, Richard Allan, Tho- 
mas Morfounne, John Herbertfon, John 
Auldcomc, Robert Horner, William Hynd- 
fhaw, Walter Nielfon, James Barnes, Henry 
Merechell, as being ane number of thefe wha 
buir office as provoft, baillies, and councill, of 
this brughe in anno 1 645. 

*' The quhilk Day there was producet, in 
prefence of the forefaid haill perfonnis above 
nameit, ane letter dircft to the magiftrates and 
councill of the faid town of Glafgow, wha 
buire office there in anno 1645, having inclofit 
within the fame an aft of parliament, for mak- 
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ihg of anc neweleftionof the provoft, baillies, 
and councillof thefaid brughe, and other oflSce- 
bearers therein, conform to the tenor of the 
faid a£t : quhilk a£t being redd, -in prefence of 
the faidis haill perfonnis aboVe-fpeceffit, they 
ordainit the fame to be intimate, and infert in 
the town-councill buike of the faid brughc, 
and alfo to be publiQied and proclaimet this 
day at the mercate-crofs : and ordainis the 
haill perfonnis wha are on lyfe, and buire of- 
fice as provoft, baillies, and councill of thefaid 
brughe, in the forefaid year of God, 1645 • ^^^ 
alfo Gabriell and Andrew Ciinynghames, Da- 
vid Scheirer, and James Duncan, who are of the 
lafl; councill, and war haldin and repute as con- 
difcendaris to the ordinances of the parliament, ' 
anent the prefent levies, to be wamit to meet 
the morn, in the toleboothe of the faid brughe, 
at three hours after noone, for cle£ting of the 
magiftrates, councill, and other office-bearers 
of the faid brughe, conform to the tenor of 
the faid aa.*' 

'« Glafgow, 14th of June 1648. Conveinit 
in the councill-houfe of the faid brughe, James 
Bell, &C. as before-mentioned, who did bear 
office as provoft, baillies, and councill of this 
brughe, in anno 1645, ^^^ ^^^^ them Gabriel 
and Andrew Cunygnhamcs, Niniane Gilhagics 
N t 
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James iDunciti, and David Scheirer, wha Wert 
of the faid councill, and haldln and feput as 
they \vha gave, or were willing to give, obe- 
dience to the adis of parliament. 

' " The faid day, the forefaidis haill perfon- 
nis did nominate and chufe as follows, Colin 
Campbell, provoft, &c.

** Tht above named magiftrates and coun- 
cill, were put out of place the 14th of June, 
1648, in obedience to ane adt of parliament, 
of date the lOth of June, 1648, for refufing 
to join in the lite engagement ; but were re- 
poinit by a£t of committee of eftates, dated the 
27th oif September, 1648, as having, been un- 
juftlyejeded.'* 
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The town of Glafgow about this Kme wai 
almoft deftroyed hy imisfortuac8;'to the caW- 
milics attending civij war and divifion, were 
added thofe of peftilence and famine; the 
plague h^d raged for fome time in the city and 
neighbourhoodt the crops of corn had failed, 
the meal was fold at one IhiUing and nine 
pence Sterling per peck ; and to compleat tHeir 
mifery, a violent 6r^ breaking out in June, 
1652, haddeibroyed the gr^ateft part of the 
Saltmarket, Trangate, and High Street The 
fronts of the houfes were then moftly of wood, 
fo that they became an eafy prey to the,vio^. 
lence of the Hames; to prevent this in future, 
the fronts were built of free done, which a- 
boundB in the neighbourhood. For the dread- 
ful effe^ta of this fire, fee a rcprefentation 
drawn up by the magiftrates at that time, in 
the true puritanical ftyle of the ag«, in Jppcn^ 

1658. }^ The ek^aion of magifti^tes was dc-r 
ferred, at the defire of his highnefs the lord 
procedour, in a letter producet by the provoft 
to the council!, of date the 3pth of September, 
1657. 

1679. ^* Magiftrates and town-councill of 
Clafgow continued by an order from the privy 
■ N 2' 
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councill at Edinburgh, for another year, froiU 
the 30th of September, 1679. 

168 1. " The eledion of magiftrates and 
town-council of Glafgow was poftponed by 
the ufual time of eledion, to the 7th of Odto-? 
ber, 168 1, becaufe his royal highnefs James 
duke of York was in town, when the following 
perfons wore chofen, viz. Sir John Bell, &c/' 

By an order from his royal highnefs James 
duke of York, and the privy (Council at Edin-r 
burgh, a new election was ordained to be upon 
the i6th of November, 168 1. 

When the convention met at Edinburgh, 
upon the abdica-tioivof king James the fecond, 
in order to confidcr of the fettlement of the 
crown upon William and Mary, the city of 
Glafgow, which l\as ever diftinguifbed itfelf 
in favour of the Proteftant intereft, levied and 
armed five hundred men, whom they fent into 
Edinburgh, to affift in guarding the convention 
of eftates; they Were Commanded by the earl 
of Argyle, and the lord Newbottle. 

1689. The magiftrates and council were 
, pledecj by a poll vote of all the burgeffes upoa 
the 2d of July. 

Ever fmce the reformation of religion, it is 
impofFible to affert who was poffeffed of the 
po^er of nominaUng tl^e magiftrates of Glafs 
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gow; the citizens cxercifed it, the bifhop, the 
earl of Lennox, and others; the idea that Glaf- 
gow was a bifliop's burgh, and not a royal free 
burgh, gave occafi'on to this unfettled manner 
of appointing the magiftracy ; and though they 
were declared to be a royal free burgh in 1633, 
by the parliament, yet we find their freedom 
of eledion difturbed, by the privy toundl, by 
Cromwell, and by the duke of York. 

The freedom bellowed by the Revolution 
extended to tlie city of Glafgow; William and 
Mary, by their charter of January the 4th, 
1690, declared the town free; and in the con- 
firmation of this charter by §i6t of parliament 
in June 14th, i6()o^ {vide JppendixN^ XXIII.) 
it is inferted, that they ftiall have power and 
privilege to ele<a: their own magiftrates, pro- 
voft, baillies, and other officers within the 
burgh, as fully, and as freely, in all refpedls, 
as the city of Edinburgh, or any other royal 
burgh within the kingdom; and this freedom 
of election continues to this day. 

1690. The council this year enad:ed, that 
no public houfcrkeeper ihould be conveener. 

1694. " Mr. Robert Park, town clerk, 
fras flicked in th^ town clerk's chamber, in the 
pdonth of Odober, by major James Menzies, 
V?ith 4 fword in a fit of pailion; and fame 
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oight the major was {hot in Renfidd garden, 
by one of three purfuers, viz, John Andcrfon) 
late provoft, John Gillefpie, taylor, and Robert 
Stcvenfont wright; he is faid to have been kil*^ 
led by John Gillefpie, as he would not be 
t^kcn." 

The reafon of this daring murder commit** 
ted by. the major was thisj a citizen and foldier 
having fome difference, they applied to the 
fitting magiftrate to determine it ; the major at- 
tended to fupport his foldier; the town-clerk 
embraced the caufe of the citizen, and, in the 
converfation, made ufe of fome expreffion^ 
which incenfed the major, upon which he 
drew his fword, and run him through the 
body. 

By the ad of parliament pafled the 20th of 
June, 1695, for a monthly cefs to be paid by 
the royal burghs in the kingdom, we find that 
the wealth of the different towns in Scotland 
varies greatly from what it was in the afleff- 
ment of 1556; the city of Glafgow now Hands 
fecond on the roll in point of wealth, as will 
appear from the following account of the fum^ 
paid by each burgh.

Tt) account for this comparativt fuperiority 
of the wealth of Glafgow at this time, 1 muft 
take notice, that fince before the reftoration of 
the royal iamilf, in the perfon of Charles the 
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fecond, the inhabitants of Glafgow had b6en in 
pofleffion of the fale of both refined and raw 
fugars for the greater part of Scotland; they 
. had a privilege of diftilling fpirits from their 
melaffes, free from all duty and excife; the 
herring-fiftiery was alfo carried on, to what 
was, at that time, thought a confiderable ex- 
tent; they were the only people in Scotland 
who made foap; and they fent annually fome 
hides, linen, &c. to Briftol, from whence they 
brought back in return, a little tobacco, (which 
they manufactured into fnufF and otherways,) 
fugars, and goods of the manufacture of Eng- 
land, with which they fupplied a confiderable 
part of the whole kingdom . 

1696. The inhabitants of Glafgow contri- 
buted liberally to the expedition to Darien, 
from which fcheme the whole people of Scot- 
'land were of opinion, that immerife fums of 
money were to be made; that it would have 
fucceeded, provided pr9ptr fupport had been 
given to it by the government, is, I believe, 
beyond a doubt ; but the partiality which king 
William feems to have had for the Dutch co- 
lony of Surinam, and the mean jealoufy of the 
Englifti againft this infant-fettlement, prevailed 
upon him to iffue out a proclamationyforbidding 
the Englifh colonies, either to fupply them with 
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provifions, or to hold any correfpondence with 
them ; this eflFeftually ruindd tlie colotiy, and 
their golden dreams vanifhed at once. 

1707. The Union with England, fo fortu- 
nate for the happinefs of both kingdoms, being 
accompliftied this year, we may from this aera 
date the profperity of the city of Glafgow ; 
whatever efforts the inhabitants had made, for 
the introdudion and extenfion of commerce 
and manufadures, prior to this time, they were 
but trifling and unimportant; by the Union, 
the trade to America was laid open, the inha- 
bitants were fenfible of their advantageous fi- 
tuation on the weft coaft, and they began al- 
moft immediately to profecute this commerce ; 
the afliduous attention, the unwearied applica- 
tion, which they have exerted, ever fmce that 
period, to the extending of their commerce, and 
to the introdudion and improvement of manu- 
fadures have proved the means of raifing the 
inhabitants of Glafgow to that affluent conditi- 
on, which they are to be found in at prcfent. 
If we take a view of the city, at this period, we 
fhall find that it extended to the eaftward, ag 
far as the Saracen's Head inn; to the weftward 
it reached no farther than the fituation of the 
Black Bull inn; the grounds upon which BeU's 
Wynd, Candle-riggs, King's ftreet. Prince's

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fent in theirs, for which 'oide Appendix N' 
XXIV. 

The defire of ferving in parliament, now fo 
prevalent among our great men, was not fo 
ftrong immediately after the Union ; in place 
of throwing away great fums of money to ob- 
tain a feat, the people paid their reprefentatives 
for their attendance, as may be feen from the 
following fums, paid by the city of Glafgow.

. 1 7 1 5. When the rebellion broke out under 
the earl of Marr, the city of Glafgow raifed a 
battalion of 600 men, and maintained them 
for fixty days at their own expence; they 
ynade an offer of thefe men to government, 
for ^hich they received a letter of thanks 
from lord Townfhend, in his majefty's name; 
|)Ut at the fame tirne informing them, that hisi 
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jmajefty was in hopes, fuch meafures had been 
taken for the fecurity and defence of the coun- 
try, as would be efFe£tuaU without putting the 
inhabitants of Glafgow to any trouble or ex- 
pence. However the duke of Argyle having 
made a requifition of thefe men, by his letter 
of the 14th of September, they immediately 
marched to Stirling, and joined the king's 
troops. The people were at the fame time, 
not inattentive to their own fafety, for they 
began to fortify the town, by drawing a ditcli 
round it, twelve feet wide, and fix feet deep. 

1 722* An impofition of two pennies Scots 
upon each Scots pint of ale and beer, brewed, 
inbrought, and fold, within the city of Glaf- 
gow, granted by an adt paffed in the parlia- 
ment of Scotland the 15th of June, 1693, and 
continued by another a£t of the 21ft of Sep- 
temberi 1705, towards enabling the city to pay 
their debts, beautify their town, and improve 
trade there, fhall, by adt of parliament, be paid 
to the magiftrates and town-council of Glaf- 
gow, from the ift of November, 1722, for 
fixteen years; and farther continued by fun- 
dry a^s of parliament to this time; and ex- 
, tended over the villages of GorbelJs and Port- 
plafgow. 

1724. The town w*s fo much increafed, 
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that an additional chirch was found neccflary; 
the Ramfhorn w]a$ accordingly built by the 
communityt and finiihed about thi^ time; the 
Candleriggs, King*$ ftrect, and Prince's ftrect 
were laid out, and begun to be built 

1725* Mr. Campbell, the member of par-^ 
Ijament for the city, having given his vote for 
the malt-tax being extended to Scotland, and 
this tax being exceedingly difagreeable, it oc* 
cafioned a riot among the lower clafs of peo^ 
jjle, who aflembling tumultuoufly, deftroyed 
the furniture of Mr, Campbeirs houfe, and 
maltreated fome excifeme»» who attempted to 
take an account of the malt^ 

General Wade, who commanded the forces 
in Scotland, had fent two companies of foldi^ 
era, under the command of captain Buihell, to 
prevent any difturbance of this kind; he drew 
up his men in the ftreet, where they were pelt* 
ed with ftones by the multitude, which he en- 
deavoured to difperfe, by firing among them 
without fhot ; this expedient failing, he order- 
ed his men to load their pieces with ball, and 
at ajime when the magiftrates were advancing 
towards him in a body, to aflift him with their 
advice and influence, he commanded the foU 
diers to fire four diflferent ways, without the 
fandion of the civil authority. About twenty 
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perfoiis were killed or wounded upon this oc- 
cafion; the people, feeing fo many vidtims fall, 
were exafperated beyond all fenfe of danger; 
they began to procure arms, and breathed 
nothing but defiance and revenge; BuQiell 
thought proper to retreat to the caftle of Dum- 
barton, and was purfued above five miles by 
the enraged multitude. 

General Wade being informed of this tranf- 
adiott, affembled a body of forces, and being 
accompanied by Duncan Forbes, lord advo- 
cate, took pofleflion of the town; the magi- 
ftrates were apprehended, and conveyed pri- 
foners to Edinburgh, where the lords of juf- 
ticiary, having taken cognifancc of the af- 
fair, declared them innocent, fo that they were 
immediately difcharged. 

Bufhell was tried for murder, convicted, 
and condemned; but inftead of undergoing 
the penalties of the law, he was indulged with 
a pardon, and promoted in the fervice *. 

Mr. Campbell having petitioned the houfe 
of commons, that he might be indemnified 
for the' damage he had fuftaihed from the 
rioters, a bill pafled in hjs favour; thefe da- 
mages, with other expences incurred by the 

» Smolktt'iHiftory of England 
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town in this affair, coft' the community 
9000 1. Sterling. 

1725 to 1750. The commerce to America 
having hitherto proved luccefsful, the advan- 
tages that would refult, from introducing ma- 
nufactures in different articles, for this, and 
other markets, were eafily forefeen by the in- 
habitants ; the making of linens of various 
kinds, of threads, of faddles, of fhoes, and of 
iron-mongery ware, was attended to; and the 
benefits which the inhabitants have derived 
from them have been very great. 

1745. During the time of the rebellion, 
the citizens of Glafgow gave proof of their 
attachment to Revolution-principles, by raifmg 
two battalions, of 600 men each, for the fer- 
vice of government; and for their activity in 
favours of the prefent family, they would 
have fuffered mofl feverely, had it not been 
for the interpofition of Mr. Cameron of 
Lochiel; arefolution had been taken by the 
rebels to plunder and burn the city of Glafgow, 
and had not Mr. Cameron threatened to with- 
draw his clan, if this refolution fhould be put 
in pradice, it is probable that Glafgow would 
have been deflroyed. 

Upon the 14th of September, the magi- 
ftrates received a letter from the pretender's fon, 
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demanding from the corporation 15,000!. 
Sterling in money, with all their arms, and 
all arrears of taxes then due to government; 
but this demand was difrcgarded by the ma- 
giftrates, as they were in hopes of being 
fpecdily relieved by Sir John Cope, who was 
then on his march from the north; however, 
upon the 26th, Mr. John Hay, writer to the 
lignet, came to Glafgow with a party of 
horfe, and being met by Glengyle, chiefx of 
the McGregors, with a great part of his clan, 
he produced another letter, to the fame efFeft 
with the former; but with a power to treat 
with the magiftrates, in cafe of their being 
unable to comply with the firft demand: the 
magiftrates were under the neceffity of treats 
ing, and as they alledged they were unable 
to pay the fum demanded. Hay compounded 
with them, for 5000 1. in money, and 500 !• 
in goods; which fums were borrowed on the 
credit of the corporation. Upon the return of 
the rebels from England, the fame Mr. Hay 
came in with the firft of their army, *and 
made a new demand upon the corporation; 
which was, that they ihould furnifh the rebel 
army with 12,000 linen fhirts, 6000 cloth- 
coats, 6000 pairs of (hoes, 6000 pairs of hofe, 

p t 
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and 6000 bonnets; which requifition they 
were obliged to comply with. 

Thefe goods, with themoney formerly paid 
them, the expence of raifmg and fubfifting the 
two city battalions, (one of which was engag- 
ed at Falkirk, and behaved remarkably well) 
and the charge of maintaining the rebel ar* 
my in free quarter^ for ten days, coft the . 
community the fum of 14,000 L Sterling, 
1 0,000 1. of which they recovered in 1749, 
by an application to parliament. 

1748. The former fett of the bufgh having 
been complained of, as having a tendency to 
continue the government of the city in a par- 
ticular fet of men, longer than may be for 
the public intereft, a new one was made out, 
for which vide Appendix N^ XXV. 

1750. Hitherto an attentive induftry, and 
a frugality bordering upon parfimony, had 
been the general charadteriftic of the inhabitants 
of Glafgow; the feverity of the ancient man- 
ners prevailed in full vigour; people were pre- 
vented, by authority, from walking on the 
Lord's day; no lamps were lighted on that 
evening, becaufe it was prefumed that no mdn 
would be out of his ownhoufe after fun-fet; 
the indulgences, and innocent amufements 
of life, were either unknown, or were little 
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l^raftifed. An extending commerce and in- 
creafing manufadures, joined to frugality 
and induftry, had produced wealth ; the efta- 
blifliment of banks had rendered it eafy for 
people poflefled of credit to obtain money; 
the ideas of the people were enlarged^ and 
fchemes of trade and improvement were ad- 
opted, and put in pradice, the undertakers 
of which, in former times, would have been 
denominated madmen; a new ftile was in- 
troduced in building, in living, in drefs, and in 
furniture; the conveniences, the elegances of 
life began to be ftudied; wheel-carriages were 
fet up; public places of entertainment were 
frequented;' an aflembly-room and a play- 
houfe were built by fubfcription. 

In vain did the clergy, thefe watchful paf- 
tors, declaim againft this change of manners 
that began to gain ground among the people ; 
they were either carelefsly liftened to, or little 
regarded ; luxury advanced with hafty ftrides 
every day; and yet from this aera we may 
date all the fubfequent improvements which 
have taken place, not only in Glafgow, but 
over the whole of the weft of Scotland : new 
ftreets have been laid out, and houfes built 
with a tafte and elegance unknown 'in former 
times ; the old wooden houfes, of which there 
P 2 
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was a number, have been pulled down, and 
ftone ones, of a better fabric, reared in their 
place; the manner of living Is far better in 
general, and a cleanlinefs and neatnefs in drefs, 
and in furniture, are now almoft univerfal, 
which muft contribute, in a very great de- 
gfee, to health and happinefs. 

As there is no method of.eftimating, with 
greater certainty, the growing improvement 
and confequence of any town, than by their 
frequent applications to parliament, I have 
therefore inferted the titles of fuch ads as have 
been obtained in favours of the city of Glaf- 
gow, fmcethe year 1750. 

1753. " An adl for repairing the roads from 
Livingfton, in the county of Linlithgow, by the 
Kirk of Shotts, to thq city of Glafgow, and by 
the town of Hamilton, to the town of Stratha- 
von, in the county of Lanark; tolls are granted, 
from and after the 22d of Auguft, 1753, 

*' An adi for repairing feveral roads, lead- 
ing into the city of Glafgow. 

1756. ** An a£t foj: erecting, maintaining, 
and fupporting, a light-houfe on the ifland of 
little Cumray, in the copnty of Bute, at the 
mouth of the river clyde, in North-Britain, and 
for rendering the navigltion in the frith and 
river pf Qyde more fafe and corpi^odious,' • 
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1759, *^ An adtfor improving the naviga- 
tion of the river Clyde to the city of Glafgow, 
and for building a bridge crofs the faid river, 
irom the faid city to the village of Gorbells." 

1 767. The people of Glafgow having pro- 
jected the making of a fmall cut or canal, from 
the frith of Forth, to the frith of Clyde, for the 
conveniency of their trade to the eaftern fide 
of the ifland, feveral gentlemen at Edinburgh,- 
and throughout different parts of the kingdom, 
propofed that this canal fhould be carried on 
Upon a nauch larger fcale than the one that 
was projected by the inhabitants of Glafgow; 
accordingly they obtained " An a6t, for mak- 
ing and maintaining a navigable cut or canal 
from the frith or river of Forth, at or near the 
mouth of the river of Carron, in the county of 
Stirling, to the frith or river of Clyde, at or 
near a place called Dalmuir Burn-foot, in the 
county of Dumbarton; and alfo a collateral cut 
from the fame to the city of Glafgow; and for 
making a navigable cut or canal of communi- 
pation, from the port and harbour of Borrowf- 
townnefs, to join the faid canal, at or near the 
place where it will fall into the frith of Forth* 

1770. " An a£t to explain and amend an 
aft made in the thirty-fecond year of the reign 
of king George the Second, for improving the 
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navigation of the river Clyde to the city of 
Glafgow, and for building a bridge crofs the 
iaid river, from the faid city to the village of 
Gorbells* 

177 1. " An aft for making and widening 
a paflage or ftreet from the Saltmarket ftreet, 
in the city of Glafgow, to St. Andrew's church 
in the faid city, and for enlarging and compleat- 
ing the church-yard of the faid church; and for 
making and building a convenient exchange, 
or fquare, in the faid city; and alfo for explain- 
ing and amending an adt, pafTed in the thirty- 
fecond year of his late majefty, for improving 
the navigation of the river Clyde to the city of 
Glafgow, and for building a bridge crofs the 
faid river, from the faid city to the village of 
Gorbells. 

" An a£t for making and maintaining a na- 
vigable cut or canal, and waggon-way, from 
the coalleries in the pariflies of Old and New 
Monkland, to the city of Glafgow, 

'' An ad: for explaining and amending an 
ad, made in the thirty-fecond year of his late 
majefty, for improving the navigation of the 
river Clyde to the city of Glafgow, and for 
building a bridge crofs the faid river, from the 
faid city to the village of Gorbells ; and part of 
another a£t, made in the eighth year of his 
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prefent majefty, for explaining and amending 
the faid aft,- and for repairing, widening, and 
enlarging the old bridge, acrofs the river of 
Clyde, from the city of Glafgow to the village 
ofGorbells." 

Belides thefe a£ts narrated abovd, feveral 
afts for roads have been obtained. 

The advantages refulting from thefe ads 
are, that v^c are now blefled with good roads 
all around the city of Glafgow, a light-houfe 
lias been erefted on the ifland of Little Cum- 
ray, which has proved highly ferviceable to the 
fhipping and trade of Glafgow; a convenient 
bridge has been built acrofs the river of Clyde; 
and they are employed, at prefent, in widening 
and repairing the old one ; the canal from the 
frith of Forth is brought within a mile of the 
city; this muft, in time, prove of very great 
ufe to the trade and improvement of the coun- 
try. The river Clyde, which, in former times, 
was fo (hallow, that it frequently proved a very 
great hinderance to the expeditious difpatch of 
the fhipping from Port-Glafgow and Greenock, 
is now fo much deepened, that there is always 
more than feven feet of water, at the Broomy- 
law, or quay of Glafgow, every tide, fo that 
lighters and boats can be employed at all times. 

The Monkland-canal, which was under- 
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OF THE SITUATION OF GLASGOW, NUM- 
BERS, DIVISIONS, GOVERNMENT, RE- 
VENUE, &C. 

GLASGOW is fituatedin North Britain, 
in the (hire of Lanark, upon the banks 
of the river Qyde, in latitude 55: 50 North, 
longitude 4 : 30 Weft from the meridian of 
London. The moft ancient part of the city 
(lands upon a rifing ground. The foundation 
of the cathedral is 104 feet higher than the bed 
of the river; the defcent from this high ground . 
rjeaches to about one hundred yards below the 
College. The reft of the town is built upon 
a plain« The city reaches from north to fouth, 
i. e. from the Stable-green Port to the fouth 
end of the Gorbells, 2000 yards; from eaft to 
weft, u e. from the Gallowgate toll-bar to 
Grahameftown toll-bar, 3160 yards; to the 
eaft the ground is not entirely built up; to the 
weft the buildings are extended beyond the 
royalty. 

With regard to the foil in the neighbour- 
hood of Glafgow, it is in general barreti; to 
the north the country rifes gradually into hills, 
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the foil here is rocky and full of gravel; to the 
eaft it is tolerably level, but of a (andy foil; to 
the fouth the country is alfo level for about two 
miles, and here a part of the foil is of a ftrong 
clay; to the weft the country is in general fan- 
dy and level. 

Of all the improvements which have been 
made in the neighbourhood of Glafgow, agri- 
culture, which ought to have been attended to 
among the firft, has been the laft; it is only 
within thcfe laft twenty years that any thing 
has been done to purpofe ; but the progrefs in 
this ufeful branch of improvement has been 
exceedingly rapid; the country around Glaf- 
gow is for fome miles well cultivated, and a part 
of it is inclofed with hedges and ftone-dykes ; a 
tafte for planting is alfo become univerfal, fo 
that, in the courfe of a few years, the face of 
the country muft be changed for the better: 
numbers of villas, the fummer refidences of 
wealthy merchants and mechanicSj appear e- 
very where around the town. 

From the level fituation of the city upon the 
river, an(i from the frequent rains that fall in 
Glafgow, and over the whole of the weft of 
Scotland, a ftranger would be apt to pronounce 
itan unhealthy place; but this is very far from 
being tl^e cafe; whether it proceeds from the 

0^2 
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The city of Glafgow is divided into fewn 
parifhes; the village of GorbclU has lately 
been erected into a parifli by itfelf j the vil- 
lage of Calton appertaipis to the Barony pa- 
ri(h of Glafgow; the church of this parifh is 
iituated in Glafgow, though the parifhioners 
live in the country around. 

Befides thefe pariihes, above taken notice 
of, there are fevcral other places of worfliip in 
Glafgow; as, the chapel of eafe, a chapel for 
thofe who fpeak the Earfe language, a chapel 
in Calton, and the gentlemen in the univerfi- 
tyhave^ within thefe few years, converted one 
of their halls into a place of worfhip for them- 
felves and ftudents. 

Diflenters from the eftabliftied church of 
Scotland are numerous in Glafgow; I fhall 
infert the names of fuch of them as have places 
of public worflbip. 
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The government of the city of Glafgow is 
vefted in a provoft and three baillies, a deaa 
of gild, deacon-conveencr, and a treafurer» 
with a common council of thirteen merchants 
and twelve mechanics. The provoft and two 
of the bailies muft, by the fett of the burgh, be 
eleded from the merchant rank, and the other 
baillie from the trades rank, u e. mechanics. 

The provoft is from courtefy and cuftom ftil* 
cd lord provoft; he is properly lord of the po- 
lice of the city, prefident of the community, 
and he is, ex officio^ a juftice of the peace for 
both the burgh and the county. 

The baillies are poflcfled of very confidera- 
ble powers within burgh; crimes, mifdemea- 
nours, and contempt, they punifh by ftripcs, 
imprifonment, fines, and banifhment from the 
liberties of the city; diforderly perfons they 
endeavour to reform by committing them to 
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the houfc of corredion; in civil matters^ 
within their jurifdiftion, they are competent 
to any extent. 

One of them fits every day, in the council- 
chamber, . for the prefervation of the peace, 
and for the determination of petty caufes and 
differences. • 

A court of coafcience is held by them, eve- 
ry Monday, to determine all debts from five 
to twenty (hillings Sterling. 

A burgh-court is held, every Friday, for 
the determination of civil caufes to any ex- 
tent. 

The dean of gild is prefident of the mer- 
chants; he decides all queftions of lining and 
neighbourhood; he has the infpe£tion of all 
weights and meafures; he has the power of 
inquiring into the condition of all buildings 
within burgh, and of ordering them to be 
pulled down, if any how deficient; beholds a 
court every Thurfday. 

The deacon conveener is prefident of the 
trades. 

The magiftrates and town-council are pa- 
trons of the parilh churchfes within their 
bounds. 

The fherifF holds a court every Wednefday, 
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for the decifion of all caufes, whether criminal 
or civil, either in the burgh or county. 

A court of commiflariot is held every Tuef- 
day and Thurfday; the jurifdiaion of this 
court 18 very extenfive. 

The ailizes are held every Spring and Au- 
tumn, by the lords of jufticiary. * 

The revenue of the city of Glafgow is at 
prefent about fix thoufand pounds Sterling per 
annum; it arifes from a duty upon all grain 
and meal brought into the city (this tax is de- 
nominated the ladles); from the rents of lands 
and houfes, the property of the community; 
from an impoft of two pennies Scots upon eve- 
ry Scots pint of ale or beer brewed, inbrought, 
or fold, within Glafgow; from certain dues 
payable out of the markets; from the rents 
of the feats in the churches; from the duee 
of cranage at the quay, at the weigh-houfe; 
tonnage on the river; pontage on the bridge; 
ftatute-work within the burgh, &c. , This is 
laid out upon paving the ftreets, lighting of 
lamps, deepening the river, building of bridges 
and churches, and keeping them in repair, 
paying of minifters ftipends, falaries for the 
encouragement of proper teachA-s in almoft 
every branch of education, and in defraying 

R t 
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all the neceffary expenccs of the civil govern- 
ment and police of the town. 

If we confider with attention the many public 
works which have of late been carried on in 
Glafgow^ the good order in which the ftreets 
are, the encouragement which the magift rates 
have ever given to procure able mafters in the 
different branches of education, the flipends 
to the miniftersi which are among the higheft 
in Scotland^ the neceffary expences for fer* 
vants and others for the proper government 
of the city, and the repairs of public buildings, 
with the fums given in charity by the magis- 
trates and council, we muft be convinced that 
the fcanty revenue of fix thoufand pounds 
Sterling ptr annum cannot be fufficient for all 
thefe purpofes, and ought therefore to be in- 
creafed by an application to parliament. 

The arms of the city of Glafgow are ar* 
gent, an oak tree growing out of a mount in 
bafe* with a bird ftauding on the top of the 
trce^ and a bell hanging on a branch in the fi- 
nifter fide, in bafe a falmon filh with a ring in 
its mouth, all proper. Motto, Let G!aJgQ%v 
Flouri/Jj^ 

I have already taken notice, that one of the 
baillies fits, every day, in the council-cham- 
ber, for the prefervation of the peace; in the 
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night there, is a guard of the military, with 
proper centinels at the prifon, the cuftom- 
houfe, and other places; and, in the ab- 
fence of the military, the citizens do duty 
themfelves. It is earneftly to be wiflied for, ' 
that the city ihbuld be fupplied with better 
water, that a nightly Watch fhould be efta- 
bliftied, that the number of lamps fhould be 
increafed, and that commodious foot-v^lks 
fiipuld be made on the fides of all our princi- 
pal ftreets. From the frriall fum to which the 
town^s revenue amounts, it is impoflible that 
thefe fo neceflary improvements can be made 
at. prefent; it is therefore the duty of every 
good citizen to co-operate with the magiftrates 
in an applipation to parliament for fuch a tax as 
would be leaft by r|henfome to the inhabitants, 
and which would, at the fame time, be fuflS- 
cientfor the purpofes above- nientioned. 

Entertainments, in Glafgow, for the win- 
ter, are dancing and card-aflemblies,/>^r vices^ 
or week about, concerts of mufic, and fome- 
times the players from Edinburgh. 

In fummer, the richer part of the inhabitants 
retire to their country-houfes, from which 
they come into town only for a little while in 
the forenoon, in order to look after' their bufi- 
nefs.

Exercifes in wintef, are golfing, fkateing, 
and curling; in fummer, bowls, nine pinsy 
and quoits. 

There is perhaps no town in Britain better 
accommodated with public walks, yet they are 
very little frequented. 

Every ftranger is charmed with the appear- 
ance, of Glafgow; the ftreets are clean and 
well paved; the medium breadth of the prin- 
cipal ones is 52 feet, feveral of them, interfec- 
tihg one another at right angles, have a very 
fine efFedt; the houfes are all (excepting a ve- 
ry few) built of free ftone, well hewed; few 
of them ejcceed four floors in height, and ma- 
ny of them are in an exceeding good tafte; 
Mr. Pennant pronounces. Glafgow to be the 
beft built fecond rate city he had ever feen. 

The city of Glafgow, in conjunftion with 
the burghs of Rutherglen, Renfrew, and 
Puinbarton, iend^ one niember to parliament. 
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^OF THE PUBLIC BUILDINGSt 

THE public buildings in Glafgow arc not 
unworthy of the attention of a ftranger^ 
The firft and mofl; ancient is 

THE CATHEDRAL, OR HIGH CHURCH, 

WHICH is a magnificent building, and its 
fituation greatly to its advantaget as it ftands 
higher than any part of the city. 

It has been intended to form a crofs, though 
the traverfe part has never been finifhed. The 
great tower is founded upon four large maf- 
five pillars, at the eaft end of the choir, as 
you go in to the nave of the church, which 
are each of them about thirty feet in circum- 
ference; the tower, which is 25^ feet fquarc 
within, is furrounded by a balluftrade, within, 
which rifes an octangular fpire, terminated by 
a fane: the tower, upon the weft end, is upon 
the fame level, but appears not to have been 
finiftied, though it is covered over with lead, 
and in it a very large bell, 1 1 feet 4 inches dia- 
meter; the confiftorial houfe ftands upon the 
fouth fide of the weft entry, and is a very 
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mean building. The principal entry was from 
the weft, the gate 1 1 feet broad at bafe, and 17 
feet high; the weft end of the choir is now ap- 
propriated for a place of worfliip, and is di- 
vided from the remaining part by a ftone par- 
tition, and that is inclofed by another ftone 
wallj parting it from the nave; this weft entry 
being now (hut up, it is impoffible to form an 
adequate idea of the awful folemnity of the 
place, occafioned by the loftinefe of the roof 
ancf the range of pillars by which the whole 
building is fupported. 

At the eaft end of the choir, and between 
the pillars fupporting the tower, are two very 
large oppofite windows, each of them 40 feet 
high, and 22 feet wide at bafe; the one upon 
the north fide confifts of five pilkf s or bars, 
which divide it into fix parallel windows, and 
over them a circular one, about 10 feet diame- 
ler; the one upon the fouth fide is divided by 
four pillars, but confifts of two feries, and over 
the upper row a circular one, the fame as the 
other, and two fmaller ones at each fide. The 
nave of the church rifes four fteps higher than 
the choir; and on the weft end ftood the or- 
gan-loft, ornamented by a variety of figures, 
now defaced ; the pillars h^e are done in a bet- 
ter tafte than thofe in the choir, and their ca^ 
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pitals are ornamented with fruits; on the 
arches of the pillars are galleries covering the 
fide ailes, over which is an upper range of 
windows; by thefe, and the under range, to- 
gethier with the three capital ones facing the 
north, eaft, and fouth, the whole building was 
enlightened. The arched roof of the altar is 
fupported by five pillars, over which was a 
fine terrace- walk, and above it a large window 
of curious workmanfhip, but now (hut up; 
on the north fide of the altar is the veftry, be^ 
ing a cube, of 28 feet, the roof arched, and 
vaulted at top, and fupported by one pillar in 
the center of the houfe; arched pillars, from 
every angle, terminate in the grand pillar, 
which is 19 feet high. The chapter-houfe ap- 
pears to have been in the north crofs, which 
communicated with the nave by a vaulted en- 
try. The lower part of the fouth crofs is made 
ufe of as a burying place for the clergy of the 
city, and is, by much, the fineft piece of 
workmanfliip^in the whole building; it is ^§ 
feet long, 28 feet broad, and 15 feet high, 
arched and vaulted at top, and fupported by a 
middle range of pillars, with their capitals 
highly ornamented; correfponding to which 
are columns adjoining to the walls^ which, as 
they rife, fpring into femi-arches, and are every 
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where met at acute angles by their oppofltesy 
and are ornamented with catvings, at the clof- 
ing and crofling of the lines; at the eaft end of 
the choir, you defcend by flights of fteps, upon 
each fide, into paflages, which, in former 
times, were the principal entries to the burying 
vault, which is immediately under the nave; it 
is now made ufe of as a parifh-church for the 
Barony of Glafgow, and is full of pillars, fome 
of them very maffive, which fupport the arched 
roof; it is but a very uncomfortable place for 
devotion. The fpace under the altar and veftry, 
though now made ufe of as a burying place by 
the heretors of the Barony, was, in days of 
old, if we may credit tradition, appropriated to 
the keeping of the relics; and, indeed, by the 
beautiful manner in which this place is fiinifh- 
ed, one would imagine that it had not been def^ 
tined for common ufe : here is fhowa St Ken* 
tigern or Mungo's monument, with his figure 
lying in a cumbent pofhire. 

The whole length of the cathedral within 
is 284 feet, its breadth 65 feet, the height of 
tte choir, from the floor to the canopy, 90 
feet, and the height of the nave 85 feet, the 
height of the middle tower 220 feet. There 
are feveral winding flair-cafes in the buildings 
which lead to paflages round the whole church. 
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No tombs, no monuments, worthy of being 
made mention of, are here to be met with; 
whatfoever works of art, that were either beau- 
tiful or magnificent, which the piety of our 
anceftors had reared to protect the aflies of the 
dead, and to hand down their names to pofle- 
rity, fell a facrifice to, and were deftroyed by, 
the rude hands of a fet of furious reformers. 

This fabric was begun by John Achaius, 
biftiop of Glafgow, in 1 123, and was continu- 
ed, by fucceeding bilhops, until fuch time as it 
was finifhed in the manner in which it Hands 
at prefent. Great as the wealth of the fee of 
Glafgow was, we find it infufficient for rearing 
and compleating fo large a building ; they had, 
therefore, recourfe to all the churches in Scot- 
land for affiftance, as will appear from the fol- 
lowing paflage, contained in the 48th canon 
of the provincial councils of the church of 
Scotland, held at Perth, in 1242 and 1269. 

Ad haec Jiatuimus Jirmiter obfervandum^

" Moreover, v^c ftri£tly enad, that thje'bufi- 
nefs of th^ buil.ding of the church pi^ Glafgow 
be, upon all Lord's days and fi?ftivals, faith- 
fully an4 diligently explained in all churches,, 
after laying of the mafs, from the beginning 
of L?nJt to the eight day after Eafkr; and t:bat 
the indulgenci^s granted to thofe affifting at. 
the {aid building, which we have ordered to be 
\yi;itten^ in every church, may be (Jiftin<3Jiy ex- 
plained in the vijlgar language to the pariflii- 
on^rs;. ai>d th94: thpir alms, the efFeds of per- 
fons dying irUeftaJtq, and pious legacies, may 
be faithfiiljy (joUededi according taufage hi- 
therto approved, and delivered to the deacpns 
of places in the neareft chapter^ withoat any 
d^d^^^on; and tjbat, during the faid fpace of 
time, nofermon, for any other bufmefs, be ad- 
minted in the parochial churches.*^ 

The famous fchool of mafonry at Antwerp, 
which fent out fp great ^ number of excellent 
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architeds, during the eleventh, twelfth, ancl 
thirteenth centuries, in all probability fupplied 
the bifhop of Glafgow with one, who, I fup- 
pofe, gave the defign of this church, or at Icaft, 
a^ffifted ii^ the building of it. I^rom ah infcrip- 
tion on the abbey of Melrofe, which was con- 
fecratcd in 1146, w^ learn that the name of 
this ihian was John Murdo. It is as follows, 

John Murdo fum tym callit was I, 
And born in Paryfle certainly. 
And had in kepying all mafom werk. 
Of Sandandroys, the hyc kyrk 
Of 'Glafgu, Melros, and Paflay, 
Of Nyddyfdayl, and of Galway. 
Pray to God, and Mari baith. 
And fweet St. John, keep this haly kyrk frae 
ftaith. 

From a principal of oeconomy, this church 
is divided into three feparate places for public 
worfliip* 

TH£ COH.EGE CHURCH. 

THE old church having been dcftroyed by 
lightening in 1668, the prefent plain edifice a- 
rofe in its (lead ; the length of whichi from 
north to fouth, is 76 feet, the breadth of the 
S 2 
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main body, from eaft to weft, is 32 feet; it lias 
an aile, upon the eaft fide, 56 feet long, by 29 
feet broad; this church is enlightened by one 
feries of windows, and has a fmall tower, upon 
which is placed a fpire, in w^hich there is a bell^ 
but no clock. 

THE TRON CHURCH. 

/ 

THIS church, which was collegiate, and was 
built in 1487, ftands upon the fouth fide of the 
Trongate, and confifts of a number of ailes : 
thf tower, which was built in 1637, ft^t^^ds dcr 
tached from the church, and is furrounded 
with a balluftrade, within which rifes a very 
folid odangular fpire, with windows on all 
fides; the height of this fpire is 126 feet. 

TH£ WYND CHURCH. 

WHEN king James the feventh, by his diC- 
penfing power, granted an indulgence in the 
year 1687, this church was built by the Pref- 
byterians, and it has, fince that time, been re- 
edified at the expence of the community; it is; 
^ very neat building, but much confined; the 
length is 76 feet, the bfeadth 48 feet; it ia 
well finiflied in theinfide, and wants nothing 
but a good fituatipn to render it an agreeable 
place for public worfhip. , . .. - 
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THE RAMSHORN CHURCH 

WAS built by the community in 1724; it is 
^ plain, commodious building, having an aile 
upon the north fide; the length, from eaft 
to weft, is 85 feet, the breadth 39 feet ; length 
of the aile 27 feet, the breadth 41 feet: the 
tower is conform to the building, and is 140 
feet high; in it there is a good bell and clock. 
This church is well enlightened by one feries 
of large windows; and to the north is a very 
ipa^cious burying ground, much too nigh the 
houfes of many of the inh^bitapts in th^^t 
quarter of the city. 

SAINT Andrew's church 

WAS begun to be built by the community in 
1739, and was finifhed in 1756; it is the fin- 
eft piece of modern architedture in the city, 
and is built after the model of St. Martin's in 
the Fields, London, whofe architect was the 
famous Gibbs. It has a noble portico of fix 
lofty columns of the Corinthian order, in the 
weft front, the fame order being continued in 
pilafters, both under, the pediment, arid on 
each fide; the afcent to this portico is by a 
flight of fteps; the columns, which are well 
wrought, fupport an angular pediment, in 
which are the city arms cut in has relief: the

entablature of the north and fouth fronts fup- 
port a balluftrade, wqll adorned with vafes. 
The length of the church is 104 feet, and it is 
66 feet broad j it has a fine arched roof, well 
ornamented with figures in ftucco, and fuliain- 
ed by Corinthian ftone cojumns ; to compleat 
the model, it has a place for the altar, on the 
eaft, in which is a very liandfome Venetian 
window ; but the altar-place being feated, makes 
this end appear to no great advantage: the 
fronts of the galleries and the pulpit are done 
in mahogany, in a very elegant manner: the 
fpire by no means correfponds with the reft 
of the building, and in place of being an or- 
nament, it difgraces this beautiful fabric; its 
height is 170 feet 

All thefe churches are well paved within, 
and are properly divided into pews, fo as to 
contain a very great number of hearers. 

THE COLLEGE, 

THE front of this building extends along 
the eaft fide of the High Street, and is up- 
wards of 330 feet long; the gate at the en- 
trance is decorated with ruftics, and over it are 
the king's arms; the firft court is 88 feet Ibng, 
and 44 feet broad; the weft fide is elevated 
upon ftone pillars, upon which are placed pi- 
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lifters, fupporting the Doric entablature, and 
ornamented with arches, forming a piazza, a- 
bove which is the public hall; the afcent to. 
this hall is by a double flight of fteps, inclof- 
ed by a handfome ftone balluftrade, upon the 
right of which is placed alioa, and on the left 
an unicorn, cut in free ftone% The ipire ftands 
upoa the eafi; (ide^ it is. ,1 35Yeet high, and con* 
tains a very good clock; under this is the 
gajte-way which leads into, the inner-court, 
\KlM(;h is. by fax the moft fpacious of the two, 
beiug 1 03. feet loog^ and 79 feet broad ; over the 
eotry, in a niche, i&^ a ftatue of Mr. Zach^ias 
Boyd*. whO: was a benefactor to the univerfity; 
thefe counts confift of clafs^rooros, two halls, 
and a few rooma. for lodging fuch fbidents as 
chufe to live in the college;, on the eaft fide 
of the court is. a. nairow paflage leading into a 
handfome terrace- walk, gravelled, 122 feet 
long, by 64 broad, inclofed to tlie eaft by an 
iroijirpallifade, in the center of which^is a gate 
leading ijcjto the garden, which confifts of feven 
acres of ground, laid out in walks for the re- 
creation of the ftudents; on the fouth fide of 
this, walk ftands the library, a very neat edifice, 
well: confirudted for thepurpofc intended, and 
cQutaininga very valuable collection of books; 
on the ngrth fide is a large court, upon the 
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north and eaft fides of which are built houfes 
of three floors each, appropriated for lodgings 
to the different profeflbrs. 

THE TOWN-HOUSE and ASSEMBLY-HALL. 

THIS is a magpificent and extremeljr elegant 
building; the front is adorned with a range 
of Ionic pilafters, within the height of which 
there are two feries of windows, viz. a range 
of large lofty ones, with fquare ones above ; 
the top of the building is ornamented with a 
balluftrade, and handfome vafes; the front is 
elevated on ftrong rufticated pillars, adorned 
with arches, forming a piazza for merchants, 
and others, to (helter themfelves from the 
weather, when met upon bufinefs. 

The aflembly-hall is a neat room, and is fi- 
nifhed in a good tafte, though too fmall for 
the city; its length is 47 feet, breadth 24 feet, 
and heighth 24 feet. 

The-town hall is a very fpacious and lofty 
apartment, 52 feet longj by 27 feet broad, 
and 24 feet high ; it is finiflied in a very grand 
manner, the cieling is divided into different 
compartments, well ornamented; in it are the 
following full length portraits, kings James 
6th and 7th, Charles firft and fecond, William 
and Mary, queen Ann, kings George ill, 2d, 
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and 3d, and Archibald, duke of Argyle, in his 
jufticiary robes; the two laft are by Ramfay. 

Oppofite to the front of this building is the 
Exchange, which is well paved with free (lone, 
and inclofed from the ftreet by ftone-pillarsj 
upon it is an equeftrian ftatue of king William 
the 3d, placed upon a lofty pedeftal, and fur- 
round with an iron-raih 

Adjoining to the town-houfe upon the eaft 
is the 

TOLBOOTH, OR PRISjON, 

A large building, in length 60 feet, and in 
breadth 29 feet. The circuit court of jufticiary 
is held in a fmall hall on the weft end, the a- 
fcent to which is by a flight of broad fteps, 
having a handfome rail. Immediately under 
the landing of this ftair is a neat door-cafe 
leading to the council-chamber, above which 
are offices for the town-clerks, &c. Standing 
upon the eaft end is a tower, which rifes fquare 
to a confiderable height, when it is terminat- 
ed by four turrets, from which fprings an o- 
pen lanthorn, fupporting a balluftrade, out of 
which rifes a fmall fpire or fane; the whole 
height of the tower and fpire is 126 feet; 
here is placed a fet of mufical bells, which, by 
means of a barrel, turned round by machine- 

T t 
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rjr, play one tune at every two hours; a.mufi- 
cian, alfo, plays upon them every lawful day 
from one to two o'clock. 

THE GILD-HALL, or MERCHANTS-HOUSE, 

THIS building is fituated upon the fouth 
fide of Bridgegate*ftreet and is in length 8i 
feet, in breadth 31 feet; in the front is alargfe 
handfomc entrance, adorned with columns of 
the Doric order, with their entablature, OYcr 
which are two Ionic columns, fet upon their 
pedeftals, fupporting an angular pediment; 
between the columns are placed the figures of 
three old men, rep/efenting decayed mem- 
bers, and under them a fhip in full fail, and 
the city arms. The great hall, which is the 
whole length and breadth of the building, ,is 
lb capacious, that it is better adapted for the 
reception of numerous affemblies than any o- 
ther in the city. This houfe is adorned with a 
very elegant fpire, 200 feet high, it confifts of 
three ftages, the firft of which rifes fquare, to 
a confiderable height from the ground, and is 
furrounded with a balluftrade, as are alfo the 
other two, which gradually diminifh, and out 
of the laft arifes the fpear, crowned with a ball 
and fane in the form of a fhip. 
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THE town's hospital. 

THIS is a very neat building, contrived fo as to 
be plain, yet elegant; it confifts of two wings, 
and a large front, the length 1 46 fceti the breadth 
of the center 30 feet, and depth of the. wings 
68 feet In. the lower part of the houfe is a 
large hall, where they mefs, the committer 
room, adorned with the portraits of thofe who 
have been confiderable benefadprs to the hof- 
pital, the bake-houfe, brew-houfe, and other 
. offices ; different ftair^cafes lead to the diffe- 
rent aparjtments, which are well laid out* Be- 
hind the building is an infirmary 167 feet long, 
by 25 feet broad, the afcent to which is by a 
flight of fteps; the lower part of this building 
is allotted for the reception of lunatics. The 
area between the buildings is large; this, with 
the agreeable open fituation of the hofpital on 
the river, muft conduce to the health of its. in- 
habitants. « 

THE NEW BRIDGE. 

THIS bridge, which ftands at the foot of'ja- 
maica-ftrect, is built in an elegant manner; it 
is 32 feet wide, a commodious foot-way being 
allowed for paffengers, 5 feet broad on each 
fide, raifed above the road made for carriages, 
and paved with free ftone, while the fpace left 
T2 
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between them is fufficient to admit three carri- 
ages abreaft, without danger ; it extends 500 
feet in length, and confifts of 7 arches, the 
faces of which' are wrought in ruftic, and a- 
bove a ftrong block-cornice. The piers are all 
founded upon piles planked, and terminate 
in a fharp angle againft every ftream. The 
arches fpring but a little way above low water 
mark, which, though it renders the bridge 
ftronger than if they fprung from taller piers, 
adds nothing to its beauty. Between every 
arch there is a fmall circular one; thefe break 
the force pf the water when the river rifes to a 
flood, and add to the ftrength of the whole. 
The parapet- wall, or breaft-work, is cut out in 
the Chinefe tafte ; and the two ends are finiflhed 
off with afweep. 

THE PLAY-HOUSE. 

THIS is a fmall heat building, in length 92 
feet, breadth 44 fe^tj it is tolerably well dtr 
corated in the infide, 

HUTCHESON's HOSPITAL. 

THIS building is fituated upon the north fide 
of the Trongate-ftreet, and is in length 73 
feet, in breadth 30 feet; adjoining to the back 
frpntj upon the weft fide, is a very long win^^ 
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which makes it appear as if a court had heen 
intended; but the fouth and weft fronts have 
only been finifhed. The entry is decorated with 
nifties, over which is a large hall, now made 
ufe of as an academy. The fpire is 100 feet 
high, and is conform to the reft of the build- 
ing, in the lower part of which, fronting the 
garden, the ftatues of the two brothers, in two 
feparate niches, are placed, with an infcription. 

THE MARKETS IN KING-STREET. 

THESE are juftly admired, as being the 
compleatfift of their kind in Britain; they are 
placed upon both fides of the ftreet, the one 
upon the eaft is 1 12 feet in length, and 67 feet 
in breadth, in the center of which is a very 
fpacious gateway, decorated, on each fide, with 
coupled Ionic columns, fet upon their pedef- 
tals, and fupporting an angular pediment; at 
the north end is a very neat hall, belonging to 
the incorporation of butchers, the front orna- 
mented with ruftics and a pediment. This 
market is entirely appropriated for butcher- 
meat. Thofe upon the weft fide of the ftreet 
are divided into three different courts, fet apart 
for afifli-market, a mutton-market, and cheefe- 
Knarket, The whole length of the front is 1 7 3 
feet, the l?reath 46 feet, in the center of which, 
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as in the oppofitc fide, is a very fpacious gate- 
way, of the Doric order, fupporting a pediment ; 
this is the entry to the mutton-market; each 
of the other two has a well-proportioned arch, 
faced with ruftics, for their entrance. 

All thefe markets are well paved with free 
ftpne, have walks all round them, and are co- 
vered over^ for ftielter, by roofs ftanding upon 
ftone-piersj under which the different commo- 
dities are expofed to fale; they have likeways 
pump- V. ells within, for cleaning away all the 
filth, which render the markets always fweet 
and agreeable, 

THE GUARD-HOUSE. 

THIS is a very handfome building, with a 
piazza, formed by arches and columns of the 
Ionic order, fet upon their pedeftals; the enta- 
blature fupports an Attic courfe,in which are o- 
val port- holes, ornamented with palm^branches* 
The lower part is divided into two apartments; 
the weft end, which is the largeft, is deftined 
for the privates, the other for the officers; oyer 
thefe are lofts for holding ammunition, &c« 
Adjoining to this building, upon the north, 
fronting Candleriggs-ftreet, ftands 
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THE HERB-MARKET, 

WHICH is neat and commodious,- in length 
130 feet, in breadth 41 feet. The principal en- 
try is decorated with coupled Ionic columns, 
fupporting an angular pediment. This market 
is laid out in the iame manner with thofe in 
King-ftreet. 



CHAP. vn. 

OF THE MERCHANTS AND TRADES 
HOUSES, AND OP THE FOURTEEN IN- 
CORPORATED TRADES. -' 

TH E inhabitants of burghs, in North Bri- 
tain, are divided into two ranks, viz. mer- 
chants and tradefmen; by merchants are to be 
underftood all thofe who buy and fell; tradefmen 
means mechanics of every denomination : with 
either the one, or the other of thefe ranks every 
perfon, who intends to carry on any bufinefs, 
muft enter and pay a freedom-fine. Thefe 
Corporations feem to be very ancient in Scot- 
land, and a difference between the merchant' 
and trades rank early eftabliflied. The mer- 
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chants are joined into one corporation under 
the name of the Gild : the trades are eredted 
into fo many feparate corporations by feals of 
caufe from the magiftrates and council; they 
are endowed with exclufive privileges; none 
but thofe who enter with the refpedive corpo- 
rations, whether merchants or tradefmen, are 
allowed either to deal in merchandize, or to 
exercife any craft or trade. By the ftatutes of 
king William the firft it is provided, cap. 35. 
that none but the merchant-gild fhall buy or 
fell within the liberties of the burgh; and, by 
ads of parliament 1466, cap.' 12. and 1487, 
cap- 107- craftsmen are, prohibited to deal in 
merchandize, unlefsthey renounce their craft. 
It would appear that the merchant-rank ia 
Glafgow had, in former times, arrogated to 
themfelves every power within the burgh; 
they were the only people who could be eleded 
magiftrates, and they referved to themfelves 
the diftrlbution of the common good of the 
burgh ; the trades, with a great deal of juftice, 
thought that they were entitled to have afhare 
in the government of the town^ and in the di* 
llribution of what certainly belonged equally 
to every freeman ; the merchants refufed to ad- 
mit them, ill-blood, ftrife, and contention a- 
rofe between the two ranks; they were oftea 
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ready to. come to blows; at laft, for the fake of 
peace, and at the interceffion of feveral of the 
principal inhabitants, they agreed to fubmit 
all their differences to Sir George Elphinfton, 
then provoft, and fome other gentlemen; the 
award which they gavic, in 1605, is termed the 
letter of gildry {vide Appendix N® XXVI;) 
this eftablifhes the powers and privileges of 
each rank, and is the real inftitution of the 
merchants and trades houfes. 

This letter of gildry is confirmed by a£k of 
parliament, paffed the nth of September, 
1672. " Our fovereign lord, taking to confi- 
deration the great and many debates, diflFe- 
rences, and contefts, which were betwixt thofe 
of the merchant-rank, and thofe of the crafts, 
within the burgh of Glafgow, in ,the time of 
his royal predeceffors, and particularly in the 
reign of his majefty*s grandfather, of ever 
bleffed memory, until the year 1605 years, at 
which time, by the mediation and endeavours 
of feveral perfons of the faid burgh, the faid 
differences came to be fettled and compofed, 
by a fubmiffion haying been entered into, and 
a decreet arbitral pronounced the 6th of Febru- 
ary, 1605; by virtue of which agreement and 
decreet arbitral, the inhabitants of the burgh 
of Glafgow hive lived in great peace, unity, 

U ' t 
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and concord among thcmfelves, as alfo thereby 
gpod order has been obferved in the refpedlive 
crafts and callings, and orderly contributions 
made for maintenance of the poor; therefore, 
his majefty, with the exprefs advice of the 
eftates of parliament, ratifies, confirms, and 
approves of the faid gildry, decreets and agree- 
ment, whereby the faid merchants and crafts- 
have met and made orderly contributions for 
the maintenance of their poor, declaring the 
faid decreet and agreement to have the force 
and ftrength of an afl: of parliament/' 

By the charter of king William and queen 
Mary, dated the 4th of January, 1690, all for- 
mer charters in favour of the gild-brethren, 
tradefinen, or any fociety, or deaconry, within 
the hurgh of Glafgow, are confirmed; and 
this charter is-^^klfo ratified by aft of parlia* 
ment, of datcthc "14th of June, 1690. 

THE MERCHANTS-HOUSE 

IS compofed of all thofe of this rank in Glaf- 
gow; every man, who fettles as a merchant, 
(which means traders of every kind) muft en- 
ter as fuch with the dean of gild, for which he 
muft pay one of the following fums a sa free- 
dom fine, viz.

In all 
taxations, watchings and wardings, to belaid 
upon the burgh, I fliall willingly bear iny 
part thereof, as I am commanded thereto by 
the magiftrates; I (hall not purchafe, or ufe ex- 
emptions to be free thereof, renouncing the 
benefit of the fame for ever. I fhall dp nothing 
hurtful to the liberties 2m^ cpmmon well of 
this burgh. I fliall not brew, nor caufc brew, 
any malt but fuch as is grinded at the town's 
milns, and {hall grind no other corns, except 
wheat, pcafe, rye, and beans, but at the fame 
alleiiarly. And how oft as I fliall happen to 
break any part or point of ^his my oath, I ob- 
lige me to pay, to the pommqn affairs of thi^ 
burgh, the fum of one hundred pounds Scots 
money, and fliall remain in ward while tlic 
fame be paid. So help me God. 

*' I fliall give the beft council I qin, an4 
conceal the council fliown to me. I fliall not 
confent to difpone the common good? of this 
burgh, but for ^ne common caufe, and ane 
common profit. I fliall make concords where 
difcord is, tp the outmoft of my power* In

tt At Glafgow, the fixth d^y of Auguft, one 
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thoufand feven hundred and fcventy years, 
fitting in judgment Archibald Smellic, dean 
of gild, and brethren of council; the faidday 
A. B. merchapt, i§ made burgefs and gild-bro- 
ther of the burgh, whp has paid his fines as 
at the far hand, and given bis oath as is herer? 
to prefixed.'' 

This ticket he produces to the clerk of the 
pierchants-houfe, who, upon his paying 4U 
Sterling, enrolls him as a n^atriculated men^ber 
pf the boufe. - 

The government of this houfe is vefted ia 
the dean of gild, and a council of thirty-fij^ 
members, who are ple£ted annually in the fol- 
lowing manner; the dean of gild names twelve^ 
jpftcrwards the whole matriculated members 
are divided into twenty^four leets, twelve of 
which leets are entirely made up of foreign 
nierchants, and twelve of inland, and out of 
each of thefe, twenty-four one is chofen; the 
dean of gild, jwrith thefe thirty-fix members, 
the merchant magiftrates, and colledor of the 
houfe, are managers of the funds of this houfe; 
which arife from the fums paid for freedom- 
fines, figning of the gold-book, and fums of 
|noney mortified by the charitable of the mer- 
jchant rank for the behoof oF decayed meni* 
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bers of this rank; thefe funds arc diftnbuted 
in penfions to decayed members, their wi- 
dows and children, in annual fums, from loL 
Sterling, to five pounds Sterling each, accor- 
ding to the neceffity of the penfioner, in the 
following manner. 
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Thofe fums of money, on the credit-fide of 
the uncertain revenue, are fums paid by order 
of the houfe to thofe people who are not enrol- 
led as penfioners, but whofe neceflities demand 
a temporary fupport, -

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The conveener and colledtor are annually 
chofen by the members of the houfe, but com- 
monly continue for two years. 

The deacon of each incorporation, from his 
ofEce, is always one of the number that reprefents 
his particular incorporation in the houfe, and 
he has the nomination of the reft at filling up 
the houfe. Tor example, the prefent deacon of 
the hammermen nominates five members out 
of that trade; thofe five, with himfelf, make 
fix members, who reprefent that trade in the 
houfe, and fo on through all the reft of the in- 
corporations. Thefe are the ordinary conftitu- 
ent members, and they are always chofen an- 
nually; the extraordinary members are, the 
trades baillie, while in office, the deacon-coil- 
veener and coUedior, if chofen out of the laft 
nine trades, during the time they are in office, 
and for two years after they go off; in this cafe 
the total members are fifty^nine; but if the 
conveener and collector are chofen out of the 
firft five trades, it makes no alteration in the 
members of the houfe, they being, in that 
cafe, fifty-fix in all, befides the trades baillic> 
who is always an extraordinary member dur- 
ing the time he is in office. 

The funds of this houfe are confiderablej 
they arife from freedom-fines paid by thofe of 
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the trades rank, from fums of money mortified 
to the houfe by the charitable of this rahk> 
and from annual fums paid by the thirteen 
firft trades in the roll, in the following jwopor- 
lions.

From thefe incorporations of merchants and 
trades ^1 the counf^llpr^, a^d confeqiif Dtly the 
magiflrates, are eleded; they fire, thefi^Qre,

confiderable bodies in the community. Some 
other corporations remain to be treated of; 
^ut, jiiS the 9er» of their cregdoa is pofterior tot 
the letter of gildry, by which the coafti^Utioa 
of tjie tpwn was fi^^ed* and 41^ they V9 not en- 
titled tQ any flb^e in ithe goyernment of the 
city, they may, with greater propriety, be 
terfsned incorporated focieties for charital^ 
purpofes.

THE FACULTY OF PHYSICIANS ANP 
SURG£ON9» 

WHO were ere£ted by a charter from Jdng 
James the fixth, for which vide Appendix N^ 
XXVIL This charter was confirmed by king 
C3iaf les the fecond, ip a charter of confirmati- 
on, dated at Edinburgh the nth of Septem- 
ber, 1672. Thefe gentlemasn were, for a con- 
fiderable fpace of time> incorporated with the 
barbere, in order that they might be entitled 
to a fliare in the government of the city j but, 
as they found that the advantages, refulting to 
them from this admiffibility into the council, 
were not great, and as they apprehended that 
they might recreive a greater degree of perfonal 
refpeft^ provided they had a meeting, with re^ 
gulations for thcmfelves, they effeded a fepara-^ 
tion from them foon after the year 1700; and

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from that time they have been a diftind body 

by themfelvcs^ The reader will obferve, that, 

by their charter, they have a power of fining 

all tl^ofe, within their bounds^ who dq ijot im- 

dergo an examination, obtain a licence from,

Sterling. ThU fum might perhaps be fuffici-p 

cnt, in 1599* to deter people from pradifing 

in phyfic or furgery j but, from the increafe of 

i^oney, it is now fo trifling, that every perfon 

who pleafes may pradife j as, before even this 

fine can be levied, the perfon ofi^ending may 

ftaod a fuit for fome years. It would therefore 

be much for the intereftof the public, that ^i^ 

fine ft>ould be raife4 to 100 1. Sterling, or even 

more, as many ignorq^nt people take it upon 

them to vend medicines, pradife in furgeiy, 

and eyen prefcribe, within the bounds of the 

facujty, without beipg tcgul2^rly bred ^o the 

bufinefp. ^ f^ s. d.

THE Buchanan's: society. 

A fociety wras eredled by thofe of the name of 
Buchanan, and the fepts or clans defcended 
from that name, in 1725, for the purpofe of 
putting out to apprenticefliips poor boys of 
their name, and of aflifting fuch widows of 
their name, whofe circumftances fhould re- 
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quire it. Each entrant pays 2 1. 12 s. 6 d. and 
i^othing farther. Their capital ftock is now 
ib much increafed that they have it in their 
power to beftow 170 1 Sterling per annum up- 
on thefe truly charitable purpofes. 

THE GLASGOW HIGHLAND SOCIETY 

WAS begun in 1727; the monber* of this 
Ibciety are either people born in the Highlands 
of Scotland, or the children of fqch a3 were 
born there. Each niamber pays at his admiifi* 
on 1 1. 1 H* 6d^ They have a fcal of «ufe from 
the magiftrat^js, {o that they ciMa fu^* or be fucdt 
in any court of law, in th^ faiqq nuanner 9» any 
other body corporate Their fund^ were a 
confiderable time ago laid out upon building 
the Black 3ull inn» which yields them 140 1. 
Sterling per annum; this fum is difpofed of in 
putting out the children of popr Highlanders 
to apprenticefliipsj they generally bind them 
for feyen years, and give their matters 4 1. Ster- 
ling of apprentice-fee with each of them. 

Befides thefe focieti^s, made mention of a-^ 
bove, there are numbers of others to be found 
in Glaigow, all tending to varipus charitable 
ends J as, the Marine Society, the Airfhire Soci- 
ety, the Galloway Society, and many others. 
The journeymen of every trade have boxes 
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and focieties of their own, from which they 
fupport fuch members as are prevented by 
iicknefs from earning their livelihood; when 
old age renders them incapable of working, 
fupport is given them for life, and, when they 
die, they are buried in a decent manner at the 
expence of the fociety. I fliall abridge the re- 
gulations of one of thefe focieties, in order that 
the reader may fee the good cflFeds that mull 
refult from them. 

The qualifications they expefl: from thofe 
defiring to become members are, that they, 
fliould be above fourteen and linder forty years 
of age, of the Proteftant faith, and free from 
church-fcandal, capable of earning their bread 
at the time of admiffion; each intrant muft pay 
five (hillings of entry money, and two {hillings 
per annum afterwards, while in health ; from 
the funds of the fociety, jeach perfon, when 
fick, receives two (hillings per week ; if con- 
fined to his bed, three (hillings per week, and, 
if unmarried, two (hillings per week, ^ for -a 
nurfe to attend him, with ten (hillings to pay 
for a furgeon ; (hould he die, the prefes of the 
fociety muft carry his head to the grave, if 
there is no relation prefent, and the members 
muft attend in decent drefs. The fociety pays 
thirty (hillings to defray the expeace of his fu- 
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neral; and, fhould he leave a widow and chiU 
dren behind him, the fociety prefents her or 
them with twenty (hillings Sterling. 

Thefums given away in charity annually^ 
by thefe diflFerent focieties, exceed 400 L Ster-» 
ling. 



CHAP. IX, 

OF THE PUBLIC CHARITIES. 

IN the two laft chapters, I have narrated 
the fujns given away in charity, by bodies 
corporate, and by focicties folely eftabliftied 
for charitable purpofes; it remains to give 
an account of the public charities. The hu- 
mane and benevolent heart muft receive a 
great deal of pleafurefrom beholding the am- 
pie provifion, which is made for thofe in Glaf- 
gow, whom unavoidable misfortunes, and 
unforefeen accidents, have reduced to the fad 
neceffity of depending for their fupport on the 
bounty of othersi 

.MUIRHEAD's,Or ST.NICHOLAS's HOSPITAL. 

THIS hofpital, which was founded and en- 

z t 
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dowed by bifhop Muirhead, ftill fubfifts; but, 
from what caufe I cannot pretend to fay, the 
revenues of thfe hofpiial have certainly been , 
in a great meafure loft, as no more remains of 
this foundation, vrhich was intended to fup- 
port twelve old men and a chaplain, than the 
paltry fum of 1 39I. 2 s* 5 d. Scots money, 1 28I. 
of which is divided among four old men annu^ 
ally, at the rate of 2L 1 3 s. 4d. Sterling each. 

hutcheson's hospital. 

THIS ho^tal wad founded and etidowed by 
George Hutchefon, of Lambhill, notary pu- 
blic, and Mr. Thomas Hutchefon, his brother, 
who was bred a preacher, in the year 1639, for 
the maintainence of old men and orphans ; the 
funds of this hofpital were afterwards increa* 
fed by James Blair, merchant in Glafgow, in 
1710: for the fums mortified by thcfe gentle- 
men, and for the purpofes for which they were 
mortified, n;tde Appendixi N^ XXVIII. . Small 
as thefe fums are, and expenfive as the build- 
ing of the hofpital was, (being 1781I. 13 d. 8s. 
Sterling,) yet fuch has been the generous and 
attentive management of the affairs of this 
hofpital, that the will of the donors has ever 
teen religioufly obferved, and the funds of 
^hia charity fo much increafed> that they now 
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Have It in their power to give away above 
900 1. Sterling per annpm in penfions, from 
10 1. to 5I. 10 &• Sterling per penfioner. 

THE GENERAL SESSION, 

WHICH is compofed of the minifters and 
elders of tlie different parilhes upon the cfta- 
blifhment, give away a great deal of money 
annually in charity. In order to give the read- 
er an idea of the fums given away by thefe 
gentlemen, annexed is a copy of one year's 
ynanagement. 
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Mitchell's mortificatioi?. 

Mr. WILLIAM MITCHELL was born in the 
city of Glafgow, and having fettled as a mer-* 
chant in London, he there acquired a fortune, 
and died upon the 25th of December, 1729. 
He, by his will, ordered that two thoufand 
pounds Sterling fhould be paid to the magi- 
ftrates of Glafgow, the intereft arifmg from 
which fum to be applied to the maintenance 
of the poor, at the prefentation of bis execu- 
tors and their heirs for ever; with this reftric- 
tion, that the perfons prefented fhould be bur- 
gefles, orthe children of burgeffes, of the city 
of Glafgow. This fund is now increafed to 
1^51 ^itxYm^ per annum. The patron is Jphn 
Orr, efq; of Burrowfield, as being neareft of 
'bipod to the teflator. 
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THi; town's hospital 

WAS built by fubfcription, and was opened, 
for the reception of the poor, upon the 15th 
of November, 1733, The reafons that indue* • 
cd the community to build this hofpital were, 
that die poor might be better provided than 
formerly, with wholefome food, good cloaths, 
clean lodging, and all other neceffary accom- 
modations of life, at a lefs expence than they 
ufed to ftand the community in for their main- 
tenance. Here they are well lodged, fed, and 
cloathed, the fick are well attended, and get' 
the diet which the phyficians prefcriHe for 
them; the old arid infirm get even a reafona- 
ble choice of diet, as far as is confident ^dth 
neceffary frugality; here they are relieved 
from the diflreffes of poverty, and difcngaged 
from all anxieties about their daily bread, and 
Other vexing cares of the world ; they fpend 
the evening of their days in the agreeable vi- 
cifTitudes of exercife, devotion, and refl; the 
young are inflrudked in the principles and 
precepts of the Chriflian religion, they ar« 
taught reading and writing, and, from their 
earliefl years, are accuflomed to a life of vir- 
'^ue, frugality, and induftry. 
/The 'funds, from which this hofpital is 
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maintained, are the general feffion, the town- 
council, the trades-houfe,- and merchants^ 
houfc, the intereft of money belonging to their 
funds, which are fums that have been mortifi- 
ed by the charitable, for the ufe of the houfej 
and, as there is always a deficiency, notwith- 
{landing of thefe funds, this is raifed by an 
affeffment made annually upon the inhabi- 
tants, m the following manner; the magi- 
ftrates nominate twelve, fourteen, or fome-^ 
times more, gentlemen of known integrity 
and charader, who have a lift laid before them 
of all the inhabitants in town, this lift they di- 
vide into fixteen or eighteen columns, each 
of thefe columns contains the names of fuch 
inhabitants as carry on trade to a certain ex- 
tent, or are fiippofed to be well able to pay th^ 
fum affixed to the particular column in which 
their names are inferted; if it is neceflary. to 
raife 500 1. for inftanpe, then each name, in 
^very feparate column, is valued at fo much as 
the fortunes of the perfons in each, particular 
' column ^TC fuppofed to be; if lodol. or more 
is to be raifed, it is only continuing a propor- 
tional increafe through the whole of the co- 
lumns; the higheft fum that ever was raifed^ 
was twelve (hillings and fix-pence upon each, 
thoufand pounds, that every perfon was fup- 
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pofcd to be worth, making a diflindion, cvea 
in equal fortunes, between the man who has 
a numerous family^ and he who has none* 

The number of thofe maintained in the 
houfe, and by the funds of the houfe, is about 
jfix hundred and twenty. For the manner in 
which they are maintained, annexed is an ac- 
count of one year's management^ iu the two 
following pages.

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C H A P. X 

OF THE UNIVERSITY. 

TPHE univerfity of Glkfgow owes its ori- 
-■- gin to the bounty of biftiop-Turnbull ; it 
was eftabli(hed in the year of our Lord 1450; 
the bull wp^s-obtaLaed from pope Nicholas the 
fifth, and is dated the 7th of January, 1450; 
for this bull, wde Appendix^ N° XXIX The 
biihop afterwards obtained royal letters from 
king James the fecond, upon t;he 20th of A- 
prilr I453» \yid^ Appendix^ N"* XXX] con- 
taining a number of privileges; and he, with 
the cpnfent of his chapter, afterwards bellows 
toany powers and privileges upon the mem- 
bers of thS univerfity; for which vide Ap^ 
pendix,"^^ XXXI. 

The inftitution, at firft, confiftcd of a reibr, 
a dean of faculty, a principal, who taught the- 
ology, and three . profeffors of philoibphy; 
aifd ^oon after this, the civil and canon laws, 
were taught by Ibme clergymen. 

From the eftablifhment of the univerfity in 
1450, to the Reformation, in 1560, the college 
was f;:equented chiefly by thofe who were in- 
tended for the church; its members were all 
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ecclefiafticsy and Its principal fnpport was de- 
rived from the church. The Reformation 
brought the univerfity to the verge of deftruc- 
tion; mailers, ftudents, fervants, a?I forfcok it. 

The magiftrates and council of the city of 
Glafgow were fo fenfible of the lofs which 
the community had fuftained, by the defertion 
of the colkge, that they endeavoured to rcftore 
it in 1572, by beftowing confideralile funds 
upon it, and prefcribing a fet of regulatioris 
for the proper management of it; but thefc 
being found infufiicientf king James the fixth 
ereded it anew, by a charter called the nova 
ereSiio in 1 577, and beftowed upon it the tiends 
of the parifli of Govan. The perfons who 
were to compofe the univerfity, by this new 
credion, were a principal, three profeflbrs of 
philofophy, four ftudents burfars, one oecono- 
mus, a principal's fervant, a janitor, and cook. 

The funds of the univerfity have been, 
fmce the year 1577^ confiderably increafed by 
the bounty of kings, and by the donations of 
private perfons; the profeflbrs have therefore 
been. increafed alfo; fo that, at prefent, the uni- 
verfity of Glafgow is compofed of the follow- 
ing members, viz. a chancellor, re£lor, dean of 
faculty, principal, and thirteen profeflbrs, to- 
gether with burfars, &c. The archbifliop of 
Aa 2 
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^jrlafgow, was, in former times, chancellor of 
the univcrfity, fx officio \ at prefeut the chan-- 
cellor is chofcnby the reftor, dean of faculty, 
jirincipal, and mafters. 

The chancellor, as being the head of the u- 
jiiverfity, is Ae fountain of honour; and in 
Jiis name are all academical degrees beftowed. 
The office of redtor is to exerqife that acade- 
mical jurifdidtion, in difputes among the ftu-* 
dents themfelves, or between the ftudents and 
citizens, which is beftowed upon the greater 
partof th<juniverfitiesin Europe, 

Th$ reQor is chofen annually in the comitia^ 
that is, in ^ meeting in which the whole ftu-* 
dents Ijave a vqice, as well as the other mem- 
bers of the ui^iverfity; immediately after his 
admiflSoij he ha? been in ufe to chufe certain 
perfons as his afleffors and counfellors in his 
capacity pf judge; and, informer periods, it 
was cuflonjary to name theminifters of Glaf- 
gow, or any other gentlemen who had no 
jponncdion with the univerfuy; but, for a 
great while paft, the reftor has conftantly 
named th? dean of faculty, the principal, and 
matters for bis aflefl'pfs; and he has always 
been, and ftiU is, in the daily pra£tice of judgt 
ing in the ?aufes belonging to l^im, y^'ixh thQ 
ft4yic§ofbisaire(ror§, 
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Bcfides thefe powers as judge, the redlor 
fumraons and prefides in the meetings of the 
univerfity for the election of his fucceflbr, and 
he is likewife in ufe to call meetings of the 
profeflbrs, for drawing addrefles to the king, 
eleding a member to the general affembly, 
and for bufmefs of the Uke kind. 

The dean of faculty has, for his province, 
the giving directions with regard to the courfe 
pf ftudies, the judging, together with the rec^' 
tor, principal, and profeflbrs, of the qualifica- 
tions of thofe who defire to be created matters 
of arts, dodors of divinity, &c. and he pre- 
fides in meetings which are called by him for 
thefe purpofes; he is chofen annually by the 
redtor, principal, and matters. 

The principal and matters, independent of 
the redtor and dean, compofe a meeting in which 
the principal prefides ; and, as they are the 
perfons for whofe behoof chiefly the revenue 
of the college was ettabliflied, the adminittra- 
tion of that revenue is therefore committed to 
them. 

The revenue arifes from the tiends of the 
parifli of Govan, granted by king James thte 
fixth, in 1577, from the tiends of theparifties 
of Renfrew and Kilbride, granted by this 
jnonarch in x6i7, and confirmed by king 
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C!harle8 the firft upon the 28th of June, 1630, 
frcMn the tiends of the parifhes of Calder, Old. 
»nd New Monklands, conveyed to them by 
a charter from king Charles ttte fecond, upon, 
the 4th day of Marcb^ 1670^ from a tack of 
thearchbiihopric, and from feveral donations ' 
which they have^ at different times, received 
from private perfons. 

• This revenue is expended in paying the fa- 
laries of the different profeffors, in repairing 
the buildings of the univerfity, in adding new 
ones when neceffary, and in defraying the ex-* 
pence of fervants, &c. 

The college of Glafgow, for a very confi- 
derable time after its eredtion, followed the 
mode of public teaching which is common, e* 
ven to this day, in Oxford and Cambridge, and 
in many other univerfities throughout Europe; 
that is, each profeffor gave a few Icftures every 
year, gratis j upon the particular fcience which 
he profeffed ; but in plwe of this, the profeflbrs 
have, for this great while, adopted the mode of 
'private teaching; that is, they ledufe and ex-^ 
amine two hoprs every day during the feffion, 
viz. from the loth of Odkober to the loth of 
June; a method which comes much cheaper to 
the ftudent, as he has it in his power, if he is at- 
tentive, to acquire his education, without being 
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under thjencceffity of employing a tutor: they 
have alfo private clafles, in which they teac]} 
one hour per day,

The number of ftudents, who have attended 
the univerfity for fome years paft, has been 
upwards of five hundred each feflion. 



C H A P, XI. 

OF THE EXPENCE OF EDUCATION AND 
OF LIVING. 

IN no inftance are the magiftrates and town 
council more commendable, than in the at'- 
tention which they have always paid to procur- 
ing of proper teachers in every branch of edu- 
cation; falaries have been fettled by them upon 
teachers of Englifh; of writing, arithmetic, and 
book-keeping; and upon the mailers in the 
grammar-fchool, which is folely deftined to the 
inftrudting of youth in the knowledge of the 
Latin language. . 

In order that- a ftranger may have an idea of 
the expeoce of education in the city of Glaf-* 
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^ow, I fhall give an account of the wages paid 
to the teachert, in all the different branches, 
according to the courfe in which they are gene- 
rally taught. 

Englifh fchool 4 s. per quarter of a yean 
Gratomar-fchool 4 s. per do. do* 

A perfon, unacquainted with th6 cheapnefk 
of education throughout Scotland, will be fur.^ 
prifed to fee how low thefe w^ges are ; but then 
he will take notice, that the teachers have fak- 
ries appointed them by the magiftrates, in order 
that they may be enabled to render this grcateft 
of all blefEngs attainable even by the pooreft; 
befides, there is another cuftom, which I believe 
is peculiar to North Britain alone; it is as fol- 
lows. Upon Candlemafs day (2d of February) 
each fcholar prefents his matter with a fum of 
money, which is called a Candlemafs-offering, 
this is always agreeable to the inclination of 
the parent, as every boy may give what he 
pleafes; the wealthy man fometimes gives 
with his fon ten guineas, the poor man gives 
with his child perhaps two (hillings; thus the 
ability, and oftentimes the vanity of the rich, 
are made fubfervient to the education of the 
poor. While the boys are attending the gram- 
raar-fchool, they alfo attend the writing for 
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one hour per day, the expence of which is on- 
ly 3 s. 6 d. per quarter, if two hours per day 
.7 s. 6d. per quarter; and after they have fi- 
nifhed dieir grammar, they commonly attend 
four hours per day in fummer, in order to learn, 
with their writing, arithmetic and book-keep- 
ing; the expence of this is 10 s. per quarter. 
While they are in the grammar-fchool, danc- 
ing is alfo attended for one hour in the day> 
the expence for this is 8 s, 6 d. per month* 

This is the general rule that is followed in 
the education of the youth in Glafgow, previ- 
ous to their being fent to the college. I cannot 
help thinking that the children are put too 
early to fchool ; at five or fix they are com- 
monly fent to the Englifli-fchool, this they fel- 
dom attend above two years; fo that at feven 
or e\ght they go to learn Latin; four years at- 
tendance here prepares them for the college, to 
which they are fent at eleven or twelve years of 
age ; a time of life ^t which they are certainly 
unfit to obtain a critical knowledge of the Latin 
tongue, the clafs in the univerfity which they 
attend during their firft feifion : in the fecond 
feffion they are employed in learning the Greek 
language, and they alfo attend the private La- 
tin clafs ; this feffion finilhes them in the know- 
ledge of the Latin language; in the third feffion 
Bb t 
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logic and the private Greek clafs employ theif 
attention ; in their fourth feffioni moral phila*- 
fophy, the mathematics, 4nd the private logie, 
are the clafles upon which they attetld ; in theil* 
fifth feflion, natural and experimental philofo^ 
phy, the mathematics, and the private mord 
philofophy compleat their education as gowA 
ftudents^ 

Their education in the languages and philcn- 
fophy being thus finiflied, they afterwards at- 
tend fuch clafles as are neceflary to fit them for 
' the diff^erent profeflions which they intend to 
follow through life. Thofe who refolve to be 
preachers enter into the divinity-hall, which 
they muft attend for feven years; in order to fave 
one year of which they often inroll themfelvea 
in it during their fifth feflion; with divinity 
they alfo attend fhe Oriental languages and 
church-hifl:ory. Thofe who incline to fl:udy 
the law attend upon the civil law, and the law 
of Scotland, which are both taught by one pro-* 
feflTor; if they mean to be phyficians and fur-* 
geons, anatomy^ materia medica^ and chymiC* 
try, are the clafles Which they wait upon. * 

With the expence of education, it is alfo ne- 
ccflfary that I fhould give fome account of thc^ 
expence of living ; as the young gentlemen wha 
attend the college generally board themfelves. 
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I {hall begin with that article, and in enume- 
rating the e^pence of this, and of every other

Although cheefe of a quality equal to any 
from England is made in the parifli of Dunlop, 
and in other places in the weft of Scotland, yet 
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there is by no means a fufficiency for the con- 
fuinpt of the inhabitants; fuch, alas, is the 
ftate of ;improvement to which our country is 
brought, that we cannot feed ourfelvcs; we are 
obliged to bring annually from England great 
quantities of cheefe, and of butter from Ire-- 
land. 

Garden fluffs of all binds are both plenty 
and cheap; but this is not the cafe with fruits, 
except in the articles of goofe-berries and cur- 
rants; there is not a fufficiency of any other 
kinds of fruits raifed in the neighbourhood of 
Glafgow; flrawberries are as high as one fhil- 
ling per Scots pint, or EngliQi pottle; cherries 
and plumbs of good kinds are feldom to be 
met with; and with refpedt to apples and 
pear^ the city is fupplied with them from the 
banks of Clyde, above Hamilton, and confider- 
4ble quantities are brought annually from Eng- 
land, which are fold from 3 d, to i d, per liU 
Englifh. 

Wines, fpirits, and groceries, of every kind ' 
are to be purchafed in Glafgow at as, reafon- 
able rates, as any where in Britain. 

Table beer from lod. to i s. 4d. per Scot* 
gallon (4 Englifh.) 
, Strong beer from 3 $• to 4 s per da 
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In the article of fiiel no place in the world 
is better fupplied ; coals, of an exceeding good 
quality, are to be procured every day at 2 s. 8d# 
per cart of 9 C. weight. 

By the following affize of bread, publilhed 
by the tnagiftrates, we may be enabled to judge 
pf the general price of bread; for though the 
price of bread varies according to the current 
price of the wheat, yet the variation is feldom 
great.

fame proportion. Thewheaten bread is to be 
marked on the' top with W, and the houfe- 
hold with H, and tht initials of the bakers 
name on both, under the penalty of -five {hil- 
lings Sterling for each omiffion. Every per- 
fon who aiks or takes for any bread, which he 
fliall fell, or expofe to fale, at a higher price 
than fuch bread is afcertained to be fold, for in

- By comparing the foregoing prices of 
provifions with thofe of the fame kind in 
other places, we may obferve, that Glafgow 
is by no means a cheap place to live in; 
but if we condder that our mechanics dnd 
labourers are conterited with a moderate di-* 
ct, in comparifon with the Englifh; that their 
ordinary breakfafts and fuppers, from choice^ 
are oat-meal-pottage, with a little milk or 
fmall'-beer ; and that their dinner is often bar** 
ley*broth, we muft evidently fee that their 
wages ^ are more than fufficient to fupply 
them liberally with thefe articles, and that 
they muft therefore fave money. 

Two other articles of food are much made 
ufe of by the poor people in Glafgow; thefe 
^re potatoes and falted white herrings, which 
are very cheap; potatoes are fold, upon an a- 
verage, in our markets, at yd* per peck, of fe« 
ven Englifh gallons, heaped, and falted her-> 
rings, at 4s. 2d. per 100; the weight of a peck 
of potatoes is equal to 48 libs. Englifh; three

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pounds of thefc hoilsd with a couple of iaked 
herrings do not exceed in value one penny 
half*penny, and are a fufficient dinner £x any 
labouring mail whatever; add to thisy that! 
the heahhfulnefs of this food cannot pof-^ 
fibly be called in queftion, for there is no fee 
of people in the world more healthy than the 
mechanics in (^lafgoW) and yet potatoes and 
herrings are daily.made ufe of, by a very great 
number of them^ fot a confiderable time of 
the year. Scarce any fuch thing is ain apo* 
plexy is known, in Glafgow; hy iaft yearns 
bill of -mortality only one perfon died of this 
diforder^ w&ereas ht the bills of mortality^ 
for a town of the fame fize in England, the! 
numbers dying of the apoplexy in one year 
are great . 

Seldom does a year' pafs in England with-* 
out cocaplaints being made of the high price 
of prcmiions; could an Englifh mechanic! 
condefcend to eat herrings, here is a cheap, 
healthy, and tafieful food; eating of butcher 
meat d^y, in whatever manner you may 
drefs it muft certainly pall the appetite; by 
fometimes making ufe of thefe herrings, it 
would at leaft, be a change of food, and would 
make them return to the roafted beef with 
double kee/mefs; it would prove the. means 
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pf increafing the number of our brave feamen,^ 
the fupporters of our greatnefs as a nation, 
and it would be attended with this happy ef- 
fect, that It would introduce wealth into the 
moft northern part of this ifland, whofe hardy 
inhabitants are ready, upon every occafion, 
to turn out in the defence of the country; be- 
fides it would be aii effe£bual method to reduce'* 
jhe price of butcher meat? 



c H A p, xn. 

OF THE COMMERC]^ Of GJLASGOW. 

A Mr. William Elphinftonis made mention 
of as the firft promoter of trade in Glas- 
gow, fo early as the year 1420; the trade 
which he promoted was,, in all probability^ 
the curing and exporting of falmon. But the 
firft authentic document, which I can find, re*- 
fpedting the city of Glafgow being confidered 
as a place pf trade, is in i546, Com|)laints 
having been made by Henry the eight, king 
of England, that feveral ihips belonging to. 
his fubjeds had been taken and robbed by 
yeffels belonging to Scotland, there is an order 
Cc« 
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of council iffued, difcharging fuch captures 
for the future, and among other places, made 
mention of in this order, is the city of Glat- 
gow [vide Appendix, N^ XXXII.] The trade 
which at this time they carried on could not ble 
great; it probably confifted of a few fmall 
veffels to France, loaded with pickled falmonj 
as this fifliery was, even at that time, carried 
on, to a confiderable extent, by Glafgow, Ren- 
frew, and Dumbarton. Between the yeara 
1630 and 1 660 a very great degree of attention 
feems to have been paid tq inland commerce 
by the inhabitants of Glafgow. Principal 
Baillie informs us^ tli?^t theincreafe of Glafgow, 
arifing from this commerce, was exceedingly 
great. The exportation of fajmon and of her- 
riags wasf alfo continued, and ^ncreafed* ^a 
the war between Britain and Holland^ during 
the reign of king Charles the fecoqdj I fina 
that a privateer was fitted out in Qy4e to 
cruize againft the JDutch; fhe was called the 
Lion pf Glafgow, Robert M'Allan comman-p 
4er; fhe is declared to be fixty tons burthen, 
or thereby^ and to have on board five pieces of 
ordnance, tjiirty-two mufket?," twelve half- 
pikes, eighteen polaxes, thirty fwordjs, and 
-three b?^rrels of gun-powderi Vith provi(ion8 
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for fix months, and fixty hands, officers in- 
cluded 

A fpirit for commerce appears to have been 
raifed among the inhabitants of Glafgow be- 
tween the periods of 1660 and 1707, when 
the Union with England took place. The ci- 
tizens who feem to have diftinguiflied them- 
felvcs during this period, were Walter Gibfon 
and John Anderfon; Gibfon cured and pack- 
ed, in one year, 300 lafts of herrings, which 
he (ent to Sl Martin's in France, on board of a 
Dutch vcffel, called the St Agate, of 450 tons 
burthen; his returns were brandy and fait 
He was the firft who imported iron from Stock- 
holm into Clyde. Anderfon is faid to have 
been the firft who imported white wines. 

Whatever their trade was, at this time, it 
could not be confidcrable; the ports to which 
they were obliged to trade lay all to the eaft- 
ward; the circum-navigation of the ifland 
would therefore prove an almoft unfurmounta^ 
ble bar tothecommerceof Glafgow; the people 
upon the eaft coaft, from their fituation, would 
be in poiTeflion of almoft the whole commerce 
of Scotland. The Union with Eqgland open- 
ed a field of trade, for which the fituation of 
Glafgow was greatly to her advantage; the 
p^mgrce of the eaft coaft, fince that period, 
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If«s (kclined; that of the weft has increafed 
to an amazing degree. 

So ienfible were the people of Glafgow of 
the advantages which they had procured by 
the Union, that no fconer was this treaty fign- 
ed, than they began immediately to profecute 
the trade to Virginia 2^nd Maryland; they 
chartered veffels from W|iitehaven; they fent 
put cargoes of goods, and brought back tobac-r 
CO in return. The method in which they pro-* 
ceeded iq this trade was certainly a very pru* 
dent one, a fupercargo went out with every 
veflel, who bi^rtered his g;aods for tQfaacca» 
until fuch time las he had either fold all his 
goods, or procured as much tobacco as wa$ 
fufficient to load his veffel; he then returned 
inimediately; and, if any of his goods re- 
mained unfold, he brqught them home with 
him. Happy would it have been for Britain 
if flic had always traded with America in this 
ixxanner. 

The merchants of Glafgow continued to 
proceed in their trade after this method; they 
were of great advantage to the country, by 
the quantity of manufactures which they ex- 
ported; and their own wealth began to in-^ 
creafe; they purchafed fliips of their ownj^ 
and in 1718 the firft veffel of th? property of 
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Ciafgow crofled the Atlantic; their imports 
of tobacco were confiderable^ and the^ b^^ 
to he looked upou as a refpe£]table port; ^the 
tobacco-trade at the pdrts oi^ Briftol^ Le<«r- 
pooU and Whitehaven was obferred to dwin* 
^e away; the people of Glafgow began to 
fend tobaobo to thefe places, and td underfei 
the Englifli, even in their own ports. A rigid 
frugality governed the merchants of Glaigow^ 
in every thing, attliistime; they were thero- 
fore able to bring their goods cheaper to mar« 
ket; jealoufy ana envy, thefe malignant paffi* 
On's, took pofTeflion of the breafts of the £i»* 
glifh; they fell upon every fcheme, which they 
could poffibly devife, to deftroy the trade of 
Glafgow;* the people df Briftol prefented re^ 
monftrances tothecommiffionersofthecuftoms 
at London, againft the trade of Glafgow, in 
1717; to thefe remonftrances the merchants of 
Glafgow fentfuchanfwers to thecommiffioMrs 
as convinced them that the complaints of the 
Briftol merchants were without foundation, 
and were the mere efFedls o£ jealoufy at the 
growing increafe of the tobacco-trade in Glaf- 
gow. But in 172 1 a moft terrible confederacy 
was entered into by almofl: all the tobacco-mer- 
chants in South-Britain, againft the trade of 
GlsJgow; thofe of London, Levcrpool, and 
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Whitehaven prefented, feverally, to the \or6§ 
of the treafuiy, petitions, arraigning the mer^ 
chants of Glafgow as guilty of frauds in the to^ 
bacco- trade; to thefe petitions the merchants of 
Glafgow gave in replies; and the lords of the 
treafury, after a full and impartial hearings 
were pleafed to difcufs the caufe by the fol- 
lowing fentence, *' That the complaints of 
the merchants of London, Leverpool, and 
Whitehaven were groundlefs, arid that they 
proceeded from afpirit df envy, and not from 
a regard to the intereft of trade, or of the 
king's revenue/' 

But the malice of thefe geiitlemeii ended 
not here; they brought the complaint into the 
houfe of commons ; commiilioners were fcnt to 
Glafgow in 1722, who gave in their reports 
to the houfe in 1723; the merchants fent up 
diftindt and explitit anfwers to thefe reports; 
but fuch was the intefeft of their adverfaries, 
that thefe anfwers were difregarded ; new oflS- 
cers were appointed at the ports of Greenock 
and Port-GIalgow, whofe private inftrudkions 
feem tp have been to ruin the trade, if poffible, 
by putting all iipaginable hardlhips upon it; 
bills of equity were exhibited againft the mer- 
chants in the court of Exchequer, for no lefs 
than thirty-three (hips cargoes, by which they 
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were commanded to declare, upon oath, whe- 

. ther or not they had imported in thefe (hips 

any, and how much more tobacco than what 

had been exported, or had paid the king's 

duty; vexatious law-fuits, of every kind) were 

' ftirred up againft them ; every fpecies of perfe* 

cution, which malice, aflifted by wealth and 

intereft, could invent, to deftroy the trade of 

Glafgow, were put in praftice; and they in 

part fucceeded; it languiftied until the year 

1735, that it began to revive; and even after 

this revival it wa6 carried on but flowly for a 

' confiderable fpace of time. 

I once intended, in the profecution of this 
work, to have given ftates of the trade of Glaf- 
gow at different periods; but upon mature re- 
fleiStipn, I became convinced that this would 
have fwelled the work to an unreafonable bulk, 
and would have contributed little to the enter- 
tainment of the reader. I fhall therefore give 
him only an account^of the (hipping in Clyde 
at this period, and then proceed with the pro- 
grefs of the commerce of Glafgow.

Thofe veffels in the lift, the deftination of 
which is not made mention of, were employed 
either to Ireland, in the river, or^inthe coafting 
trade*.

the commerce of Glafgow advanced but Howlj ; 
foon after the year 174.0 a new mode was a- 
dopted in carrying on the trade to America; 
in place of the prudent method of bartering, 
which I formerly took notice of, fadors were 
eftablifhed in the country, who received the 
goods, and remitted the tobacco; thefe goods 
they gave credit of to the planters, on condition 
that they fliould receive their crops of tobacco, 
when ready for the market; for feveral years 
this method fucceeded extremely well, and the 
payments were generally made in a realbnable 
time; but the trade, after the period of 1750, 
being exceedingly increafed, and factors efta- 
blifhed in every corner of the country, the in* 
terefts of thefe gentlemen began to interfere 
with one another; ambition for who Ihould 
be poflefled of the largeft Ihare of the trade 
took pofleffion of them ; they lent to the plan- 
ters large fums of money, in order to fecure 
them for cuftomers, they gave them unlimited 
credits ; and thus, by their endeavours to get 
the better of one another, rendered the com- 
merce with the people of America, rather a 
fpeculative, than a folid branch of bufmefs. 

The trade to America, and every other fpe-

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JBefides thefe imports^ I mu^ obferve to the 
reader, that feverjj cargoes from North Ame- 
rica and the Weft Indies, the property of Glas- 
gow, are delivered in London ; and that very 
great quantities of wheat are fent from North 
America to the fouthern parts of Europe, on 
account of the merchants of Glafgow; there- 
fore the particular imports of the port of Glaf^ 
gow rnuft fjsill very far fhort of the real import* 
of the property of Glfifgow; and that very large 
quantities of goods are exported annually from 
London, and other ports in England, for ac« 
9Qunt of the people ^n Glafgow; confequently 
the particular export* of the port of Glafgow 
jnuft fall very far ftiort of the real exports madf 
\>j the merchants of Glafgow, 

It i* not an eafy matter to afcertain the value , 
of the goods exported from Glafgow; it is cer- 
tainly very great, I ihall only obferve, tliat 
about one fourth part of them are of the ma- 
nufacture of Scotland; and that therefore the 
eSEeCt which the commerce of Glaigow has 
upon the wealth of South Britain, in compa- 
^fon with what it h^s upoij the wpalth of 
North Britain (owing to our inattention to ma- 
nufaftures) is nearly in the dire£t ratio of a* 
three is to one. The {hipping of Clyde at thiai 
time, is above 60,000 tons. 
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OF THE MANUFACTURESOF GLASGOW^ 

WHAT the manpfaavre^ of GlafgoV 
Tvere, in ancient timc^, I csmnot pre^ 
ten4 to determine; that fome yiroQllen an4 
Jinen cloths were inadei for the ufe qf t^^e in- 
habitants, is not tp be doubted of. By the lalq 
of fome hpufes, recorded in the chartukry, I 
find one or two of them defcribed as Handing 
f9 'uicofullonum^ which, I pcefume, means do- 
thiers-ftreet; that thefe manufa^ures would 
increafe, in propoj:tion as the tpwn in9reafed, 
is probable; but I am nqt of ppipion tliat they 
were ever carried to any extent. The writers 
upon opr trade and manufactures,' previous to 
th? Union, feqm \o think that Glafgow plaids 
were a confiderable mJ^nufa£t^re; there was s^ 
number of them made, which wer? chiefly fold 
tp Edinburgh; howevei- the aniou^t of thenq^ 
could only be trifling. 

That the <;ommerce; to America firfl: fug-- 
gefl:ed the idea of introducing manufacture? 
into Glafgow, is to me very evident; and that 
ihey were only attempted to be introduced a-* 
bout the year 1725. is apparent} tl^eic i^crcaftj 
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':^t firft, was i^cry flow; and it was not until the 
great encouragement given, by the legiflature^ 
to the linen manufs^dlury in North Britain, 
that the manufactures of Glafgow began to be 
confiderable. The adl of parliament in 1 748, 
prohibiting the importing or wearing of French 
cambrics, under very fevere penalties; the ai£k 
of 175 1, allowing weavers in flax or hemp to 
fettle and exercifc their trades any where in 
Scotland, free from all corporation dues, and , 
the bounty of one penny half penny per yard 
on all linens exported, at, and under, eighteen 
pence per yard, were certainly the caufes of the 
fuccefs of the linen manufadury. Succefsinone 
branch encourages the attempting of others. 
Let but a fpirit for manufacturing be diflFufed 
among ^ people, and we will never want mar 
nufaftures; for, fliould a change of fafliion, 
which operates powerfully on manufaftures, 
banifli at once any particular branch, the people* * 
-poflefledof this fpirit will immediately turn 
their attention to others. This fpirit was raifed 
in Glafgow between the years 1725 and 1750; 
and it has been extending ever fince that period. 
Having thus endeavoured to fix the aeras from 
which the introduftion and attention to manu- 
f»<Slures have flowed, I fliall give an alphabeti-^ 
pi account of the different manufaftures of 
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OlafgoW) with the date of their introdudiod; 
lind I ihall aftepirards give the value of goods 
made in Glafgow in 177 !• The reader, will 
ftt the fame time, take notice, that by manu« 
fa^res I mean that quantify of goods made 
^d fold, over and above what is fufficient for 
the confumpt of the inhabitants of the place iq 
which they are manufadured 

Anchors, the making of, has been introduced 
within thefe two years paft, and are already 
made in quality equal to any in Britain. 

Brafs, a foundery of, has been lately efla? 
bliChed; they now make a condderable quaur 
tity of candlefHcks, and other articles for ex* ^ 
port, in an e:fcceeding good tafte. 

Brewing has been long carried on in Glaf- 
gow, the quantity of ftrong beer and porter 
exported to Ireland and America has been con- 
fider^ble; the brewing of porter, a liquor of 
which there is now fo great a quantity con- 
fumed, is not of a long (landing here; from 
the attention lately paid to this article, I am of 
opinion, that porter equal m quality to Londoa 
porter is now made here. Malt duty 3903 1. 
13s- "4d. ' 

Bruftxes^ were firft made in 1755; there is 
now a fuflBciency for home confumjpt and ej^- 
portatjon. 
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Callicoes, vide printed linens. 

Cambrics were begun to be made here in 
i 7 5 2 of French yarn ; this branch is extendiijig 
very falK 

Carolinie)^ or clear lawns, are made of a fa^^ 
Ibrit equal to any in Britam. 

Caft-iron ; a work in this way ^as eftablilhed 
in 17699 which, upon proper i^ncouragement 
beiiig giveili could fupply eVfery demand in 
pots, &c. 

Checks, linddy and linen and cotton, have 
long been A confiderable manufafhire ih GlaC^ 
gow; they were fabricated here h ^\j as 
1702. 

Che<iks, linen and worfted, and cotton and 
Worfted, for furniture, are made in Glafgow 
Superior to any from Mancheften 

Coipbs, horn and ivory, are made to a fuffi* 
ci^nt extents 

Copper work, tin, arid white iron, were firft 
made for export in 1747 ; this manufa<Shire is 
now as pcrfeft as any where in Britain, and a 
fufficiency is made to anfwer every purpofe, 
either of home confumpt, or export. 

Delf and ftone-ware were introduced, delf 
in 1748, ftone in 1766, goods not inferior to 
any made either in Britain or Holland, in theie 
articles, are manufactured in Glafgow. 
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Diapers and, damafks were a confiderdbte 
manufaflury in Gkfgow; but this branch is 
now negleded* 

Gawzes, thready were once carried 6h to ft 
great extent, but, from the chauge of faflxion, . 
there was not one yard made in 177 1. 

Gawzes, filk, this manufadure is chiefly 
carried on at Paifley; the quantity made in 
Glafgow is not great, thbugh it is daily in- 
creafing. 

Glafs; the making of glafs bottles has be^n 
long known and pradlifed here. 

Glafgows^ u e. ftriped lawns, are made, and 
can be made to any extent 

Gloves, leather, a manufadury of, was in- 
troduced in 1763; they are now made equal to 
any in Britain, and in fufficicnt quantity. 

Handkerchiefs, checkered linen, have been 
carried to a very great extent. 

Handkerchiefs, muflin, can be made in any 
.quantity. 

Handkerchiefs, filk and linen, are made to 
a jpretty large amount. 

Handkerchiefs, printed, vide printed linenar. 

Hats, mens; although this manufadtury has 
been carried on for a great? while, and though 
it is allowed that the hats made in Glafgow arc 
equal, in quality and price, to any in Britain^ 
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yet there is very far from being a fufficiencjy 
made; the hats lold for export and for home- 
confumpt in Glafgow^ amount in value to about 
40,000 1. per annum^ of which there is only 
one fifth part manufadured in Glafgow. 

Jewellery was firft made for export in the 
year 1763; the makers are now capable of fup- 
plying orders to any extent. 

Incles were, firft made here about the year 
X 7 32; the engine-looms, at that time made ufc 
ofj were fo inconvenient, and took up fo much 
time in making the goods, that the Dutch, who 
were the only people poffeffed of the large in- 
cle looms, which by their machinery do fo 
much work as amounts to many hundred yards 
per day, were almoft folely inpoffeffion of this 
manufadtury. Mr, Hervey, who began this 
branch in Glafgow, was fo fenfible of the dis- 
advantages under which it laboured, that he 
went over to Holland; and, in fpite of the care 
and attention which the Dutch paid to con-- 
<:ealing the proper methods of carrying on this 
manufadury, he was fo fortunate as to bring 
.over with him from Haarlem, two of their 
looms, and one of their workmen; this Dutch- 
man remained fomc years in Glafgow; but upr 
on fome difguft, he went to Matiqhefter,^ and 
inftrudted the people there in the proper me- 
Hh t 
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thods of carrying on this manufadury. So 
that to the adivity of Mn Hervey the ifland 
of Great Britain is indebted for the improve- 
ment of this branch, which now employs fo 
great a number of hands. 

Ironmongery, viz. nails, hoes, axes, hinges, 
fpades, ftock-locks, &c. were begun to be 
made, for export, about the year 1732, by. 
feveral gentlemen, who took the name of the 
Sraithfield-company; in 1738 they eredted a 
flitting mill and forge, and built a large work-' 
houfe for carrying on this bufineft : they are 
now able to fupply any demand whatever, up- 
on better terms thaiitbey can be had in Eng- 
land. 

Kitchen-furniture, viz. grates, ;&e* were 
only begun to be made about the year 1763. I 
look upon it that this manufadtury is brought 
to perfection already, and that a quantity fuffi-* 
cient for any demand can be manufadiured in 
Glafgow. 

The quantity of iron confumed, in the vari* 
dus articles of ironmongery and kitchen furni- 
ture, within Glafgow, exceeds 500 tons; thisu 
valued, when manufadured, at 5 d. per lib. or 
46 1* per ton, amounts to 23,000 1. 

Lawns were begun to be made in 1742 j any 
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quantity can now be manufadtured, provided 
there was a demand for them. 

Linens^ white; the making of this article 
began only in the year 1725; the hands ne- v 
ceflary for carrying it on were brought from 
Holland and Ireland: the advances which 
; were made in it were, for a gfeat while, 
exceedingly flow; and although feveral gen- 
tlemen of capital entered into this manufac- 
tury, with a view to carry it on to a great 
extent, yet fuch were the prejudices which, 
even within thefe few years, prevailed in fa- 
vour of the Iri£b linens, that, though the linens 
fabricated by thefe gentlemen were allowed to 
be of a better quality than thofe made in Irc- 
' land, and fomewhat cheaper in the price, and 
though they gafve twelve months credit, and 
the Irifh were ready money, yet the exporters 
gave the preference to the Irifh; happily for 
this country, thefe prejudices are worn off, and 
the manufaftury is confiderably extended ; but 
there is ftill very far froni being a fufEcient 
quantity made to anfwer the demand for ex- 
portation; and if we confider that this branch 
is not liaWc to any change of fafliion, it is fur- 
prifing that it is not carried to a much greater 
extent than at prefent. 

Long lawns, which are a fpecies of cambric, 
Hh 2 
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are but lately introduced; but this branch i$ 
extending very faft. ' 

Leather, tanning of, has long been known - 
ix\ Glafgow. About the year 1740 a large taa- 
work company was cftablifhed; they, with 0- 
thcrs, now do a very great deal of bufinefs. 

Oznaburghs fcarce deferve to be mentioned 
as a manufadury in Glafgow. 

Painting, an academy of, was eftablilhed by 
Robert and Andrew Foulis; the wealth of 
Scotland was unequal to the undertaking, it 
has therefore been given up. 

Papef of feveral kinds is made in Glafgow. 

Printed linens and cottons were begun to be 
manufa£tured here in 1738; they only made 
garments till 1754, when handkerchiefs were 
firft printed. There is no manufacture more 
upon the increafe in Glafgow than this one, 
nor can any branch be more beneficial to the 
country, as the cloths -upon which they print 
are all made in Scotland; whereas, at London, 
and through the greateft part of England, the 
cloths they print upon are all imported from 
Germany. , 

Printing of books was firft begun here by 
Qeorge Anderfon, about the year 1638; Ro- 
bert Saunders fettled here about 166 1, and 
printing was carried on by him,. and after- 
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wards by his fon, of the fame name, till after 
the year 1730. But there was no good priii- 
ting in Glafgow until the year 1735, after 
which time Robert Urie printed feveral books 
in a very good tafte and mariner; and how far 
it has been improved, fmce that time, the ma- 
ny elegant and fplendid editions of books, in 
different languages, printed by Robert and 
. Andrew Foulis, who began in 1740, are a fuf- 
ficient teflimony. 

Ribbons, the making of, has been introduc- 
ed very lately; and though this manufa£tury 
is, as yet, in its infancy, they are made equal 
in quality to thofe from England, and rather 
cheaper* A few years experience will enable 
the manufacturers of this article to increafe it 
fo much, as riot only to fupply every demand 
in Scotland, either for the confumpt of the 
country, or their export trade; and, as work- 
manfhip is cheaper here than in England, it 
is to be hoped, that they will underfel the 
Englifh, and by that means fupply them with 
that article, as the people of Paifley already do 
with filk-gawzes. 

Ropes, a work of,' was eflablifhed about the 
year i6go, which has continued ever fmcc* 
They now make a fufHcient quantity to an- 
fwer every demand. 
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Saddlery, a manufadtury of, was begun ,a- 
bout the year 1725; but there were no good 
' faddles made here until the year 1735, that Mr. 
Whytlaw introduced the method of tanning 
kather proper for faddles ; fince which time 
' this manufadure has been improved, by the 
fame gentleman, and others, to fuch a degree, 
that they now make every article in this branch 
fuperior to any where elfe in Britain, and in 
fufficient quantity to ferve every demand., 

.Shoes were firft made for export by XhQ tan- 
work company. There is no deficiency in this 
inanufad:ure. 

Soap was a manufa<flury in Glafgow fo 
; early as ^he year 1667, and it is now carri- 
ed on to a very confiderable amount; excife 
2616I. 9s. 

Stockings, thread; the weaving of this 
article on frames was begun in 1740; this 
branch is increafing veryfaft, and might cer- 
tainly be carried to a much greater extent. 
Quantity made, 16,000 dozens of pairs, at 30 s. 
per dozen upon an average. 

Sugars, the refining of, was introduced, 
fo early as during the prote(3:orat4; of Crom- 
well. From the -Tale of thefe, and of fpirits , 
diftilled from their melaffes, the firft for- 
tunes acquired, in the way of bufinefs, in 
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Glafgow, were made. Their profits, at that 
time, muft have been very great, as the quan* 
tity refined in Glafgow has never exceeded 
t2ooo hogflieads. 

Threads, the making of, was begun in 
173 1. This manufacture is now confiderable, 
and may be much extended. 

Tobacco; the making of this article into 
fnufF, and otherways, employs a confiderablc 
number of people. 

Types, for printing, are made in Glafgow, 
perhaps, fuperior to any where elfe in Europe, 
by Dr. Wilfon and Sons. 

Woollens; carpets were made in 1757* and 
are ftill made to a confiderable extent. Huri- 
ters cloths, Englifh blankets, and other goods 
of this kind, are begun to be made: and from 
the attention which has been paid, for thefe 
three years, inbreeding of proper fpinners, and. 
in taking other fteps neceflary for carrying on 
this manufadture, it is to be hoped that it will 
fucceed. 

Annexed is an account of the value of thefe 
manufadlures, in the afceftaining of which, I 
have endeavoured to be as accurate as I pofli- 
bly could. That of the linens I had frony the 
truftees office. Wherever the goods manufac- 
tured were liable to excife, I had recourfe to 
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the excife books; and with regard to the o- 
thers, I applied to thofe gentlemen, who are 
engaged in them, who candidly gave me every 
information in their power.

Which are carried on at preferit in Glafgow, 
might certainly be introduced ; and would, if 
properly attended to^ meet with fuccefs. 
"Whatfoever kinds of goods which are made 
from cotton, as fuftians, thickfets, dimities, 
ginghams, with the numerous varieties of 
goods made by the induftrious and ingenious 
inhabitants of Manchefter, might certainly be 
fabricated to as good purpofe in Glafgow. 

A manufafture of cutlery and iron-toys 
would prove of very great fervice, not only 
to Glafgow, but to all Scotland This is an 
article which derives the greateft part of its 
value from the workmanlhip, and is, there- 
fore, exceedingly proper for a poor country. 
Manufa6:urer8 in thefe branches, by fettling at 
Glafgow, or in the neighbourhood of it, 
might depend upon meeting with an imme- 
diate fale for every article they could paake, 
as the demand, both for home-confumpt, and 
exportation is very confiderable ; their fales 
might very foon extend to above fifty thou«f 
fand pounds Sterling per annum. 

White glafs, fuch'as is carried on at New- 
caftle, though ;no great object, is certainly 
deferving of attention, A very fmall capital 
might carry it on to the neceflary extent. 

li t 
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Silks; a few have been made in Paifley, 
fuperior, in my opinion, to any that were ever 
fabricated in Spittalfields, Infernal prejudice, 
the bane of our country, immediately cried 
out, without making the experiment, That 
they were too thick wove, and that they would 
certainly cut in the wearing. 

Shalloons have been made in Gflafgow, but 
they were obliged to give them up for want 
of proper fpinners. 

Stockings, of the fame kind with thofe made 
at Nottingham and Leiceftcr, have been at- 
tempted to be made both in Glafgow and 
Paifley. The want of proper fpinners put au 
end to the manufacture. 

Broad cloths were once made in the neigh- 
bourhood of Glafgow. The want of proper fpin- 
ners obliged the undertakers to give them over. 

A fpirit has of late be6n raifed in North- 
Britain for introducing, and ^carrying on the 
woollen manufadlure, which miift certainly 
give pleafurjC to every wellrwilher to this 
country; but I am very much afraid that the 
preparatory fteps, neceifary for infuring fuc- 
cefs, in this fo beneficial manufadure, have 
not been taken, and that we are hurrying into 
this branch of tufinefs fo precipitately, that 
we may come to blaft it even in its beginningj 
for want of proper attention. 
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Much.has of late been written about, and a 
great deal has been done to improve the qua- 
lity of our wool. Our nobles, out of their a- 
bundant regard for the intereft of their coun* 
try, have brought down from England, rams 
of the beft. breeds, and, like needy jobbers, 
have leaped them for hire. This is no doubt 
a proper method for the improvement of 
our wool, provided our pafture was equal to a 
lar^e breed of (heep, which, I apprdiend, it is 
not; but it is my humble opinion, that, with- 
out this change in the breed of our fheep, the 
wool already produced in our country, is fuf- 
ficient for every manufafturing purpofe which 
*WG ought to aim at for forty years to come. 
Kendal-cottons, baizes, linfeys, Dutch and 
Englifli blankets, forreft- cloths, Hunters- 
cloths, duflBls, and low-priced broad cloths^ 
can be made from the wool commonly produc- 
ed in our country ; thefe are therefore the pro- 
per objedls of our ma^nufadure. 

The fleeces of a flock of fheep, of the fame 
breed, and on the fame pafture, as are com- 
mon in Scotland, yield .wool of no lefs^than 
feven different qualities upon an average. Have 
public ftaplers, properly qualified, been ap- 
pointed to feparate this wool, and to fort it ? 
^Jo. Have public fchools, for fpinning each 
li 2 
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of thefe kinds of wool, under the dire<3:ioa 
of proper people brought from England for* 
this purpofc, been eftablifhcd? No. Have 
weavers been brought from England, in thefe 
different branches, and apprentices put tq 
them ? No. What then have we done for the 
proper eftablifhment of the wooUen manu- 
fadure? Nothing. We are blunjiering into 
it as faft as we can, and blafting it at its firft 
outftt Without we can regulate our woolleq 
manufadure in fuch a manner, as that thg 
weaver can go to the wooll-{hop, and purchaie 
as much wool (to b^ fpun in his family) o^ 
yarn proper for his web, which he brings tq 
market undyed and undreflfed, it never can be 
^ manufacture of general utility and profit. 

Incorporated as we have bpen for near fe^ 
yenty years with the Englifli, a peoj^le whofe 
wealth has, in that period of time, been in- 
crcafed by means of manufadqres and com- 
merce, perhaps, as three is to one, it is truly 
;^maziag that fo littje has been 4one in thefe 
ufeful and neceflary branches in North-Bri-r 
tain. Some caufe for this inattention muft cer- 
tainly lie fomewhere, and it is every ,man'§ 
duty to endeavour to find it out. 

Fafhiqn operates powerfully upon every 
fpecies of manufadtures; every man has, I ar^ 
fonyinced, obferved the accounts of the diftre(-r 
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fee of the Spittalfields weavers, and other ina- 
nufafturers in England, upon the event of a 
general mourning, continuing for even a very 
few weeks; what then muftbe the condition 
of a couiitry, aiming at manufa<3:ures, far re- 
moved from the capital of Britain, the feat of 
fafhion, of which we have ever been the moft 
fervile imitators ? Manufa<Sturing in Scotland is 
therefore deprived of every advantage refulting 
from fafhion ; for it is not likely that a fafhion, 
with aviewtoferve the pianufaduresof Nprth-p 
Britain, will ever be introduced at court; and we 
feem hot to be poflefled of a fufficiency of fpirit 
to dare to have a fafliion of our own. While 
the induftrious inhabitants of Glafgow and 
Paifley were lately exerting themfelves to im- 
prove, bring to perfedion, and extend the ma* 
nufa^lures of cambric and lawn, the greater 
part of the women in Scotland were wearing 
muflin, a fabric of the Indies : nay, fo great 
is the influence of fafhion, that the very wives 
and daughters of thefe men were wearing this 
exotic themfelves. Surely we are void of 
thought ! 

People,' prone to flart difHculties, will natu^ 
rally fay. Who is to lead this fafhion? and 
which way is it to be brought about ? My an- 
fwer is. That there is nothing more eaff. Let 
|he people who fix the fafhion, be fuch whofe 
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quality and fortune elevate them above the reft 
of mankind, and let this fafhion be changed 
three timea in every year, in the following 
manner; let there be a public breakfaft, in 
Edinburgh, upon the 14th of February annual- 
ly, let the different mahufadturers produce be- 
fore this aflembly the refpedtive kinds and 
patterns of the goods which they can manu* 
fadhire, and let it b^ determined, by the com-* 
pany prefent, what fpecies of goods are to be 
in faihion for the whole drefs of both men and 
women, to commence on the 4th of June, and 
to continue to the nth of November. Let 
there be another breakfaft held upon the 
5th of June, in which it (hall be determined 
what kinds of goods fhall be in faihion, from 
the nth of November to the -13th of Fe* 
bruary. Let there be another breakfaft upon 
the 1 2th of November, which fhall diredt the 
goods to be in fafhion, from the 1 3th of Fe- 
bruary to the 4th of June. Let the woman of 
the higheft quality prefent always prefide in 
thefe afTemblies; let her appoint fome gen- 
tleman to take the fenfe of the company, and 
let their determination be publifhed in the E- 
dinburgh news-papers. Let the ladies treat e- 
very gentleman, who does not give obedience 
to the mandates of thefe afTemblies, as an un- 
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fafhionablc creature, and as one inimical to 
the welfare of his country. Let the gentlemen 
look upon every lady, who does not appear 
dreffed in the matiufadturcs of her country, 
as an extravagant woman, unfit to attend to 
the concerns of a family. An inftitution of 
this kind would, in a very fliort time, have a 
furprifing and falutary efFeft, and would cer- 
tainly tend to the good of our country.. 

But the greateft bar, in^ North Britain, to 
manufadures, and confequently to commerce, 
Strifes from our laws; in no country, in Eu- 
rope, is the chara<3:er of merchant, manufadur- 

Acr, and trader fo defpicable as in Scotland; in 
England, over all the colonies, and, indeed, in 
almolt every country in Europe, the oath of 
the merchant' and the produdtion of his books 
are held to be fufEcient evidence of his ac- 
counts, where the particular circumftances at- 
tending the tranfadions are fuch that a ftronger 
cannot be obtained ; in North Britain no faith 

' is given to either him or his books; he muft 
prove the delivery of his goods by .two wit- 
neffes, a thing generally impofiible, from the 
number and nature of mercantile tranfaftions j 
it is true, indeed, that if he fails in. his proof, 
he can get the oath of the buyer; but this is by 
no means putting the trader upon an equal 
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footing; it is fuppofm^ him a more unprinci- 
pled man than the perfon he deals with. 

I would riot be underftood to fuppofe, that 
any perfon would perjure himfelf willingly to 
avoid the payment of any debt; all that I de- 
fire to eftablifli is, that the property of the fel- 
ler is not fo fecure, nor his method of compel- 
ling payment fo fpeedy, as they ought to be by 
the laws of a commercial country. 

Another practice in our law detrimental ia 
the higheft degree to the trade of this country 
is the following ; fhould a trader purfue for any 
current account whatever, he is only allowed 
intereft from twelve months after the date of 
the laft article in his account; wherever trade 
is extenfive the profits upon goods are fo fmalU 
that even full intereft for every tranfadtion is 
by no means a fufficient compenfation for lying 
out of money to a man engaged in trade ; it is 
by very fmall profits, and quick returns, that 
he is ever to make any thing. But this is not 
all, by fuppofing intereft not due till twelve 
months after the date of the laft article in th^ 
account, the law tacitly fays (and the people 
have conftrued it to be fo) that every man is in- 
titled to twelve months, credit o£ whatever 
goods he buys; a pradice deftrudtive to both 
manufadures and commerce. Without fome 
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other mode than the above is adopted, it is in 
vain for us ever to think of being either a com- 
mercial or a manufs^during people. Gould the 
generality delay purchafing every article until 
fuch time as they were poffeffed of ready mo- 
ney, what a happy affair for this country; but 
as this h not the cafe^ let the trader^ who is the 
vehicle of conveyance froqoi the manufadhirer^ 
to the confumer, lay it down as an inviolable 
rule, to get all his accounts fettled by bill once 
in every three ijionths* ; let him in the taking 
of thefe bills confult the conveniency of his 
cufiomer refpeding the date when payable^ 
and let him give thefe bills, in payment to the 
manufacturer, for his goods; the banks would 
readily difcount them; a fmall capital would 
only be neceffary to ftrike into the manufac- 
turing line, and we would, by this means, be^ 
come a thriving ^and a flourishing people; 
whereas, if we proceed in the tract which we ' 
have hitherto followed, the over-grown capitals 
of the Englifh, by indulging the retailers with 



* Tht9 is the pra6lfce in England ; but if it fhould fo happen 
that any accounts are not fettled within the three nionths, they 
arc all adjufted, and bills taken for the balances^ between the 
ift and 24th of December in ever year, fo that at Chriftmat^ 
there i§ fcarce one open account to be found in England. 
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& longer credit than our raanufafturers can a^ 
ford to do, muft ever induce them to purchafe 
from them, and thus deftroy every attempt we 
can majce to render ourfelves either an induftri- 
ous or a wealthy people* 

The honourable triiftees for fiflieries, manu- 
fadures, and improvements have been emi- 
nently ferviceable, by the encouragement which 
they have given to every branch of manufac- 
tures which has been eftabliihed among us ; 
but, when confldered as a people, we are cer^ 
tainlydeftituteof that fpirit of enterprize which 
h abfolutely neceffary to render any country 
truly conynercial. Were our nobility, and our 
men of the greateft landed intereft, pofleffed of 
this enterprifing fpirit for the good of their 
country; did they but confider what an additi- 
on would very foon be made to their rents by 
eftablifhing of manufa<fhiring towns upon their 
eftates, they would certainly be induced, from 
motives of intereft, to give all the .afliftance in 
their power to fchemes fo falutary and fo neccf'- 
fary for the good of our country, and at the 
fame time fo beneficial to themfelves. Sir James 
Lowther's family, by giving affiftance to the 
coal and other trades at Whitehaven, increafed 
their rents fixteen thoufand pounds per annum; 
the noble family of Norfolk, by giving encou- 
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ragement to the ciitlary bufinefs at Sheffield, 
has added to their income about twenty tjiou- 
fand pounds per annum; befides many other 
examples which might be given in England, 
The duke of Argyle, alone, in Scotland, has e- 
ftablifhed a woolJen manufactury at Inverary ; , 
and I hope his grace will live to fee the gi^od 
effects of it. 

Could a fubfcription for fo fmall a fum as 
four thoufand pounds per annum be brought 
about in North Britain, to continue for fifteen 
or twenty years, and was the application of 
this money to be entrufted to a fet of men ver- 
fed in manufacturies, for the purpofe of intro- 
ducing the woollen and other manufaSures, I 
gm convinced that in a courfe of thirty or forty 
years, we fhould not only rival but excel Eng- 
land in a very great number of different ma- 
nufactures; our people would be prevented 
from emigrating to America, for they would 
then be able to ^arn their bread at home, and 
we would foon become g rich and a happy 
people.

The inquifition cfDaoid^ prince of CunAerland^ concerning the 
lands belonging ta the church ofGlaJgonu^ made in the year of 
our Lord iii6« ^ 
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^OW fince the inftitutes of our pxedecefibrs are brought 
__ J to remembrance by the fig^t of perifliaUc charters, and 
hy the deliberation of clerits, we have handed down fome tranf- 
adions of the Cumbrian nobility by thefe prcfcnt mandates. 
In the region of Cumbria, fituated partly in England, and 
partly in Scotland, the catholic feith firft abounding and in^ 
creafing in thefe countries, the nobles of the kingdom, and 
the chiefs of religion, co-operating with the king, have ereded 
the church of Glafgow into the biflioptic of the Cumbrian 
kingdom, to the honour o/ God and the bleffcd Mary, and 
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have confirmed it by proper decrees, acconfing to tlie ancient 
religion of the holy fiithers. This chorch, from thefe promif<< 
ing 'beginningSy and clerical inftitutions, likewife grew up in 
the knowledge of the holy faith» and» by the divine appoints 
menty admitted St. Kentigem into the biftiopricy who fumiihedi 
large draughts of knowledge to tbofe thirfting after heavenly 
things, and adminiftercd fpiritual food to the hungry, as became 
a faithful paftor. But a fraudulent deftroyer, employing his 
common wiles, and grieving, that the above church continued 
long inviolate in the faith, brought in, after a loi^.fdries of 
time, unaccountable fcandsla ipto the Cumbrian church ; for 
after St. Kentigern and many of his fucceflbrs, by their a«Uier«> 
ing to the holy religion, ^ere removed to heaven, various difi 
turbaiices every where ariiing, not only deflroyed the church 
and her poffeilions, but wafting the whole cpi^ntry, drove the 
inhabitants into exile, Thefe good men being destroyed, va- 
rious tribes, of different nations, flocking in froin feveral quar^ 
ters, pofieffed the forefaid deferted country i but being of dif- 
ferent origins, and varying from each Other in tbehr language 
and cuftoms, and not eafily agreeing among themfelves, they 
followed the manners of the Grehtiles, rather (han thbfe of the 
true faith. The inhabitants of which unhappy and abandoned 
country, though living like brutes, the Lord, who chufes tji^it 
none (hould periOi, vouchfafed to vifit in mercy ; for in the time 
of Henry kin^ of England, Alexander then, reigning in Scot- 
land, God fent unto them D;ivid, brother-german to the fore- 
faid king of Scotland, ^^ trheir prince and leader, to cqrre^ 
their fcandalous and wicked pra^ices, an4 to ch^ck their abo- 
minable obflinacy, by his greatnefs of mind, and by an inflex- 
ible feverity. He being difl:inguiflied for his piety, and pity- 
ing the miferable fl:ate of thi^fe irreligious people, influenced 
by heaven, in order to efiace their crimes, by fubjeding thei^ 
to a pafloral charge, of which they had been long deprived^ 
by advice and confent of his nobles and clergy, made choice of 
^ John, a pious man, who had been entrufted with his education, 
and \vho had not in vain devoted %9 his life the fervjce of C<3^ 
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to be their biihop ; but the bifliop upon knowing the barbarity 
of tbefe unhappy peopk, aaj the ttnltilude of their abominable 
iinsy being a good deal alighted, had refoNed to go to Jeru- 
falem ; but being, oOOtfiMy t» 1m ineliiiationy confecrated by 
pope PafchaU he would by no means delay entering upon this 
burthenibnKt charge/ aad kidiBg ^eoeived w|Ch joy by the prince 
and the nobility of the l^ingdom, and by the hearty concur- 
rence of the comnMMfty ht 4^Kiftd tlijp g^el throughout thi^ 
Cumbrian diocefe, the holy Ghoft powerfully aififting him.

MALCOLM, king of Scots, to all jufticiaries, barom, 
(herilFs, and their attendants, Normans, Saxons, Scots» 
Welfh, and Pids, ani every the parichioners of th^ church of 
St. Kentigem of Glafgow, apd of the bifliopric thereunto be- 
longing, greeting. As the divine providence hath appointed 
118, in our kingdom, to rule over bur clergy and people, it be- 
comes ncccflary for us to correfb the excefles of both, and ef-* 
fedlually to fecurc the pgiyer delivered to us ; whence, by the 
divine appointment, and by the advice and command of the 
holy Roman church, our mother, and of his holinefs the pope, 
jire, by pur royal authority, command, enjoin, and charge, ail 
of you, in the Lord, that you give due reverence and obedi- 
ence to your bifhop, archdeacon, and their fervants, and that 
you pay up your tithes, and other ecclefiaftical dues, to your 
churches, in all things, fully and without difpute, in the fame 
manner as I have commanded them to be paid through the 
other bifhoprics in my kingdom, viz. of corn, lint, wool, 
cbeefe, butter, lambs, calves, pigs, kids, chickens, and of eve* 
ry thing elfe not made mention of, which the Chriftian law 
enjoins to be paid.

ers, repugnant to pur faith, and which are already condemned 
by general councells, and rnofl: famous univerfities ; and hee 
being under the fame infamie, we decerning before him to be 
fnmmoned and accufed upon the preniifles, he, ,of evil mind 
(as may he prefumed) paffed to other parts, forth of the 
realme, fufpe6ted and noted of herefie j and being lately re- 
turned, not being admitted, but oJf his owne head> without li- 
cence or priviledge, hath prefumed to preach wicked herefie. 

We have found alfo, that he hath affirmed, publiflied, audi 
taught dlyerfe opinions of Luther, and wicked herefies, after 
that he was fummoned to appear before us, and our counfell :

make good nuorh .• That faith ^ hope^ and charity are fo knit^ thai 
he that hath fhe one, hath the reft, and he that ivanteth the one of 
them, tuanteth the reft, &€. with diverfe other hercfies, and de- 
tdbble opinionft : and hath perfifted fo obftinatr in the fame^ 
Chat^ by no counfell nor perfwaiione, hee may be drawn there- 
from to the way of pur right faith. 

All thefe premises bein^ confidered^ we having God and the 
integrity of our faith l?eforc our eyes, and following the coun- 
fell ;ind advice of the profeifers of the holy fcripture, vficn of 
lawy and others aflifting us fpf the time, doe pronounce, de- 
terminer and declare, the faid Mr. Patrick Hamelton, for his

ALEXANDER, bifhop, the fervant of the f^rvants of 
God> to his beloved children the dean and chapter of 
the church of Glafgow, healthy and the bleiling of the holy 
fee. 

As, in confequence of the apoftolic office committed to us, 
wc pught, fer the benefit of the univerfal church, to be em.- 
ployed in preferving their rights and privileges, fo we ought 
not to appear remifs and fearful, leaft, by our nieans, the care 
and diredlion of the apoftolic fee fhould feem to be wanting to 
them 5 or that we ourfelves may Hot te defervedly blamed for 
being deficient in that care impofed upon us : We have heard 
that you, by common confent, and by the direction of provi- 
dence, have ordained that the prebendaries of dead canond 
Ihall be given to the poor for one whole yiear, and that their 
juil and honefl debts be paid to their creditors ; which ap- 
pointment of yours, we holding good and valid, confirm by 
our apoftolic authority, and ratify by thefe prcfents ; ftridlly 
commanding, that it fiiay not be lawful for you, or others 
living in your lands, to impofe new or undue a£iions or cuf« 
toms ; but that you have and hold all your lands by the fame 
tenor, in which you was known to hold them during 'the reign 
of king David, of bleffed memory. Befides, we ratify and con- 
firm, by our authority, all the ancient cuftoms, which the fore- 
faid king David, or John, formerly Jbifhop of Glafgow, have 
introduced into your church. We therefore decree, that it

Charier 6f Robert dt Mythynghy^ concerning the fale of his land 
to Mr. Regifiald Irenvyne^ archdeacon of Glafgonu^ 1268. 

TO all the faithful in Chrift, prefent and to come, who 
may fee or hear this prefent writing, Robert de My- 
thyngby, greeting in the Lord. Know all of you, that I> ' 
compeljed by great poverty, and preffing neceffity, with the 
confent and affent of Agnes, my daughter and heirefs* and of 
Walter, my brother, appearing in the court-hall of Glafgow, 
and exprefsly confenting, have fold, granted, and by this my 
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prefcnt charter, confirmed (for the removal of my prefent po- 
verty, before creditable and fufficieht witnefles) to Mr. Re- 
ginald de Irewyne, archdeacon of Glafgow, all my land*, 
which I held in the city of Glafgow, without any rcfcrvation, 
vrith all their pertinents, as they lye, in length and breadth, 
between the lands of Peter Tyndal, towards the eaft, on the 
one part, and the lands of Edgar the vicar, towards the weft, 
on the oth^- part, for a certain fum of money, which the forc- 
faid Mr. Reginald, in my great need has fully fatisfied me in : 
which lands were offered to my nearefl relations, in the court- 
houfe of Glafgow, at three principal court days of the year, 
and upon other court days frequently, according to the law 
and cuflom of the burgh ; and I have made and given feizin 
of the faid lands, with their pertinents, to the forefaid Mr» 
Reginald, in prefence of the provofts and baillies, twelve bur- 
gefTes, and other inhabitants of the faid city, to be held and ' 
pofTeffed by the forefaid Mr. Reginald, and his heirs, or by 
any one, or as many to whom he fhall pleafe to will or dif- 
pofe of the fame in free burgage, fully, freely, peaceably, and 
honourably for ever, paying thence, annually, to the lord 
bifhop of Glafgow, and his fuccelFors, his juft due, in place 
of all fervices, exa6iions, cuAoms, and demands. And I, the 
faid Robert, and my heirs, warrant, give over, and will for ' 
ever defend the forefaid land, with all its pertinents, liberties, 
and eafements, to the forefaid Mr. Reginald and his heirs^ 
and to whofoever he fhall think proper to will or affign it. 

In witnefs whereof, I have appended my feal to this char- 
ter, and as well at my inilance and requeft, as of the forefaid 
Reginald. In teflimony of thefe premiffes, the common feal of 
Glafgow is appended to this charter, before thefe witnefFcs, &c.

commit to writing, under form of inftrumentji for a memorial 
in time coming, the tranfa^ion between him the moft reverend 
and the provoft and council of his city of Glafgow for the 
time, concerning the nomination and ele6Uon of the baillies, or 
confuls, of the faid city, viz. How ;^ honourable man, Andrew ' 
Hamilton of Cochnay, provoft, and all the reft of the council 
of the faid city, this prefent Tuefday next and immediately 
following the feaft of St. Michael the archangel, on which 
new confuls, whom we call baillies, were in ufe to be erected 
and created for the enfuing year, before the new eledUon of 
the confuls, came into the inner flower garden, near his palace 
in Glafgow, talking and cbnverfing with fome of the canons' of 
the chapter, and where they likewife had many words with 
the moft reverend concerning the ele<Etion of the baillies ; more- 
over they had in their poflcffion a certain fcheduiie of paper, 
in which the names of fome of the moft refpe£i:able and fub- 
ftantial men of the faid city were inferted, which they reached 
out, dcfiring the moft reverend that he would admit two of 
them to be confuls, or baillies, for- the enfuing year, and in 
which fchedule of, paper the fallowing names were contained, 
David tindeiay. il> Troingait, David Lyone, John Mure, Mr, 
John Hall, Andrew Dunlop, Jamts Graham, Archibald Ly- 
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*>tte, artd John Stewsart of Bogtowiii out of which the faid 
moft reverend ele£tcd two, viz. Mr. Hall and John Mur^, 
whom he named to be created and elefted baillies for the year 
unfiling, by pointing out the names of thefe in the fchedule to 
be proclaimed by the faid proroft and council, 
f Which nomination being folemnly made by the faid moft 
reverendj the provoft and douncil forefaid prottiifed faithfully, 
10 the f^id moft reverend, to eka the faid Mr. John Hall 
arid Jo^n Mure fo named* as confuls, or baillies, in their town- 
hdil, as ufe is, by faying thefe words* We ixhU fdthfi the dejire

. Aftci: they vrtvt difihifled, the faid moft rtvef end lord, with 
the worthy venerable men^ after-infert, canons of his chapter, 
ftailding by him ^all the while, (arid vvhom we required as wit- 
tieffes) thus fpoke, " In order to take away all further conten- 
tion about the nomination and ele^ion of confals to our city 

>of Glafgow, for the fake of future times, It is perhaps worth 
our while to ftrengthen, by an inftrument, all the affair lately

city*" Wherefore* the forefaid moft reverend lord, with the 

.ca^notis of his chapter then ftanding by, alked and required in- 

. iftruments, one or more* under the hand of me notary public 
fubfcribing ; becaufe I faw, knew, and heard all the premifes, 
from beginning to end, fo faid, done, aded, and truly tranfaded. 
Thefe things were fo.donc in the inner flower-garden of the faid 
moft reverend father, within the ftone walls furrounding hi* 
palace, year, day, month, indidion, and pontificate^ above- 
written, in prefence of the venerable and worthy men, mafters 
John Colhoun, William Baillie, John Spreull, and James 
Coitts, lord of Stobo Provane, Glafgow fecfcnd, Ca^buflang 
and Carftai^^, refpe^ive, prebends and canons^ 
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j^ reprefentation of the fad condltkn and humhle d&fires ofthi 
people of Glafconu* 

IT pleafcd the Lord, in the deep of his wifcdome and over* 
ruling providence, fo' to difpofe, that upon the 17th of 
June laft 1652, being Thurfday, a little before two of the 
clocke in the aftcrnoone, a fuddcn and violent fire brake up 
within a narrow alley upon the eaft fide of the ftreet above the 
croffe, which, within a (hort fpace, burnt up fix allies of hous- 
es, with diverfe confiderable buildings upon the fbre-ftreet. 
And, while the inhabitants of the neighbouring places of th< 
towiie were flocked together for the removal of the goods that 
could be gotten from amongft the fire, and hindering, fo fer as 
in them lay, the fpreading of the fame, the wind blowing from 
the north-eaft, carried fuch fpar^s of the flame as kindled, un- 
expe£tedly, fome houfes on the weft fide of the Saltmarket^ 
where the fire fo fpread, that it did over-run all from houfe to 
houfe^ and cpnfomed, in fome few houres, what came in its 
way, not only houfes, but goods alfo, both of the inhabitants 
of that ftreet, and of others likcwife, who, when the fire begaa 
upon them, had brought to that place thefe of their goods and 
moveables which were gotten fafc from the fire that firft feized 
upon them. This fire, by the hand of God, was carried fo 
from the one fide of that ftreet to the other, that it was totally 
confumed on both fides, and in it the faire, beft, and moft con- 
fiderable buildings in the town, with all the (hops and ware- 
houfes of the merchants which were therein, and from that 
ftreet the flame was carried to the Tronegate, Gallowgate, 
and Bridge ft reet-gate, m all which ftreets a great many coit- 
fiderable houfes and buildings, with the beft part of the move- 
ables and commodities of th^ inhabitants were burnt to afties. 
This fad difpenfation from the hand of an angry God conti- 
nued near eighteen houres, before the great violence of the fire 
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, Ifgan to abttte ; in this fy^Mxii time many of thofe who were 
wealthy before^ were^BJt^ciiidry impoveriihed ; many merchanti 
and others almo!ft.Tmncd^ * wy c6niiderable number of wi- 
dowes, orphans, and honeft families were brought, to extixme 
mifery; the dwellings^ of almofl a thoufand families were ut- 
,terly confumed ; and marty-of thefe who had a large patrimo- 
ny, and ofttimes had been a fhelter to others in their ftraits, 
kad not themfelves a place to cover their head, or knew where- 
with to provide bread for them and their families. That which 
was preferved from the violence of the fire being caft out in the 
open ftreet, and by frequent removings thereof from one place 
to another, and from that to a third, and from a third place 
to a fourth, as the fire occafioned, fo that it was either taken 
away by ftcakh, which, in fuch a confufion, was inevitable, or in , 
a great part fo fpoiled, that it was made utterly unprofitable. 
When fome hundreds of families, in great diftrefs and wants, 
hadi till the Saturday at night, laine in the open fields, and 
diverfe of them were beginning to get fome fhelter with fuch 
vf their neighbours as the Lord had fpared, upon the Lord's 
day, betwixt feven and eight in the morning, the fire brake 
put anew in the north-fide of the Tronegate, and continued 
burning violently till near twelve o'clock in the forenoon : this 
new and fad ilroke, upon the back of the other, not only de- 
ftroyed diverfe dwelling houfes, and occafioned the pulling 
' downe of many more, but it fo terrified the whole inhabitants, 
that all carried out of their houfes what moveables they had, 
and took themfelves againe, for fome nights, to the open fields ; 
and in this fearCj and rehtoving of their goods from their houfes 
to the ftreets, and" from the ftreets to the fields^ the loffe, by 
itealing and fpoiling of goods, wa^ very great to all ; and di- 
verfe, on whom the fire unexpededly feized, were altogether 
ruined. 

As we defire to acknowledge the juftice of the Lord in this 
terrible ftroke, having minillred fo much fewell to the fire of 
.his indignation, that burnes fo hot againd the whole land, and 
to mpurne under his heavy difpleafure, that his further wrath 
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againft us may, in his Son, be avotedy fo are we ncccHltated 
earneftly to intreat for charitable and timely fupply from ouc 
Chriftian brethren and neighbours, whom we doe, m all bii* 
mility^ requeft, if there be any confolation in Chrift, if any 
comfort of love, if any fellowfhip of the Spirit^ if any bpweli 
and mercies, that they wQuld tenderly lay to heart and confi- 
dcr the defolate condition of the poore inhabitants uf this af- 
fli^led city, and with chearfulnefle and a willing mind, in due 
feafon, caft fome of their feed upon thefe many waters for the 
refrefhment of us, who are ready to faint in this our languifh- 
ing condition. As God hath given every one ability, fo wo 
hope they will give ; a very mite from a willing mind of thofe 
who can do no more will be accepted of the Lord, will be to us 
comfortable, and we are confident will be no fmall matter of . 
joy to themfelves in the day of their accounts, that, in this fo 
confiderable an opportunity of charity, they have not hid 
themfelves from their own flefli, 

WHEREAS we, whofe names are fubfcribed, being credibly 
informed, by a certificate under the hands of colonell Overton 
and colonell Blackmore, that, about the 1 7th day of June laft, 
there happened, in the towne of Glafcow in Scotland, a fudden 
and very lamentable fire, which, in a very fhort fpace,* burtit 
4own the beft part of the buildings, with a third part of the 
faid towne, and aln^od all the fhops and warehoufes, with the 
refidences of the merchants. In which places, fo confumed, 
were fourfcore byerlaned and alleys, with all the Ihops, befidetf 
eighty warehoufes, which alleys were the habitations of a 
thoufand femilies ; all which loffes computed amounts to one 
hundred thoufand pounds Sterling, as by the faid certificate 
^nd reprefentation, publiihed by the magift rates and minifters 
pf that place, concerning the fad condition of the people there- 
of, by reafoii of that fire, may more fully appear. We, there- 
fore, taking into our compaffidnate confiderations the lamen- 
table and deplorable conditions of the faid poore inhabitants^ 
doe, upon their fsarncft requcfts, repomm^nd them, as an hig^ 
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objeft of charity, to fuch piou« and well-difpofcd people as (hall 
be willing to contribute their charity towards the relcifeofthc 
prefent and preffing neceilities of the faid inhabitants. Dated

OU R foveraign lord and lady taking to their confiderati- 
on, that the citv of Glafgow is amongil the moft conil- 
derable of the royal burrows within their ancient kingdom of 
Scotland, both for the number of inhabitants, and their Angu- 
lar fitnefs and application to trade, and {he convenient fituation 
of the place upon the river of Clyde : and that the common 
good of the faid city hath been greatly wailed and exhaufted,* 
by draining vaft fums of money fwjm magiftrates, who vwrc 
|iot freely ele6led and chofen, as is ufual 'in other royaj bur- 
rows ; and likeways confidering the firm adherence, and con- 
^ant ^^al for ^}iq ^roteftant religipn vf ^he community of (he 
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{aid city, their majefties did grant a full and ample charter, tn 
favours of the faid city of Glafgowy and the common council 
thereof, confirming all former tharters granted to them, by 
any of their royal predeceffors, in favours of the community of 
the faid city or gild-brethren, tradefmtn, or any fociety, or 
deaconry, within the famen ;. and alfo of new granting and dif- 
poning to the faid city and common council thereof, a full and 
ample power, right, and faculty of eleding their provoft, bail- 
lies, and other magiftrates, at the ordinary time of eleftion, als 
freely as any other royal burgh might do within their faid anci- 
ent kingdom, promifing to confirm the forefaid charter in the 
next parliament. Therefore their majefties, with advice and 
confent of the eftates of parliament, do ftatute, ena6l, and ordain, 
that the city qf Glafgow, and town-council thereof,- ihall have 
power and priviledge to choofe tlieir own magiHrats, provoft, 
baillies, and other officers within burgh, als fully, and als free- 
ly, in all refpe^s, as the city of Edinburgh, or any other royal 
burgh within the kingdom enjoys the fame; beginning the , 
firfk eleAion at MicHaelmafs next, and fo furth, yearly, in time 
coming. And further, their majefties, with confent forefaid, 
do ratify, confirm, and approve the forefaid charter, granted 
by them, in favours of the community and common council of 
Glafgow, of the date the fourth day ^f January, 1690, in the 
whole heads, articles,, and claufcs thereof^ als fidiy and amply 
as if the famen were, word by word, herein engroifed, where- 
anent their majefties, with confent forefaid, do hereby difpenfe 
for now and ever. It is always hereby exprefsly provided and 
declared, that this prefent ad (hall be without prejudice or de- 
rogation to their majefties of their rights to the regality of 
Glafgow, or other rights, except as to the power and freedom 
of the burgh of Glafgow, iq relation to the choofing of their 
own magiftrats, and the feveral erections of incorporati<Mi8 and 
deaconries within the fame.

AT Glafgow, the 22 0£^ober, 1711. The which day the 
magiilrates and town-council conveened^ confideringt 
that, by an a£l of the general convention of royal burrows, 
the whole royal burrows arc ordained to tranfmit to the 
clerk of the royal burrows, each of their fetts and cuftoms, 
in their elef^ions of their magiftrates and council, to be re- 
corded in the books of the faid general cooTeotion of royal 
burrows, in manner, and to the effe£fc, as is more fully fpecified 
in the faid a6^ ; therefore the magiftrates and town-coanctl 
do hereby declare, the fett, or accuftomed way of this burgh 
of Glafgow, in their elcdions of their provoft, baillies, town« 
council, dean of gild, deacon-conveener, treafurer, and others^ 
after infert, to be as follows, viz. 

By the ordinary fett of the faid burgh, the town-council 
(beiides the provoft and three baillies) is to confift of the 
number of thirteen merchants and twelve trades, and if ei- 
ther the dean of gild, deacon-conveener, treafurer, or maftef 
of work, or all of them that (hall happen to be chofen of per- 
fona not in the town-council, they, by their eleftion, become 
extraordinary counfellors. The elediion of the provoft and 
baillies upon the firft Tuefday after Michaelmafs (which is the 
ordinary day of ele6kion of thofe who (hould bear office as 
provoft and baillies of this burgh for the year enfuing) ; the 
provoft, baillies, and town-council conveened, do proceed firft 
to the eledion of the provoft; and the hail council being re- 
moved £rom the table (except the prefent provoft and baillies) 
^e faid provoft and baillies do leet the merchant rank in four 
leets, and the council being called to take their place at the ta- 
ble, each of the faid four leets are feverally voted, and one cho- 
fen dut of each of them, and the faid four perfons, fo chofe% 
being removed, and divided in two leets, and 'the faid two 
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Icets being fcverally voted, there are two perfons chofen 0Vl€ 
of the fame, and which two perfons are put in one leet, and 
the fame put to the vote^ which of them (hall be chofen as 
provoft, he who has plurality of votes is cle6^ed provoft for the 
year enfuing, and he may be eleded and continued, at the 
next year's eleftion, for a fecond year 5 but he cannot be leet- 
cd or clcdled till two years expire after his going out of the 
office* 

lUm. After the ele^ion of the provoft, as fald is, they d« 
proceed to the eledlion of the three baillies ; and the haill 
council being again removed from the table, except the pro* 
voft elected, as is immediately above written, and the three 
baillies vrho are to be changed with the late provoft or pro- 
▼ofts, the faid perfons, not removed, fet down the leets of the 
merchants and crafts ranks in council, out of which the three 
baillies are to be chofen for the year enfuing s The merchant 
rank, who are capable to be leeted, are divided in four leet8> 
and the council being called to take their place, the faid four 
leets are feverally put to the vote, and one chofen out of each 
of diem, and the faid four perfons, fo chofen^ being divided 
into two leets, and the counfellors of the trades rank being 
divided in three leets, and feverally put to the vote, there are 
three perfons chofen, who are put in one leet, and the faidt 
three kets of merchants and crafts (after the perfons therein 
are removed) being feverally put to the vote, there is one of 
the two in the firft leet of the merchant rank, chofen for firft 
and eldeft baillie, and one of the two in the fecond leet of the 
merchant rank chofen fecond baillie, for the year enfuing; as 
alfo, there is one of the three in the leet of the crafts ranjt 
chofen as baillie for the crafts rank; and it is alfo the fett and 
cuftom in the eleftion of the baillies, that none of the council 
who has been eleded baillie can be. thereafter leeted for or 
cleded baillie, till two years expire after their being out of 
that office. 

Item. The eleaioh of the tpwn-eouncll upoti the firft Ttii 
day after the cledion of the faid magiftrates; there do con- 
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iripcntlie prefent provoft and three baillics, and the^OTofl and 
three bailliea that were in office the laft year, and the provoft 
and three baillics that were in office as magiftrates the year 
pieceeding tl^e lail -year^ which three years magiftrates makes 
up the number of twelve^ and if any of the faid number be 
defedtive, in refpedk of one man being provoft two of the faid 
three yearly or by the abfence or death of any of the twelve, 
therefore thefc conveened do elc6^, or call for fo many perfons 
as fhall happen to be wanting of the faid full number of \he 
fame quality of -the abfentSy whether they be merchants ot 
grafts, to make up the faid number of twelve, who are ap« 
pointed, by the conftitution of the .burgh, to make choice of 
thofe who are to bear oftce as counfellors of this burgh for the 
year enfuing, and then do proceed to the ele£Uon of thirteen 
cf the merchant rank, and twelve of the trades rank, to. bear 
office as counfellors ; which counfellors are ele^^ed as follows, 
viz* the whole thirteen of the merchant rank, and twelve of 
the traded rank, who were counfellors the year precceding, 
*re lectcd with others of the faid i^nk, who are not counfel- 
lors ; and in refped that the prefent magiftrates are chofen 
out of the laft coimcil, the late magiftrates do come in their 
pface to make up the number, and be leeted as counfellors, 
and none of the faids thirteen merchants, or twelve trades, 
can be leeted one with another, but with perfons out of the 
council, as faid is, except in' the cafe when either the dean of 
. gild, deacon-conveener, treafurer, or mafter of wotk, (haU 
happen to be extraordinary counfellors by their office, they 
may be leeted againft as many of the merchants and trades 
counfellors, of the fame rank ; and in cafe it fhall happen, at 
any time, that a coniiderable number of the counfellors who 
are ele^ked^ as faid is, do not accept, the magiftrates and coun« 
cil may, and have been in ufe, to ele6l others in their room 
and place. The ele^ion of thie dean of gild, deacon-conveener, 
trea&ircr, and others, upon the fore faid Wedncfday after the 
eleftion of the council ; do conveen the provoft, baillies, and 
counfellors^ both of the merchants and trades ranks, together 
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With the deacons of the refpedive incorporate crafts in tter 
burgh ; and bccaufe that the trades baillie, and counfeilarSy 
and deacons fortfaid, do exceed the number of the magiflrates 
^nd council of the merchant rank, there afeas many merchanti 
added to them as makes the merchants and tradea ranks both 
alike in number, and;then there is a leet produCied from the 
meh:hants-houfe9 contained in an z€t thereof, under that 
clerk's hand, confifting of three perfons of the merchant rank, 
and one of them is chofen by the magiftrates and town-coun^ 
cil, and others forelaid, to bear office as dean of gild of this 
burgh for the year enfuing* As alfo, there is a leet produced 
from the trades-houfe, contained in an a6^ thereof, under thefr 
clerk's band, confifUng of three perfons of the crafts rank, and 
one of them is chofen by the faids magiilrates and towii-coun- 
cil, and others forefaid, to bear office as,deacon-conveener of 
this burgh for the year enfuing* And iit the eleAion of the 
dean of gild and deacon-conveener, the provbft has the firft 
vote, and, in cafe of equality, the cafting yote« Thereafter th« 
merchants and deacons, who are added ^ to the magiflratea 
and town-council for eleding the dean of gild and deacon- 
CQnveener, being removed, the magiftrates and town-council 
put two or three perfons on the leet, which is put to the vote, 
and one of them is chofen to bear office as treafurer of the 
burgh for the year enfuing ; and that the leet out of which 
the treafurer is eledled cpniiils of the merchant rank, and 
trades rank, per vkesf or year about. 

Item. In eleding the baillie of Gorballs, the magiftrates 
and town-council do put two or three of their number upon 
the leet, \^hich is put to the vote, and one of them is chofen* 
to bear office as baillie of the Gorballs for the year enfuing, 
and the leet out of which he is chofen coniifts of the mer- 
chant Irank, and trades rank, per viceif or year about. 

It^m^ In ele^bing the water baillie, the magiftrates and 
town -council do put two perfons (either of the council, or 
not of the fame, as they think fit) upon the leet, i^hich is put 
to the vote, and one of them is ^ofen to bear office as water 
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baDlie for the year enfuing; and the leet out of which he it 
ehofen confifts of the ^lerchant rank^ and trades rzukff^r v/- 
«f/, or year about. 

Itevu In ele^ing the mailer of work, the magiflrates and 
town-council do put two perfons of the merchant rank, either 
of the council, or not of the fame, as they think fit, upon the 
icet, which ia put to the vote, and one of them i» ehofen to 
bear office as mailer of work of the burgh for the year enfik* 
ing. 

Jtept, Thefe is a leet produced from the incorporation of 
maltmen, under their clerk'6 hand, confifting of four or iive 
perfpns of that trade, which leet being put to the vote, one 
pf them is ehofen by the magiflrates and town-council to be 
viiitor of the maltmen foi* the year enfuing. 

Itemp There is a leet produced from the incorporation of 
gardeners, under their clerk's hand, and confiiling of two per*

Item. In eleding the procurator fifcal of court, there is a

Ai^d the magiflrates and town-council recommend to the 
provofl to tranfmit an extra£l hereof, under the clerk's hand,

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4^t Ghfgoiu^the i^ih of j^pril^ 1748. ^ * 

TH E which day the magiflrates and town-council con-r 
veened. The committee, nominate by a former a^ 
.dated the 8th pf April inftant, for coofiderlng what alterattops 
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and amendments may be proper to be made in the kt% of die 
town, reported, that the conftitution of the town-council o( 
Glafgow has been long complained of, as having a tendency 
to continue the government of the city in a particular fet long- 
er than may be for the public intereft, there being f<Hnetime» 
difficulty to get the more creditable burgefles to accept of 
offices; and time and experience having difcovered fundry 
defcds in the former conditution, the following alteratic^na 
Itnd amendments are hunfibly fubmitted and reported by the 
committee to whom this affair has been remitted, to take ef- 
k€t at Michaelmafs 174B, ai^d to be obferved in all time 
coming, viz. 

Regulation i. 

THAT the late provoft and baillies, and the laft elefted dean 
of gild and deacon-conveener, (hall neceffarily continue, and 
be of the ordinary council, without eledion, the year dftet 
their having been in, or^xercifed their refpe^ve offices. 

Regulation 2. / 

THAT the two fenior merchant, and two fcnior trades coun« 
fcllors, not being in the magiftracy (excepting always the laft 
year's provoft and baillies, together with the laft ele6led dean 
of gild and conveencr) fhall neceffarily be difqualified, annu* 
ally, from being in the council for the fpace of three years al- 
lennarly, and that the like number, of the fame rank, be cho- 
fen, or filled up, in their places, at the time, and in the man- 
ner to be condefcended on, in the immediately fubfcquent ar- 
ticle. But in regard hitherto the numbei: of new members 
J>rought yearly into the council has not been fixed or, uniform, 
and that three, or more, of the prefent members of one rank 
may decline accepting the office of counfellor, for compelling of 
whom there is, at prefent, no provifion, and that hereafter 
fome of the fenior counfellors, fdrcfaid, by being in the office 
of magiftracy, or having been magiftrates, deaii of gild, or 
Qcacon-CQnveener, the preceeding year, may be.-neceflary or 
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conftituent members of the council, whereby it ftiall happen, 
that there may be only one merchant or trades counfcllor, ex- 
elafive of the neceflary members abovefaidt older eleded than 
all the rdd of his rank, and that after his being difqualified, 
there may be two^ or more» of that rank who have been equally 
long in council, or it may happen, that thrte* or more, coun* 
feilors, of the fame rank, have been brought in at one election, 
!t is provided, that fo oft as any of thefe cafes, or cafes of the 
Hke nature, fhall occur, when only part of the counfellors eled^ed 
at one time, need to be dropt, iil order to make up the num« 
ber of two of each rank neceffarily to be difqualtfied as above, 
it (hall be in the power of the twelve elcdors, hereafter menti* 
oned, to determine, by plurality of voices, which of thefe two, 
or more, counfellors, eledled at one time, are to Mi off from 
the council for that year, two of each rank being neceffarily to 
be difqualified ai^ually, whofe places are to be filled up in the 
manner to be hereafter prefcribed; and fuch of the fentor coun« 
fellors as are not difqualified, or continued on the above ac- 
count, for that year, (hall be the firft who are to fall off, and 
neceffarily go out of the council, the ele^ion immediately fub- 
. fequent', at leaft, fo foon as they ceafe to be necefiary counfel- 
lors in confequence of the regulation fbrefaid. 

Regulation 3. 

THAT upon the firft Friday after the ekaion of magiftratcg 
in O^ober, 1 748, and yearly thereafter, on that day, the three 
fetts of magiftrates^ «rho, by the original conftitution of the 
burgh, have the power to choofe thofe who are to bear office as 
counfd^llors, conveen within the town-hall, at four in the after- 
noon, the dean of gild and deacon -con veener being warned 
perfoi^ally, or at their dwelling houfes, to be prefent with 
them^ and after filling up the -places of fuch of the ele6tor8 as 
are dead or abfent, or who have b^en two years in one office, or 
borne two offices, to make up the full number of twelve, the 
dean of gild and conveener, if at the meeting forefaid, being 
always to be electors in rooqi of fuch of their refpedlive ymks 
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ynhxik places are to be filled up as above; and after hanng » 
lift laid bdoet them, by the town clerks of the members of laft 
year's councily diftinguifhing each year, when they were lail 
brought into council, thefe twelve ele&ors are to fill up and 
choofe thirteen merchants and twelve tradefmen, who, with the 
provoft and three baillies, are to make the ordinary council of 
twenty nine, for the year fub£equent, in the nuinner following, 
viz. The thirteen merchant counfellors are to be compofed of 
the laft year's provoft (when* not re-chofcn) the two merchant 
baillies for the proceeding year, the laft eleded dean of gild, 
who, in cafe he has been an extraordinary member of council 
in the former year, is to fupply and fill up the room of one of 
the new merchant counfellors, and that whether he has been 
newly eleded into the office of magiftracy or not, and of ano- 
ther new counfellor ^f th^ merchant rank to be chofen by plu-* 
rality of voices, as above, who, with the faid dean of gild, in 
the event forefaid, are to come in place pf the two £enior mer- 
chant counfellors, neceffarily to be difqualifted and ^11 off* from 
th^ council, by the fecond regulation, before fet down; but, in 
cafe the laft elected dean of gild has been of the ordinary coun- 
cil of twenty nine, the preceeding year, the faid twelve dec* 
tors are, by plurality of voices, to name and choofe two hew 
merchant counfellors, in place of the two fenior members of 
that rank to be difqualifled, as above exprefled, and fo many of 
the junior or lateft elected merchant counfellors for the pre- 
ceeding year, not being at the time in the office of magiftracy, 
or having been magiftrates or dean of gild the immediately pre- 
ceeding year, as with the neceffary and new eleded counfellors, 
above faid, ihall make up the number of thirteen, exclufive of 
the provoft and two merchant baillies, are to continue and re* 
main members of the council, for the merchant rank, the year 
enfuing i And as to the twelve trades counfellors, they ate to 
confift of the perfons following, viz. The immediately pre- 
ceeding year's baiHie of that rank, the laft eleded conveener, 
who, in cafe he has been an extraordinary member of council 
in the formq: year, is ^o fupply and fill up the room of one of 
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the new trades counfellorsi and that whether he has been newlj 
cledled into the office of magiftracy or not, and of another new 
counfellory of the trades rank| to be chofen \}j pluraKty of 
Toicesy as above^ who, in the event forefaid^ are to come in 
place of the two fenior trades counfellors neceflarily fio be dif? 
qualified by the fecond regulation above written. But» in cafe 
the laft elected conveener has been of the ordinary council of 
twenty nine the preceeding year, the faids twelve eleddrs arc, 
by plurality of yotes, to name and choofe two hew trades 
counfellors, to fupply the place of the two fenior members of 
that rank to be difqualified, as above -exprefled. And fo ma* 
ny of the junior, or lateft eleded trades counfellors, for the 
preceeding year, not being at the time a baillie, or having been 
baillie, or conveener, the immediately preceeding year, as with 
the neceiTary and new eleded counfellors, above faid, (hall make 
up the number of twelve, exclufive of the trades baillie at the 
time, are to continue and remain members of the council for 
the craftsmen rank the year enfuing. Declaring always, that 
the faid twelve eleAors fliall further have liberty, and are here^ 
by appointed, to fill up the places of fuch of the preceeding 
year's council, who have died in that time, or refufed to accept^ 
their offices, and whofe feats have not been * filled up by the 
council in tem^s of the, original fett, and that over and above 
the four new counfellors, to be annually eleded and filled up, 
as before fpecified; and that there is to be no further change 
in the council, any one year, than by filling up oV choofing two 
merchant and two new trades counfellors, in place of thefe to 
be difqualified, as aforefaid, or fupply ing the room of fuch as 
are dead, or have refufed to accept in the preceeding year, in 
cafe the feats of the latter have not been filled up by the coun- 
cil, as before mentioned ; declaring always, that in regard a 
good number of the merchant counfellors ele£ied in 06^ober 
laft, 1747, have not accepted of their offices, for which, as be- 
fore noticed, there is at prefent no compulfitor, it (hall be per- 
mitted, that in Odober, 1748, at filling up the enfuing yearns 
council, in cafe two or ttiore of the perfons chofen counfellors 
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for thw current year (hall continue to decline acceptance, tic 
twelve ele^kors, before named, may only fill up or nominate 
new counfcllors in place of thofe who have not accepted the 
preceeding year, without being obliged to difqualify, at that 
cleftion, only the two fenior accepting counfellors of that ranJs^ 
in terma of the fecond regulation afbrefaid. 

Regulation 4. 

THAT the baiHie for the village of Gorbalh is to be chofea 
out of a leet of the merchant rank and trades rank, per vices^ , 
with liberty to the council to nominate them out of their own

R^GUI^ATION 5* 

THAT every perfon, hereafter elededor continued a coun- 
fellor, (hall be obliged to accept of his office on the. day 
whereon the dean of gild and conveener are chofen, if not con- 
lined with ficknefs, or ncccflarily abfent, or at furtheft in three 
months after his elcftion : and that any perfon, chofen to be 
a cownfellor, refufing or negle6Ung to accept, as faid is, (hall, 
by the magiftrates and council, at their firft meeting after the 
firft day of January, yearly, be fined and amerciated in the 
futn of twenty pounds Sterling, payable to the colle^ors of 
the merchants and trades houfes, refpe^five, for the* behoof of 
their poor, according to the rank which the refufing or nc- 
* glefting counfellor (hall be of, and the faid refpcftive colledlors 
are to be obliged, between and the Wbitfunday enfuing to 
produce a certificate, under the hands of the dean of gild or 
conveener, refpeftivejy, of their having accounted for the faid 
feveral fines, or that the fame are placed to their debites, with 
the feveral houfes, otherwife the faid refpeftive colle6^or8 (hall

Regulation 6. 

*rH AT every perfon wh6 (hall be hereafter elefted provoftf 
one of the E)ailli6s, dean of gild, deacon-conveener, or treafurer, 
ihall, on his refuiing or declining' to accept or exercc aay of 
tlie faid oHiocs, at the firft meeting of the council after theelec* 
tion of the dean of gild, be fined and ;unerciatcd| by the ma« 
giilrates and town council, in the fum of forty pounds Sterlings 
payable to the colledors of the merchants and trades houfesy 
refpe{iivei for the behoof of the poor, according to the rank 
which the. refoiing or negleding office-bearer fhall be of, with

ftrate in the place at the time, fhall call a council, within forty 
eight hours after, fuch death, and there intimate the.tnconve-» 
aiency and neceffity of fupplying the vacant office, And at that 
4bt another council fhall be appointed^ not under four» or %* 
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bove eight days diftance from the formery for de^ltog an offia*« 
bearer in place of the magiftrate or treafurer deceafed, and (baU 
appoint the whole members o£ councfl to be warned for that 
efFe£^. At which fecond meeting leets (hall be made up, as » 
prefently pra£lifed at ele6^ing thefe office-bearers (exdnding^ 
the magiftrates at the time^ or any other debarred from being 
eleded into any of thcfc offices, rejp^^ve, by the original fett) 
out of which leets the office vacant, as aforefaid, is to be fup- 
plied, and the perfon newly cleAed to have the fame power* 
and privileges with his immediate predeceffor, in whofe place 
be fhall b^ chofen ; and in cafe of the death of a dean ofgild 
or conveener, during their being in thefe offices, the immedi-. 
atfely preceeding dean of gild or conveener, on life, within, 
forty eight hours after fuch deceafe, are to conveen their 
refpeSive houfes, who are to appoint a new meeting of their 
frveral members to be conveened, and properly warned, not 
under four, nor above eight diiys diftance from the former^ 
diet, whereof the provoft, or prefiding magiftrate, is to be 
acquainted. At which laft nieeting a- leel of three perfons 
fhall be ele6lcd, by majority of votes, to be prefented by the 
two houfes, refpeRhey according to the ranl^ of the perfoa 
deceafed, in the fame manner as has been hitherto pra6iifed 
at eleding the dean of gild or coniveener, the firft year of 
their offices; and immediately after the houfe9( have voted 
the faid leets, refpeElive^ the prefiding magiftrate is to call 
and conveen the town-council and deacons of crafts, in die 
fame form and method as has been hitherto obferved bn oc- 
cafions of that nature, and the perfons, who, by law or prac* 
tice, have right to choofea dean ofgild or conveener, (hall, by^ 
plurality of voices (the provoft or prefes having the firft, as 
alfo a cafting vote) cleft that office-bearer out of the leets fore* 
faid, according as the office fhall happen to be vacant by death, 
as faid is ; and the perfon fo to be elefted fhall have the fame ' 
powers and privileges, wliich his immediate predecefTor had 
when on life ; declaring alfo, that in cafe of any perfons not 
tecepting of any of the faid offices, within a month after their

cledion, the council are to proceed and make choice of another 
office-bearer in their place, obfervingthe forms and regulationt 
before fet down in the event of theihdeceafe. 

Regulation 8. 

THAT the original fett and conflitution of ^he burgh, fo 
far as not altered, amended, or repealed by the prefent regula- 
'tions, fhall continue and remain in full force, till a proper and 
legal alteration be made therein. And that this prefent plat- 
form, and rules therein fet down, fhall be obferved inviolably, 
till altered by the city council, with confent of the merchants 
sind trades houfes, and fhall be publicly read in prefence of the 
council annually, immediately befoi'c they proceed to the elec" 
tion of magiftrates. 

Which report above written being read in prefence of, and 
duly confidered by the magiftrates and council, they agreed 
thereto, and approved, and hereby approve thereof, and or* 
dain the fame to take effed, and be obferved for the future, 
according as is above-mentioned, and remit to the magiftrates 
to order copies of the above report to be given in to the dean 
of gild and de^con-conveener, to be laid by them before their 
rcfpe6tiye houfes.

. THE J.ETTER OF GILDRY. 

AT the burgh and city of Glafgow, the 6th Febniaryi 
16&5 years. Forafmuch as the whole inhabitants witho 
in this burgh and city of Glafgow, burgeffes and freemen 
thereof, as well merchants as craftfmen, having duly confi- 
dered and deeply weighed the great hurt, intereft, damage, 
lofs, and fkaith, which their haill cbmmon-well, thefe many 
years by-gone, have fuftained, by ilrangers and unfreemen 
ufing and ufurping the privileges and ancient liberties of this 
burgh, as freely as the freemen and burgeffes indwellers with- 
in the fame ; and partly, by fome mutual contraveriies, and 
civil difcords, arifing amongft the faid freemen and burgeffes, 
ancnt their privileges, places^ ranks, and prerogatives; by. 
the which occafions not only their trade, traffic, and handling, 
has been ufurped by ftrangers and unfreemen, as faid is, Xo 
the great depauperating of the haill inhabitants within this 
town ; but alfo, all policy and care of the liberties of this 
burgh has been overfeen and neglefted, to the great fhame^ 
and derogation of the honour of this burgh, being one of the 
mod renowned cities within this realm; and having found 
the only caufes thereof to be for the want of the folid and 
Xettled order amongff themfelves. Therefore, and for remead 
thereof in time coming, and for conforming of themfelves, the 
(aid burgh and city, to other well reformed burghs withij» 
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this realm, and for the commoii'-well and particular profit of 
the haill inhabitants thereof, in their own ranks, and pofteri- 
ty, in all time coming ; and efpecially, to the advancing of 
God's glory, and better ability to fervc our fovereign lorS 
the king's majefty, and for fettling of peace, concord, and a- 
mity among themfelves, as faithful Chriilians, and loving ci- 
tizens ; and their affiftants, of both the ranks, and whole bo- 
dy of this town, after many meetings and conventions, long 
difputation and reafoning, concerning their quietnefs, and 
ftanding thereof, having nominate and chofen, now, William

ftates of the faids merchants and craftfmen, and their affiftant8» 
has-concluded; that there (hall be, in all time coming; a dean 
of gild and a deacon-convcener, ^jth one vifitcr of the qialt-. 
men, whofe ^le£^ion^, ftatutes, and privileges follows. 

I ft, That the dean of gild fhall be always a merchant, an4 
a merchant- failor, and merchant-venturer, and of the rank of 
merchant, and fhall be chofen yearly by provpft^ baillies, coun- 
cil, and dea(:on8 of this burgh in time coming, and that fif- 
teen days after that the baillies of the faid burgh ar^ chofen; 
« .there (hall be of merchants and craftfmen an equal number at 

his eleAion. 

2d, The dean of gild, bearing office in the year preceeding, 
ihaU, with the advice pf twenty- four perfons of the merchant 
rank, whom he (hall choofe, nominate two of the merchant 
rank to be in the leet with hinifelf, whofe names (hall be pre-, 
fented, in writ, before the provoft, bailljes, council, and dea-> 
\ cons, as is above fpecified, of the which three they (hall chufe 

one to bear office the year following, and fo to be leeted and 
defied in all time coming, and fworn in prefence of the pro-, 
▼oft, baillies, council, and deacons, for the difcharging of his 
duty faithfully, as becomes. And the dean of gild (hall not 
. bear office above two years together.. 

3d, The dean of gild's council (hall be compofed yearly of 
eight perfons, viz. four merchants, whereof the dean of gild^i 
- bearing office the year preceeding, (hall be one, and four craftf- 
men qnd gild-brether, who (hall be men of good fame, know- 
ledge, experience, care, an4 zeal to the cqmmon-v^ell, the moft 
worthy men of both raqk?|. The dean of gild his council o^ 
the merchant rank (hall be chofen yearly by the deap of gild 
and twenty-four perfons of the merchai^t rank, whom he (hall 
chufe to that jeifedt ; and his council of the craftfmen rank 
(hall be chofen by the deacon-^onveener, and the^ deacons of 
crafts, and their affiftaiits, and their hail-council, to be fwon^ 
yearly at their ele<5tion in prefence of the dean of gild ; an(^ 
jhall be <rleded the next day after the dean of eild is chofen. 
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* 4th, The dean of gild and his council (hall conveen every' 
Thurfday, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, and oftener, as 
the neceflity of the common afiairs, committed to their charge, 
{hall require^ being warned thereto by the dean of gild, or hia 
officer ; and the perfons abfent the faid day, weekly, but far- 
der warning, at the faid hoiir, and at other times (excepting 
ficknefs, or being necefiarily three miles opt of the town) 
(hall pay an unlaw of fix (hilling and eight pennies for the 
firft, and thirteen (hilling and four pennies for the fecond, 
, and twenty (hilling Scots for the third ; and if the dean of 
gild himfelf be abfent at any of the faid times (excepting fick- 
nefs, or being three miles out of own, as faid is) he fhall pay 
twice fo much of the unlaw, at each time, as any of his Conn- 
er il pays, for their abfence. 

5tl:, In abfence of the dean of gild (which fhall not be 
allowed, excepting as is before faid, or fome neceflary and ur- 
gent caufe, to be known and tried by his council, and obtain- 
ing their leave) he (hall eledV, by their advice, the old dean of 
gild, or anyone of his council, in the merchant rank, to fupply 
his place, as his fubftitute, during his abfence, who fhall be 
fworn ; and if any one or more of the mcrcliant rank, of the 
dean of gild's council, be abfent, it fhall be leafome to the 
dean of gild to bring in a gild-brother of his own rank, one 
or more, to fupply that place of the^nerchant rank being ab- 
fent, during the abfence of the other. And if any of the crafts 
rank, one or mpre, belonging to the dean of gild's council, 
be abfei^, the efdeft gild-brother, or his council of the crafts 
rank, fhall chufe anqther, one or mpre, of the faids crafts, to 
fupply the place of the abfent, and likeways muft be fworn. 

6t|i, The dean of gild fhall always be an ordinary counfel- 
Ipr of the great f:ou|icil of the town 5 he fhall have a principal 
key of the tov/n's charter-cheft in keeping. 

7th, The dean of gild, and his council, or the moft part 
thereof, fhall have power to decern {n all matters, committed 
to his charge and office, and that within three days, if need 
fpquires; and (liall eledt a cle^rk, ye^trly^ for the better (Efp

charge of their oOfce^ who (hall be fworn before the dean of 
gild and his council* 

8th» No procurator* or man of law, fhall be admitted to 
fpeaky for any perfon* before the dean of gild and his councfli 
but the parties allenarly. 

9th9 The dean of gild and his council fhall hare power tQ 
judge, and give decreets, in all anions, betwixt merchant an4 
merchant, and other gild-brothers, in matters of mercha]l,dife» 
and other fuch like caufes ; and the party refuiing to fubmit 
his caiife to the dean of gild and his council (hall pay an unlaw 
of five pounds money, and the caufe being fubmitted, the party 
found in the wrong fhall pay an unlaw of twenty (hilling for 
two ftvA.ral unlaws, and /hall be paid to the dean of gild, and 
applied to fuch ufe as he and his council thinks beft. 

loth, The dean of gild and his council, with the mailer of 
work, fhall bear the burden in decerning all queflions of neigh- 
bourhood and lyning within this burgh ; and no neighbours, 
work fhall be flayed but by him, who fhaU caufe the com^ 
plainer confign, in his hand, a pledge worth twenty fhilling 
in value, and thp damage of the party who then fhall fl^y the 
work, each day, to be afligned by him to the complainer, to 
give in his complaint, warning the parties ; which day fhallbe 
within twenty-four hours after the confignation, and the which 
day the dean of gild and his council, or the moft part of them, 
fhall conveen upon' the ground, and the complainer not com* 
pearing, and found in the wrong, fhall pay an unlaw of twenty 
fhillings Scots, with the parties damage for hindering the work, 
to be inftantly pafl and modified by the faid dean of gild and . 
his council, and paid furth of the faid pledge ; and the party 
finding him grieved by jthe dean of gild and his council, upon 
confignation of the double unlaw, he is to be heard before the 
faid great council of the town, and if he hath complained 
wrongfully, he is to pay the faid double unlaw, 

iith, The dean of gild and his council fliall have power to 
difcharge, punifh, and unlaw all perfons, unfreemen, ufmg the 
liberty of a freeman within the burgh, as they fhall think fit^i 
ay and while the faid unfreemen be put off the town, and re- 
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'ftrainod, or elfe be made free with the town and their crafts; 
and ficklike, to purfue, before the judges competenti all j>crfont 
dwelling within this burgh, and ufurping the libefty thereof, 
obtain decreets againfl them, and caufe the fame to l>e put to 
fpeedy execution. 

1 2th, 7!lie dean of gild and his council to oVerfee and re« 
form the metts and meafures, great and fmall, pint and quarts 
peck and firlot, and of all forts within the ellwand, and weights 
of pound and ftone, of all forts, and to punifh and unlaw the 
tranfgreflbrs as they (hall think expedient. 

13th, The dean of gild and his council fliall have power to 
raife taxation on the gild-brethren, for the wellfare and main- 
tenance of their eftate, and help of their decayed gild-brethren^ 
their wives» children, and fervants ; and whoever refufes to 
pay the faid tax (hall be unlawed in the fum of forty (hilling, 
fo oft as they fail ;■ providing the fame exceed not the fum of 
one hundred pounds money, and at once, upon the whole gild- 
'brethren ; which tax being uplifted, the fame (hall be diftri*- 
buted by the dean of gild and his council, and deacon-coh- 
veener, as they (hall think expedient. 

14th, Every burgefs, dwelling and having his refidencc 
within this town, and fo, has born and bears burthen withia 
the fame, (hall pafs gild-brother for paying a merk, at his en* 
try, to the dean of gild, with forty pennies to the hofpital of 
liis calling ; and (hall ufe all kind of handling and trade that it 
lawfur during all the days of their lifetime, at their pleafure ; 
fecluding froni this benefit all kind of infamous and debauched 
inen of evil life and converfation, who are not worthy of fuch 
a benefit, who, neverthelefs, during their fife time, (hall be 
overfeen thereintill, and their bairns, after their dec6afe, if they 
be found worthy and habile by the dean of gild and his coun- 
cil, (hall have the like benefit that other gild-brothers baimd 
have ; and all burgeffes and freemen, above written, who arc 
not off the country, (hall be bound to enter gild-brother betwixt 
mnd the firft day of May next to come, otherwife to be reputed 
And holden as ftrangers j and who are abfent off the country 
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(hall enter gild brother within fifteen days after their hoifitf 
coming; fecluding, alfo, from this benefit of giId*brother all 
burgefles who have not their rdidence within this burgh, and 
all burgefles, within the fame, who have not born nor bear 
burden with the freemen of this burgh (noblcmeri excepted.) 

1 5th, Every gild-brotlier's fon of fons, that defires to be gild* 
brother, fhall pay, at his entry, for his gildry, twenty {hilling, 
with Eve fhilling to the hofpital of his own calling, whenever 
he deigns to pafs, dther before or after his father's deceafe ; 
with this reftricliori, that if he be a merchant of that calling, 
he (hall be worth in lands, heritdgc, and moveable gear, five 
hundred marks money, and their afGHants to give an account 
of as much ; if he be a craftsman, dnd their afliitahts, he fhall 
be worth two hundred and fifty merks money before he be ad- 
mitted and received gild-brother, who fhall be tried by the dean 
of gild and his council : and as concerning the infamous and 
debauched perfons, not worthy of the benefit of gild-brother, 
they (hall be tried by the dean of gild, with the advice of ft 
cd-tain number of the merchant rank, as he (hall chufe for that 
efFed, and (hall inroU all the names of thefe of the merchant 
rank, and their a(Sftants, who are unworthy ; and every dea- 
con (hail try their own crafts, and tliat by the advice of the 
deacon-conveener, who (hall try their affiftants who arc un- 
worthy; and the perfons (hall be inrolled in the dean of giid'« 
books. 

1 6th, Every gild-brother's daughter, that marries a freema* 
burgefs of this burgh, (hall pay, at his entry, for his gildry, 
twenty (hilling, with fiye (hilling to the hofpital of his calling ; 
and he (hall be worth fo much lands, heritages, and moveable 
gear, as is above-mentioned, whether merchant or craftsman, 
and tried worthy by the dean of gild and his council ; and this 
privilege to extend to the gild-brother's daughters, as many as- 
he has, providing that the daughter hath no ferther benefit of 
the gildry but to her firft hu(band allenarly; and this benefit 
(hall only appertain and extend to the fons and daughters of 
jgild-brothers who arc lawfully begotten^ 
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>jrtli> And becaufe there are fcveral lawful bairns, whofe 
lather^ have been freemen and burgefa of this burgh, and arc 
dead within thefe ten years, who, of equity, confciencc, and 
• good reafon, ftiould not be fecluded from the benefit. It is 
therefore concluded, that fuch bairns fhall, either by them- 
felves, or by their friends, in cafe they be minors, compear be- 
fore the dean of gild and his council, and book thenafelves as 
lawful bairns to their father, who theieafter, when occafion of- 
fers, (hall have the benefit of gild-brother, paying only twenty 
(hilling, and five (hilling to the hofpital of their own calling ; 
always being tried meet and worthy of fuch a benefit, and be 
worth the forefaid fum ; merchant and craftsman to be tried by 
the dean of gild and his council; providing, that the faids 
t>airns, or their friends, compear before the dean of gild and 
his council, to be booked in his books, and that betwixt and 
the firfi day of May next to come $ otl^erwife^ afterwards, to 
have no benefit. 

1 8th, All burgeflTes wives, within this burgh for the pre- 
fent, (hall enjoy fuch privileges and liberties, during th& time 
of their widowhood, as if their hu(bands wer^ on life ; for the 
benefit of gildiy, paying to the dean of gild thirteen fhilling 
and four pennies, with three (hilling and four pennies to the 
hofpital of their hulbands calling ; the faids widows being al- 
ways tried by the dean of gild and his council to be of good 
life, and honeft converfation ; and the widows to come (hall 
have the fame liberty, if their hu(band8 have been gild-brothers, 
if otherwife, not to enjoy that benefit. 

• 19th, And concerning the apprentices of gild-brothers, bur- 
geflfes, of merchants and crafts, and their afiiftants. Firft, For 
the better trial and proof of their good condition. Secondly^ 
They ought to be fo far in^rior to their mafters bairns, as 
touching their right through their mafter. And, Thirdly, 
To move them to take their mafter's daughter in marriage, ber 
fore any otjier ; which will be a great comfort and fupport to 
freemen.' That, therefore, no apprentice be. received burgefs, 
by right of his apprentice(hip^ without he (erved a freeman, after 
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his appreiiticefhipy for the fpace of two years, for meat and lee, 
and then be receiyed burgefs ; paying, thereafter, for his bur«- 
gesfhip, to the town ten merks ; and then, not to be recdred 
gild-brother, by that right, without he be burgefs, for four 
years, and fo to continue thirteen years before he be gild- 
brother, by the right of his apprenticefhip, paying then ojily 
to the dean of gild ten merks nioney for his gildry ; and before 
his being received gild-brother he is to bring and produce, be- 
fore the dean of gild and his council, a fufficient teftiosonial, 
fubfcribcd by the nottar who is clerk, viz. if he be a nierchant't 
jipprentice, or any of their aiii(lants»yhe ihall have his teftimo- 
oial fubfcribed by the dean of gild's clerk; a|id if he be an apr 
prentice to a craftsman, or any of their afliftants, he (hall brin^ 
R fufficient teftimonial from the deacon-conveener's clerk; and 
this no ways Aall be extended agailift bargefles fons &rther 
than the old ufe and wont* But if the apprentice oiarry his 
matter's daughter, or the daughter of a fi-eeman burgefe and 
gildr brother, and if he be fewid by the dean of gild and his^ 
council to be worthy of the forenamed fum, merchant or crafb- 
man, and be of an honeft converfation, and o{ fuch a benefit, 
and bdng lb tried, he may be received gild-brpther, at any 
time, by right of his wife, paying only twenty (hilling, with 
five (hilling to Uie hofpital pf his calling; otherways to pay 
th^ extremity. 

jsoth. That every man out of tovni, whether merchant or 
craftsman, being not as yet neither burgefs nor freeman with* 
in this burgh, who (hall enter hereafter, (hall firft be tried by 
the dean of gild and his council, and being found worth the 
fum above fpecified, according to his calling, and of honefl 
and good converfation, (hall pay for his gildry, after he is 
made burgefs, thirty pounds Scots, and to the hofpital of his 
calling thirteen (hilling and four pennies, except he marry a 
gild- brother's daughter, who then (hall only pay for his gilday 
twenty (hilling, and forty (hilling to the hofpital of his calling. 

2ift, Whatever perfon, who is not preicntly burgefs and 
freeman of this burgh, and enters hereafter burgefs gratis^ 
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liiall t>a)r for his gildry forty pouiub itK>fley» with forty fliil- 
ling to the hofpital of hi» calling. 

ttdt The baill fiuns of moncfy that fhall happen to he got- 
ten in any tinve here^tftery for entries atf gild*brothert fhall he di- 
Yided in this fonn, vijs. AH thdt enters gikl-brother as a meir- 
chanty or any of tbdr affiftantsy the money fhall be applied for 
the well of the merchant^ hofpitaly and their decayed brethren, 
or to any other ^ood and pioos ufe, which may tend to the ad- 
iranciag-of the conmaoQ-well of this town, which fhall be diftri- 
buted by the dean of gild^ with adTice of the merchant coancil, 
and fucb other of the merchant rank as he fhall chufe for that 
cffed* And all that is gotten and received from any craftsmeuy 
aad their aiftftaotSy who fkali enter gild^brother, ^all be ap* 
plied to their hofpitaly 4nd decayed brethren of the craftsmen, 
QT to a&y other good and pious ufe^ which may tend to the 
advancement of the comi^on-well of the burgh, and that by 
the deacoa«>pQQvee»er, with advice of the icft of the deacons* 

z^df It fhall no ways be leafome to any gild-brother, who 
IS not at prefent l»irgefs and freeman of this burgh, but en- 
ters hereai^er to be borgefe and gildrbrothery according to the 
•rder £et do^ni before,, and according to his ability and worth, 
to tapp tar, oil, butter, or to tapp eggs, green herring, pears, 
apples, corn, candle, onions, kail, ftraw, bread (except bakers, 
who may fell brea4 at al} licit times at their pl^afure) milk, 
and fuch like fm^Il things, which is not agreeable to the ho« 
ponr of the calling pf a gild^brother..

ther to buy nor-fcU, Ijh great, within the liberties of this burgh^ 
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(ait beefy falmon^t hemng, nor y^ to (alt any of them, to feU 
over again, but for their own ufe allenarly; neither to buy 
plaidingt or cloth, in gveat, to fell ags^n, within this liberty | 
nor to buy tallow, aboye two ftonea together, except only 
candlemakers, to ferve the town, or any honeft man for hi« 
own ufe ; nor to buy any (heep ikins, to dry and fell pver again, 
or hides to fait and fell again, nor any wild ikins, within this . 
liberty, as tods ikins, above five together, otters, not above 
three together, and other like (kins. And ficklike» not to fell 
any kind of woolen cloth, above thirty fhree ihilling and four 
pennies per ell, Hnnen cloth, not above thirteen (hilling and 
four pennies per ell, except fuch cloth as is made in their houfe, 
whiph they (hall have liberty to fell, as they can beft ; neithec 
buy Wool, to fell over again, within this liberty, nor to buy 
any linnen yarn, to fell over 9gain, or to tranfport out of the 
town, either in great or (mall parcels, excepting the weavers of 
the burgh, who buy yarn tp make ^otl^> and fell the fame at 
pleafure. 

25th, It (hall not be allowed to cremerp to fet any cremea

26th, Farder, it (ball not be licenced to any fingle burgefs, 
or gild-brot}ier, to buy with other mens money, under colour 
and pretence that it h their own, iny wares, within the liberty 
of this burgh, to the hurt and prejudice of the freemen thereofi 
under the penjjlty of twenty pounds money, and attour crying 
of their freedom, being tried and conyidked by the dean of gild 
«ind his council, and that in refpcd of the great hurt and da-i 
mage that the fi^eemen of this burgh h^th fuftained by fiich 
doings heretofore, 

27th, It (hall not be leafom to any perfon, holding (hop», 
jat any time, to crcm^ upon the l^igh (Ireet ; but fuch as fel^ 
Scota cloth, bonnets^ fl^oes* iron-work, and fuch like handy 
work ufed by craftsmen, under the penalty of ^wenty (hill{ng^ 
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sStfa> It fliaU not be leafom to any unfireeman to hol4 
j^ands upon the high ftreet^ to £ell any thing pertaining to the 
craft6» or handy work, i^ut betwixt eight of the morning and 
two of the elock in the afternoon, under the penalty of forty 
Aiilling; providing that tappers of linnen and woolen cloth 
be fufitred from morning to evening, at their pleafure, to fell* 
All kind of viyers to be fold from morning to evening ; but 
pnfreemen, who (hall fell white bread, to keep the hours ap« 
pointed. 

29tht AH burgeiTei that' enters hereafter freemen, and a 
iimple burgefs, if he gives up his name to be a merchant, or 
any of their affiftants, ihall pay to the hofpital of his calling 
five merks Scots money ; j^pd if he be a craftfman, or any df 
their aififtants, he fhall pay to the crafts hofpital five merks 
money; and aJI bjLirgcfies, who enters hereafter gratis ^ and 
remaining a fimple burgefs, either merchant or craftiinan^. 
ihjill pay to the hofpital of his calling ten merks money. 

3Cth, Hiere. ihal} be no burgefs made or entered hereafter, 
c^ept (if he be a merchant, or of their afliftants) he be tried 
by the dean of gild to be worth Qne hundred pounds Scots 
of free gear, and booked in the books, and have a teftimonial 
fubicribed with the dean of gild's hand; andif he bea craftf- 
man, or of their ailiilants, he ftall be worth twenty pounds 
pioney of feee gear, befides his craft, and (hall be booked in 
the deacon-conveener's books, and have the dea^on-conveener'a 
teftimoni«il fubfcribed with his hai^d ; and either of them pre- 
senting the faid teftimpnial to the provoft, b^itlies, and coun- 
cil, fhall be receivecj biwgefs,. paying their burgefs fines, as 
ufual ; otherways no burgefs, whether merchant or craftfmanj 
^Yt to be admitted or acknowledged at no time thereafter. 

3iil, The dean of gild and his counqil, for obferving the 
privileges, (hall have power to fet down unlaws and penalties, 
^nd to mitigate and enlarge the fame, according to the time 
and place, perfon and quality of the treipafs. And,^far- 
^It), \q x^a^e laws 2|nd ftatutesi and i%t 4o^n hes^ds and ar:s 
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tic)M» to be obfenvd for the well of the town, and tfie proToft» 
bailliesy wd oonncil to appcore of the fame. 

^idf The haill unlawft meBtioned in the lawt above writ^ 
ten, and foch other laws, a£fc»9 and ftatutes, i^ let down hj the 
dean of gild and hit council, ^H be applied, viz. the one 
half thereof to the dean of gild and hig councU, and the other 
half to be applied by the dean of gild and his council, and 
deacoooconteener, to any good and pious work^ a& they /halt 
think fit. 

: 53d, It fliaH be leafom to the dean of gild and his council, 
yearly* to ele^ one of their owri ninnber to be treaftcrer or col- 
le^or of the whole entries money and unlaws, that fhall hap*, 
pen to be gotten, who fiiall be bound to make a faithful ac« 
count of his intromiffiona thereof, lipon eight days warning, 
as he (hall be required by the £aid dean of gild and his coun- 
cil ; of the which entry money of gilcfary he ftiall deliver and 
make payment of the \vhole, that is io be received of the giU 
dry of the merchant ranks, and their affiants, to be employed 
to the ufe forefaid; and the whole unlaws that is received are 
to be delivered to the dean of giki and his couacS, to be be- 
flowed on the ufes fbre&id.

37th9 It is agreed and concluded upon, that there ihall be 
a common metfter of woollen cloth, whom the dean of gild and 
his council (hall have power to ele£i, yearly, who fhall be 
fwom to be leal and true in fuch things as (hall be commit- 
ted to his charge, and find fufficient caution; and that he 
iha!l meafure all packs or loads of woollen cloth, that conoea 
put of Galloway, Stewartown, or any other parts, to be fold 
within this burgfa; and (hall have for the meafmriflg of every 
hundred ells, from the feller, two (hilling ; and no other but he 
that is to meafure this fort of cloth /hall meafure any but him* 
felf ; he (hall alfo mea&ire all other woollen cloth, that is either 
bought in fmall or in great, and (b require the buyer or £eUer,

fame before the dean of gild, who, after trial, (hall compell the 
feller Or buyer, as he (hall think fit, to pay to the metftcr 
double duty. 

38th, Whatever ads and ftatutes the dean of gild and his 
council ihall happen to make, and fet down, further than what 
is above expreft, at any time afterwards, he (hall be obliged 
to make the p)t>vo(l, baillif;s, and council acquainted there- 
vithj and (hall crave iheir ratification and allowance from them.

and whole of the deacons, for difcharging of his faid office 
faithfully as becomes* . 

40th, Further, it is agreed and contra6led, that) yearly, in 
time coming, there (hall be a deacon-conveener, who (hall 
«ver be of the rank of craftfmen, and their affiftants^ whd 
ihall, yearly, be chofen that fame day eight-days after the 
baillies of this burgh are chofen f and is to be one of the moft 
wife and worthy amongii the faid cr^fmen, and their a0if- 
,tants, who (hall, yearly, be leeted, in time coming, in this 
form, viz* All the deacons of the crafts, and their affiflants, 
(hall chufe two with the deacon- conveener, to be given in leets 
before the provoft, baillies, council, and all the deacons of 
crafts, and their affiftants, who (hall make choice o£ any of 
them to be deacon-conveener for the year thereafter following ; 
with this provifion, that there be a like number of merchants 
and craftfmen at his ele&ion, and the deacon-conveener (hall

his duty in the faid office. And for declaration of the crafts 
afiiilants, viz. they are maltmen, mealmen, fifhers, and all fuch 
mariners, and others, who pleafev to officiate with the crafts 
for contribution to their hpfpita^, and decayed brethren.

or craftsman, with confent of the dean of gDd and deacon-con- 
Teener» for themfelvesy and the renunent of their ranks, has 
concluded and ordained, that, in all muflera, weapons^fhowing, 
and other lawful aflemblics, that there fhall be no queflion, 
ftrife, or debate, betwixt merchant and craftsman, for preroga*

ther a craftsman, nor yet affift them, or any of them, tmnultu- 
ouily, in judgement, or otherways ; but to be careful to fee ther 
offender condignly puni/hed, according to juftice. And be* 
caufe feveral burgeffes of this burgh, when they happen to 
commit difturbance, with their neighbours, within the fame, 
do boaft themfelves, and vaunt of their firiends, to the* great 
trouble of this burgh, and judgement-feat of the fame, by con- 
vocating their friends out of town to alfift them; therefore ft is 
concluded and ordained, that whatever burgefs of this burgh, 
that hereafter committs difturbance, and falls out with his

JAMESf by the grace of Gfod king of Scots^ to all pro«> 
voftsy baillkst fhcrrifs, ftewarts, or baillies of regality, and 
other nunifters of juftice, mthin the bounds following, and 
their deputes, and fundry others our liege fubjeAs, whom it 
^eir^, to whofe knowledge thefe our letters (hall come, greet- 
ing. Witt ye us, with advice of our council, underftanding 

' the great abufes which has been conunitted in time bygone, 
and yet daily continues^by ignorant, unlkilled, and unlearned 
pcrfons, who, under colour of chirurgeons, abufes the people 
to their pleafure, paffing away, but trial, or punifhment, and 
thereby deftroys infinite numbers of our fubjeds, wherewith no 

Norder hath been taken, in time bygone, efpecially within the ' 
burgh and barony of Olaigow, Renfrew, Dumbritain, and our 
iherrifdoms of Clydefdale, Renfrew, Lanark, Kyle, Carrick^ 
Air, and Cunningham ; for avoiding of fuch inconveniencies, 
and for order to be taken in time coming, to have made, cbn- 
^itute, and ordained, and by the tenor of thir our letters^ 
makes, conditutes, and ordains, Mr. Peter Low, ourchirurge- 
on, and cheif chirurgeon tO'Our.deareit fon the prince, with 
the affiflance of Mr. Robert Hamilton, profefTor of medecine,

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and their ibcceflbrS) indv^llers in Glafgowy giving and gnMv 
ingy to them and their fuocefibrs, full power to call,, fummon^ 
and conyeen before them, wil^iin the faid burgh of Giafgow, 
or any other of our faidi burgh9> or public places, of the fore« 
faid bounds, sill per{bn» profefling or ufing the faid art of chi-* 
rurgeryy to examine them upon their literature, knowledge, 
and pra6Ufe ; if they be found worthy, to admitt, allow, and 
approve them, give them teftimonials according to tbeir art 
and knowledge, that they fhall be found worthy to eytcrdk 
thereafter, receive their oath, authorife them, as accords, and 
to difcharge them to ufe any further than they have knowledge 
palling their capacity, leaiioui*. fubjedts'be abufed; and that 
every one cited report teftimonials of the minifters ^nd elders,

Mr, James Blair* s mortification. 

I James Blair, elder, merchant, and ane of the prefent pairt- 
ners of the wetter fugar work in Glafgow, having left ane 
confiderable part of my eilate amongft my brothers and fitters- 
children, and mortified to the poor of Irvine ; and now, after 
mature deliberation, do, by thefe prefents, mortifie, affign, and 
difpone, ten thoufand merks, of the readieft of my eftate, riot 
formerlie difpofed of, and that to the hofpital commonly called 
Hutchefon's hofpital, to be difpofed of as undervsrritten, to wit, 
the always prefent provott, three baillies, dean of gild, and dea- 
con -conveener to join with the fix minifters of the burgh of 
Glafgow, and if any either of the magiftrates or minifters places 
be vacant, they are to choice others in their place ; and ordains 
that my nephew, and his heirs male, I fay James Blair do fit 
with the forefaid magiftrates and minifters to difpofe of the in- 
tereft at five per cent, being five hundred merks yearly, among 
fuch poor indigent as after fpecified, to witt, I do hereby or- 
dain the forefaid five hundred merks to be diftribute, yearly^^ 
by the forefaid perjCons, amongft feven feveral perfons, that is to 
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fay, an hundred merks to every one of three old indigent pooi^ 
men, that hath formerly had any credit, and the other two hun- 
dred merks to be equally diflributed amongft four boys, yearly, 
they being at or above fix years of age, fit to be fchooled, and 
to continue till they come to twelve years of age ; and doth 
hereby ordain, that, in the firfl place, the name of Blair (hall 
have the preference, and next the name of Gemmil, if there be 
none of my blood-relations, within the fixth degree, that is in 
diflrefs, and makes application ; in that cafe, they are to be 
preferred to either of the names ; and if not, then the forefaid 
namear of Blair and Gremmil fhall be preferred. And I do alfo 
ordain, that, if Httgh Montgomerie of Bufby be in Glafgow 
at any time when the forefaid magiHrates and miniflers doth 
conveen about ordering this my mortification, that he be called* 
and fit as an member with them. And now feeing this my mor- 
tification is to be in my cabinet unknown, untill my death, I 
do therefore charge fuch as do firfl find the fame, to deliver it up 
to the forefaid magiftrates and miniflers, as they fhall anfwer 
to God, to the end the fame may be regiftrate in the hofpital- 
books, adfuturam ret memoriam. Referving always to myfelf 
the intereft of the forefaid ten thoufand merks, all the days of 
my life, with power alfo to make void this mortification, to au- 
null, or to deflroy the fame, at any time hereafter, etiatn in ar- 
ticido mortis. * Ajid I do hereby difpenfe with any informality 
herein, as if all were written in the moft formal manner, and 
with the not delivering it up during my life. Confenting to 
the regiflration in the books of council and feflion, or any o- 
thers needful, that letters and execution may pafs hereupon, 
on an charge of fix days only; and confUtutes • 
my prors. Written with my own hand, who makes this above 
mortification, and fubfcribed at Glafgow, this twenty one day 
of June, 17 10 years, before thcfe witncfTes, James Johnfton, 
merchant in Glafgow, and John Armour, taylor in Glafgow.

Bull of^ pope NiMas 4h fifthy for the ereShn of an univerjity in 
the city ofGlafgo^. 

NICHOLAS, Bifliop, the fervant of the fervants of 
God, for now and ever, amen. Among the other blef- 
fings which mankind may acquire in this tranfient life, it ought 
jiot to bi! accounted the leaft, that, by conffant application tQ 
ftudy, tliey are al^le to acquire the pearl of knowledge, which 
pbintjS out the way to live well and happily; and by its wortk 
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gKt^y dzftinguiibes the learned from the umleamcd; it, Intro* 
duces them to the dear knowledge of the fecrets oi the crtf^ti-* 
on ; it raifes on high the ignoranti and thofe of mt-aa birth ; 
therefore the apoftolic fee, the provident difpenfer of fpiritu^f 
and temporal blefUngSy the conftant and careful afliiUnt in t- 
very good work, that men may the more taBly be induced to 
acquire the higheft per&dion in life, and may transfer to others 
fuch knowledge, £b acquired^ with improvement s;, encourages, 
prepares places for, afliils, and cheriihes them, and lumis them 
with favours. As therefore it has been lately fhown to us, by 
our illuftrious and beloved fon in Chrift, James, king of 8ci>ts, 
that the faiAc king, carefully attending not only to tlit^ lutiTcft 
of the date, inhabitants, and fubje<^s of his kingdojn, but to 
_the good of other neighbouring countries, having a great tie- 
fire that an univerfity, in every branch of literature, Ihould be 
erefted and ordained by the apoflolic fee in the epifcopal city 
of Glafgow, being a place well fuited and adapted to that pur- 
pofe, on account of the healthinefs of the climate, the plenty of . 
vidliials, and of every thing neceflary for the ufe of lunu, that 
there the catholic faith may afcound, the finjple be iiiftrudcd, 
Juftice taught, reafon flourifh, and that the minds and iinder- 
ftandings of men may be enlightened and enlarged. We care- 
fully coniidering the premiiTcs, and the great love and dcvtition i 
which the forefaid king is known to bear to us, and to tht 
■whole Roman church, are urged by a fervent defirc to have 
the.faid city adorned with the gifts of fcience, that it niiiy pro- 
duce men diftinguifhed for ripenefs of judgementf adorned with ^ I 
.virtue, and fkilled in different fciences ; and that there may l>c T 
^ fountain of kjiowledge, from the fulnefs of which all dcii- 
rous of being inflrudled nwy drink liberally. After diligently 
•weighing thefe things, and the fitnefs of the faid city, which J 
is faid to be extremely well adapted for producing and ipcreaf- ^ i 
ing the feeds and growth of learning, not only for the benefit ^K^ ^ 
and advantage of the whole kingdom of Scotland, but of the 
neighbouring nations, we, moved by parental afi^ion, and in-

WE, William, by divine providence bifhop of Glafgow^ 
with confent and aflent of our chapter, will, give, 
aild grant to you the reftor of the unverfity of Gla%ow, 
dodors, matters, and other fuppofts of the faid univerfity, a 
free liberty of buying and felling whatever goods you do not 

V make merchandize of, within the faid city of Glafgow* and 
any where iVithin the bounds of our regality^ and other land» 
and harbours, all a«d every thing whatfoever neceflary for 
you, efpecialiy all kinds of viduals and cloathing, when, and 
as often as any of you (hall think proper, free of all cuftoma 

. or controul ; likeways, that the ailize of bread, ale, and all 
eatables, due by the laws and cuftoma of burghs, may h% 
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«M>re fiittjr obferved by you, and that pcHoDS guilty of any 
breach hcrdn may be duly punifiied, our will therefore is, and 
wc gr^ &r ouriieives and V>ur fuccdTors^ the Inlhops ^ Glaf- 
gDW» that thofe who (hall be found fauky hereia fnay be de- 
lated to thepjnovpft, or way of the baillies, by the redor of the 
univerfity, whom, before witnefles, he &all require to be fuffi- 
ciently correiEbed and punifhed by the (aid provoft, or fome of 
the bailliesi and uidefay within eight lawful days, the faid pro- 
voft, or one of the baillies thereto required^ ihall caufe the 
perfon fo complained of to be puaifhedf then tb^ power of 
correftion fhajl devolve to the reiftor, according to the laws 
cfthecity, toties ^paties% andif any di%ute (hall arife between 
the x&BiiX and provoft, or any of the baillies, on account of 
this conre^ion and puniihmenty we will that the judgement 
and deciison thereof ihall belong to us^ and our fuccelTors; 
and likewife, that the re6lor, for the time being, of our uni- 
yerfity fbaU have the juniididion, determination, and power 
of puniihing, in wdiatever caufes refpefting money, trifling 
pleas, lawCuits, flrifea, andcontentions, between the fore^&idfup* 
pofts, or between the faid fuppofts and any of our citizens and .. 
inhabitants, within our bounds^ raHed, or hereafter to be raif- 
ed ; and in hearing, corredling^ and deciding fummarrly, as 
«ften as neceflary, all and fundry caufes, in form and efiFe6^ as 
cffeirs, unlefs it fhall appear to him expedient to a<Sl other- 
ways ; neverthelefs, we fpecially refcrve to ourfelves the de- 
cifion of atrocious injuries, or caufes qf importance,^ in whidh 
they are to have no concern. 'In like manner, we, by theCe 
prefents, will and grant, that aH and every of the fuppufts. Jiv- 
ing within our city of Glafgow, fhall have full power and liber- . 
ty, if they fliall think fit, to profecute the forefaid adions and * 
caufes before our forefaid lord reftor, or before us, or our of- 
ficial for the time ; referving always to ourdean and chapter of 
Glafgow their liberties and privileges ufed and wont j and in cafe 
^ny perfon fhall think himfelf any way injured by our faid lord 
reftor, he fhall have full power and liberty to appeal to us, or 
ppr fuqcelTors. And we further grant, that the houfehold aqd 
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houfe of our faid city be given to you, at a rent to be fixed by 
you and an equal number of citizen99 to be chofen and fwom for 
that purpofe, to be enjoyed by you fo long as you make pane* 
tual payment^ and behave well therein, referving all other 
cafes exprefled by law. We further appoint that no beneficed 
perfons within our diocefe, ading as regents or iludentSy'or 
ivho incline to ftudy» fp long as they are docile, and having a 
licence from us, or our fucceflbrs, ihall be obliged to refide 
perfonally within their benefices; provided always, they cauf<^ 
AVine fervice be regularly performed therein, during their 
abfence; and they fliall, notwithftanding, enjoy the fiTiits of 
their benefices. Moreover, we, by the tenor hereof, will, that 
the beadles, mace-ybearer, and your fervants and dependants, 
as alfo your writers, flationers, and parchment-makers, and 
their wives, children, and hs^ndmaids, do enjoy the whole of 
the above mentioned privileges. And we do further provide^ 
and for us apd our fucceflbrs appoint, that the provoft, bail- 
lies, and other officers of our faid city (hall, each year of their 
eledion, fwear before us, or our fucceflbr?, or, in our abfence, 
before the redpr, and one pr more of the fuppofts of the faid 
univerfity, whom we hereby depute and appoint for that effect, 
that they (hall faithfully obfrrve, and to the utmoft of their 
power caufe to be obferved, all and fiindry the privileges an4 
liberties l?eIonging to, and given and granted to pur faid uni- 
verfity, and whole jlatutes and cuftoms thereof; and we like^ 
ways exeem and free you from all tributes, cxa^ons, vexati- 
ons, capitation^, waterings, wardings, colle6iion9^ and per- 
fonal fervices whatever^ perfornaabje within our feid city, now 
and in all time coming. In ^eftimqny whereof, we have caufed 
pur authentic feal, togethi^r with the fommon fe^ of our chap-, 
Jcr, to be hereto affixed, at our city of Glafgow, the ift day 
f^ Pf)cember^ 145^^ and of our confecration thf 6^, 
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Order of council at Edinburgh^ 21ft of Augufi^ 1546.
